PREAMBLE. 

The  end  of  the  institution,  maintenance,  and  administra-  objects  of 
tion  of  government,  is  to  secm'e  the  existence  of  the  body  ?°^^"""'^°'- 
politic,  to  protect  it,  and  to  fm'nish  the  individuals  who 
compose  it  with  the  power  of  enjoying  in  safety  and  tran- 
quillity their  natural  rights,  and  the  blessings  of  life  :  and 
whenever  these  great  objects  are  not  obtained,  the  people 
have  a  right  to  alter  the  government,  and  to  take  meas- 
ures necessary  for  their  safety,  prosperity,  and  happiness. 

The  body  politic  is  formed  by  a  voluntary  association  Body  pontic, 
of  individuals :  it  is  a  social  compact,  by  which  the  whole  uJlatu^e. 
people  covenants  with  each  citizen,  and  each  citizen  with 
the  whole  people,  that  all  shall  be  governed  by  certain 
laws  for  the  common  good.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  j^eople, 
therefore,  in  framing  a  constitution  of  government,  to 
provide  for  an  equitable  mode  of  making  laws,  as  well  as 
for  an  impartial  interpretation  and  a  faithful  execution 
of  them  ;  that  every  man  may,  at  all  times,  find  his  secu- 
rity in  them. 

We,  therefore,  the  people  of  Massachusetts,  acknowl- 
edging, with  grateful  hearts,  the  goodness  of  the  great 
Legislator  of  the  universe,  in  affording  us,  in  the  course 
of  His  jnovidence,  an  opportunity,  deliberately  and  peace- 
ably, without  fraud,  violence,  or  surprise,  of  entering  into 
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an  original,  explicit,  and  solemn  compact  with  each  other; 
and  of  forming  a  new  constitution  of  civil  government, 
for  ourselves  and  posterity ;  and  devoutly  imploring  His 
direction  in  so  interesting  a  design,  do  agree  upon,  ordain, 
and  establish,  the  following  Declaration  of  Rig  Ids,  and 
Frame  of  Government,  as  the  Constitution  of  tue  Com- 
monwealth or  Massachusetts. 


PART    THE    FIRST. 

A.   Declaration   of  the   Rights  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the 
Qommonwealih  of  Massachusetts. 

Equality  and  ARTICLE  I.     All  men  are  born  free  and  equal,  and  have 

aumen."^^  *°  Certain  natural,  essential,  and  unalienable  rights;  among 
which  may  be  reckoned  the  right  of  enjoying  and  defend- 
ing their  lives  and  liberties  ;  that  of  acquiring,  possessing, 
and  protecting  property  ;  in  fine,  that  of  seeking  and  ob- 
taining their  safety  and  happiness.

And   no   subject  shall  be  hurt,  molested,  or 
restrained,  in  his  person,  liberty,  or  estate,  for  worship- 
ping God  in  the  manner  and  season  most  agreeable  to  the 
dictates  of  his  own  conscience ;  or  for  his  religious  pro- 
fession of  sentiments ;  provided  he  doth  not  disturb  the 
public  peace,  or  obstruct  others  in  their  religious  worship.

institution   of  the  public  worship  of  God,  and  of  public

power  to  authorize  and  require,  and  the  legislature  shall, 
from  time  to  time,  authorize  and  require,  the  several  towns, 
parishes,  precincts,  and  other  bodies  politic,  or  religious 
societies,  to  make  suitable  provision,  at  their  own  expense, 
for  the  institution  of  the  public  worship  of  God,  and  for 
the  support  and  maintenance  of  public  Protestant  teachers

of  piety,  religion,  and  morality,  in  all  cases  where  such 
2:)rovision  shall  not  be  made  voluntarily. 

And  the  people  of  this  commonwealth  have  also  a  right  atrendinM^**^" 
to,  and  do,  invest  their  legislature  with  authority  to  enjoin  thereon, 
upon  all  the  subjects  an  attendance  upon  the  instructions 
of  the  public  teachers  aforesaid,  at  stated  times  and  sea- 
sons, if  there  be  any  on  whose  instructions  they  can  con- 
scientiously and  conveniently  attend. 

Provided,  notwithstanding,  that  the  several  towns,  par-  Exclusive  right 
ishes,  precincts,  and  other  bodies  politic,  or  religious  socie-  giou'rteTchers" 
ties,  shall,  at  all  times,  have  the  exclusive  right  of  electing  ^^'^'^''^'^• 
their  public  teachers,  and  of  contracting  with  them  for 
their  support  and  maintenance. 

And  all  moneys  paid  by  the  subject  to  the  support  of  whomVa^rocUai 
public  worship,  and  of  the  public  teachers  aforesaid,  shall,  *^^^*™?y  •'t. 
if  he  require  it,  be  uniformly  applied  to  the  support  of  the 
public  teacher  or  teachers  of  his  own  religious  sect  or  de- 
nomination, provided  there  be  any  on  whose  instructions 
he  attends  ;  otherwise  it  may  be  paid  towards  the  support 
of  the  teacher  or  teachers  of  the  parish  or  precinct  in  which 
the  said  moneys  are  raised. 

And  every  denomination  of  Christians,  demeaning  them-  411  denomina- 
selves  peaceably,  and  as  good  subjects  of  the  commonwealth,  protected*  ^ 
shall  be  equally  under  the  protection  of  the  law  :  and  no  Bubordlnation 
subordination  of  any  one  sect  or  denomination  to  another  anoth^er^'^ro'* 
shall  ever  be  established  by  law.]  hibited. 

IV.  The  people  of  this  commonwealth  have  the  sole  Right  of  seif- 
and   exclusive  right  of  governing  themselves,  as  a  free,  feJur'Td?^'^' 
sovereign,  and   independent  state ;  and  do,  and   forever 
hereafter  shall,  exercise  and  enjoy  every  power,  jurisdic- 
tion, and  right,  which  is  not,  or  may  not  hereafter  be,  by 

them  expressly  delegated  to  the  United  States  of  America, 
in  Congress  assembled. 

V.  All  power  residing  originally  in  the  people,  and  ^/fn"o°fficer^^ 
being   derived   from   them,   the  several  magistrates  and  etc. 
officers  of  government,  vested  with  authority,   whether 
legislative,    executive,    or  judicial,  are  their  substitutes 

and  agents,  and  are  at  all  times  accountable  to  them. 

VI.  No  man,  nor  corporation,  or  association  of  men,  services ren- 
have  any  other  title  to  obtain  advantages,  or  particular  puifiic  bein|  the 
and  exclusive  privileges,  distinct  from  those  of  the  com-  peiuUaiVrivi.

VII.  Government  is  instituted  for  the  common  good ; 
for  the  protection,  safety,  prosperity,  and  ha})piness  of  the 
people ;  and  not  for  the  profit,  honor,  or  private  interest 
of  any  one  man,  family,  or  class  of  men  :  Therefore  the 
people  alone  have  an  incontestible,  unalienable,  and  inde- 
feasible right  to  institute  government ;  and  to  reform, 
alter,  or  totally  change  the  same,  when  their  protection, 
safety,  prosperity,  and  happiness  require  it. 

VIII.  In  order  to  prevent  those  who  are  vested  with 
authority  from  becoming  oppressors,  the  people  have  a 
right,  at  such  periods  and  in  such  manner  as  they  shall 
establish  by  their  frame  of  government,  to  cause  their 
public  oflBcers  to  return  to  private  life ;  and  to  fill  up 
vacant  places  by  certain  and  regular  elections  and  appoint- 
ments. 

IX.  All  elections  ought  to  be  free  ;  and  all  the  inhab- 
itants of  this  commonwealth,  having  such  qualifications  as 
they  shall  establish  by  their  frame  of  government,  have  an 
equal  right  to  elect  oflicers,  and  to  be  elected,  for  public 
employments .  122  Mass.  595,  soa. 

X.  Each  individual  of  the  society  has  a  right  to  be 
protected  by  it  in  the  enjoyment  of  his  life,  liberty,  and 
property,  according  to  standing  laws.  He  is  obliged,  con- 
sequently, to  contribute  his  share  to  the  expense  of  this 
protection ;  to  give  his  personal  service,  or  an  equivalent, 
when  necessaiy  :  but  no  part  of  the  property  of  any  indi- 
vidual can,  with  justice,  be  taken  from  him,  or  applied  to 
public  uses,  without  his  own  consent,  or  that  of  the  repre- 
sentative body  of  the  people.  In  fine,  the  people  of  this 
commonwealth  are  not  controllable  by  any  other  laws 
than  those  to  which  their  constitutional  representative 
l)ody  have  given  their  consent.  And  whenever  the  pub- 
lic exitrencies  require  that  the  property  of  any  individual 
should  be  appropriated  to  public  uses,  he  shall  receive  a 
reasonable  compensation  therefor.

XI.  Every  subject  of  the  commonwealth  ought  to  find 
a  certain  remedy,  by  having  recourse  to  the  laws,  for  all 
injuries  or  wrongs  which  he  may  receive  in  his  person, 
property,  or  character.  He  ought  to  ol)tain  right  and 
justice  freely,  and  without  being  obliged  to  purchase  it; 
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completely,  and  without  any  denial ;  promptly,  and  with- 
out delay  ;  conformably  to  the  laws. 

XII.     No  subject  shall  be  held  to  answer  for  any  crimes  Prosecntiona 
or  oflence,  until  the  same  is  fully  and  plainly,  substantially,  s^prcklm. 
and  formally,  described  to  him  ;  or  be  compelled  to  accuse,  Is  pick.' 434.

XVI.  The  liberty  of  the  press  is  essential  to  the  secu- 
rity of  freedom  in  a  state  :  it  ought  not,  therefore,  to  be 
restrained  in  this  commonwealth. 

XVII.  The  people  have  a  right  to  keep  and  to  bear 
arms  for  the  common  defence.  And  as,  in  time  of  peace, 
armies  are  dangerous  to  liberty,  they  ought  not  to  be 
maintained  without  the  consent  of  the  legislature ;  and 
the  military  power  shall  always  be  hold  in  an  exact  subor- 
dination to  the  civil  authority,  and  be  governed  by  it. 

XVIII.  A  frequent  recurrence  to  the  fundamental 
principles  of  the  constitution,  and  a  constant  adherence 
to  those  of  piety,  justice,  moderation,  temperance,  indus- 
try, and  frugality,  are  absolutely  necessary  to  preserve  the 
advantages  of  liberty,  and  to  maintain  a  free  government. 
The  people  ought,  consequently,  to  have  a  particular  atten- 
tion to  all  those  principles,  in  the  choice  of  their  officers 
and  representatives  :  and  they  have  a  right  to  require  of 
their  lawgivers  and  magistrates  an  exact  and  constant 
observance  of  them,  in  the  formation  and  execution  of  the 
laws  necessary  for  the  good  administration  of  the  common- 
wealth. 

XIX.  The  people  have  a  right,  in  an  orderly  and  peace- 
able manner,  to  assemble  to  consult  upon  the  common 
good ;  give  instructions  to  their  representatives,  and  to 
request  of  the  legislative  body,  by  the  way  of  addresses, 
petitions,  or  remonstrances,  redress  of  the  wrongs  done 
them,  and  of  the  grievances  they  suffer. 

XX.  The  power  of  suspending  the  laws,  or  the  execu- 
tion of  the  laws,  ought  never  to  be  exercised  but  by  the 
legislature,  or  by  authority  derived  from  it,  to  be  exercised 
in  such  particular  cases  only  as  the  legislature  shall  ex- 
pressly provide  for. 

XXI.  The  freedom  of  deliberation,  speech,  and  debate, 
in  either  house  of  the  legislature,  is  so  essential  to  the 
rights  of  the  people,  that  it  cannot  be  the  foundation  of 
any  accusation  or  prosecution,  action  or  complaint,  in  any 
other  court  or  place  whatsoever. 

XXII.  The  legislature  ought  frequently  to  assemble 
for  the  redress  of  grievances,  for  correcting,  strengthening, 
and  confirming  the  laws,  and  for  making  new  laws,  as  the 
common  good  may  require. 

XXIII.  No  sulxsidy,  charge,  tax,  impost,  or  duties 
ought  to  be  established,  fixed,  laid,  or  levied,  under  any 
pretext  whatsoever,  without  the  consent  of  the  people  or 
their  representatives  in  the  legislature.

The  people,  inhabiting  the  territory  formerly  called  the 
Province  of  Massachusetts  Bay,  do  hereby  solemnly  and 
mutually  agree  with  each  other,  to  form  themselves  into  a 
free,  sovereign,  and  independent  body  politic,  or  state,  by 
the  name  of  The  Commoxwealth  of  Massachusetts.

CHAPTER  I. 

THE    LEGISLATIVE    POWER. 

Section  I. 
The  General  Court. 

Article  I.  The  department  of  legislation  shall  be 
formed  by  two  branches,  a  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives ;  each  of  which  shall  have  a  negative  on  the  other. 

The  legislative  body  shall  assemble  every  year  [on  the 
last  Wednesday  in  May,  and  at  such  other  times  as  they 
shall  judge  necessary ;  and  shall  dissolve  and  be  dissolved 
on  the  day  next  preceding  the  said  last  Wednesday  in 
May;]  and  shall  be  styled,  The  General  Court  of 
Massachusetts  .

CHAPTER    I. 

Section  III. 

House  of  Representatives, 

Article  I.  There  shall  be,  in  the  legislature  of  this 
commonwealth,  a  representation  of  the  people,  annually 
elected,  and  founded  upon  the  principle  of  equality. 

II.  [And  in  order  to  provide  for  a  representation  of 
the  citizens  of  this  commonwealth,  founded  upon  the  prin- 
ciple of  equality,  every  corporate  town  containing  one 
hundred  and  fifty  ratable  polls  may  elect  one  represen- 
tative ;  every  corporate  town  containing  three  hundred 
and  seventy-five  ratable  polls  may  elect  two  representa- 
tives ;  every  corporate  town  containing  six  hundred  ratable 
polls  may  elect  three  representatives ;  and  proceeding  in 
that  manner,  making  two  hundred  and  twenty-five  ratable 
polls  the  mean  increasing  number  for  every  additional 
representative.

Article  I.  There  shall  be  a  supreme  executive  magis- 
trate, who  shall  be  styled  —  The  Governor  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  ;  and  whose  title 
shall  be  —  His  Excellency. 

II.  The  governor  shall  be  chosen  annually ;  and  no 
person  shall  be  eligible  to  this  office,  unless,  at  the  time  of 
his  election,  he  shall  have  been  an  inhabitant  of  this  com- 
monwealth for  seven  years  next  preceding  ;  [and  unless  he 
shall  at  the  same  time  be  seised,  in  his  own  right,  of  a 
freehold,  within  the  commonwealth,  of  the  value  of  one 
thousand  pounds  ;]  [and  unless  he  shall  declare  himself  to 
be  of  the  Christian  religion.]

land,  within  or  without  the  limits  of  this  commonwealth, 
and  also  to  kill,  slay,  and  destroy,  if  necessary,  and  con- 
quer, by  all  fitting  ways,  enterprises,  and  means  whatso- 
ever, all  and  every  such  person  and  persons  as  shall,  at 
any  time  hereafter,  in  a  hostile  manner,  attempt  or  enter- 
prise the  destruction,  invasion,  detriment,  or  annoyance 
of  this  commonwealth  ;  and  to  use  and  exercise,  over  the

person  or  persons,  wnth  their  ships,  arms,  ammunition, 
and  other  goods,  as  shall,  in  a  hostile  manner,  invade,  or 
attempt  the  invading,  conquering,  or  annoying  this  com- 
monwealth ;  and  that  the  governor  be  intrusted  with  all 
these  and  other  powers,  incident  to  the  offices  of  cap- 
tain-general and  commander-in-chief,  and  admiral,  to  be 
exercised  agreeal)lv  to  the  rules  and  recfulations  of  the 
constitution,  and  the  laws  of  the  land,  and  not  other* 
wise.

tions,  after  being  duly  notified,  according  to  the  laws  for 
the  time  being,  then  the  governor,  with  advice  of  council, 
shall  appoint  suitable  persons  to  fill  such  oflSces. 

[And  no  officer,  duly  commissioned  to  command  in  the 
militia,  shall  be  removed  from  his  office,  but  by  the  address 
of  both  houses  to  the  governor,  or  by  fair  trial  in  court- 
martial,  pursuant  to  the  laws  of  the  commonwealth  for  the 
time  being.] 

The  commanding  officers  of  regiments  shall  appoint 
their  adjutants  and  quartermasters  ;  the  brigadiers  their 
brigade-majors  ;  and  the  major-generals  their  aids ;  and 
the  governor  shall  appoint  the  adjutant-general.

The  divisions  of  the  militia  into  brigades,  regiments,  and 
companies,  made  in  pursuance  of  the  militia  laws  now  in 
force,  shall  be  considered  as  the  proper  divisions  of  the 
militia  of  this  commonwealth,  until  the  same  shall  be 
altered  in  pursuance  of  some  future  law. 

XL  No  moneys  shall  be  issued  out  of  the  treasury  of 
this  commonwealth,  and  disposed  of  (except  such  sums  as 
may  be  appropriated  for  the  redemption  of  bills  of  credit 
or  treasurer's  notes,  or  for  the  payment  of  interest  arising 
thereon)  but  by  warrant  under  the  hand  of  the  governor 
for  the  time  being,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
council,  for  the  necessary  defence  and  support  of  the  com- 
monwealth ;  and  for  the  protection  and  preservation  of 
the  inhabitants  thereof,  agreeably  to  the  acts  and  resolves 
of  the  general  court. 

XII.  All  public  boards,  the  commissary-general,  all 
superintending  officers  of  public  magazines  and  stores, 
belonging  to  this  commonwealth,  and  all  commanding 
officers  of  forts  and  garrisons  within  the  same,  shall  once 
in  every  three  months,  officially,  and  without  requisition, 
and  at  other  times,  when  required  by  the  governor,  deliver 
to  him  an  account  of  all  goods,  stores,  provisions,  ammu- 
nition, cannon  with  their  appendages,  and  small  arms 
with  their  accoutrements,  and  of  all  other  public  property 
whatever  under  their  care  respectively  ;  distinguishing  the 
quantity,  number,  quality  and  kind  of  each,  as  particu- 
larly as  may  be  ;  together  with  the  condition  of  such  forts 
and  garrisons ;  and  the  said  commanding  officer  shall  ex- 
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hibit  to  the  governor,  when  required  by  him,  true  and 
exact  plans  of  such  forts,  and  of  the  land  and  sea  or  har- 
bor or  harbors,  adjacent. 

And  the  said  boards,  and  all  public  officers,  shall  com- 
municate to  the  governor,  as  soon  as  may  be  after  receiving 
the  same,  all  letters,  despatches,  and  intelligences  of  a 
public  nature,  which  shall  ])e  directed  to  them  respectively. 

XHI.  As  the  public  good  requires  that  the  governor  goJ^/r^o/. 
should  not  be  under  the  undue  influence  of  any  of  the 
members  of  the  general  court  by  a  dependence  on  them 
^br  his  support,  that  he  should  in  all  cases  act  with  free- 
dom for  the  benefit  of  the  public,  that  he  should  not  have 
his  attention  necessarily  diverted  from  that  object  to  his 
private  concerns,  and  that  he  should  maintain  the  dignity 
of  the  commonwealth  in  the  character  of  its  chief  magis- 
trate, it  is  necessary  that  he  should  have  an  honorable 
stated  salary,  of  a  fixed  and  permanent  value,  amply  suffi- 
cient for  those  purposes,  and  established  by  standing  laws  :

Article  I.  There  shall  be  a  council  for  advising  the 
governor  in  the  executive  part  of  the  government,  to 
consist  of  [nine]  persons  besides  the  lieutenant-governor, 
whom  the  governor,  for  the  time  being,  shall  have  full 
power  and  authority,  from  time  to  time,  at  his  discretion,

CHAPTER    III. 

JUDICIARY    POWER. 

Article  I.  The  tenure,  that  all  commission  officers 
shall  by  law  have  in  their  offices,  shall  be  expressed  in 
their  respective  commissions.  All  judicial  officers,  duly 
appointed,  commissioned,  and  sworn,  shall  hold  their  offices 
during  good  behavior,  excepting  such  concerning  whom 
there  is  different  provision  made  in  this  constitution : 
provided,  nevertheless,  the  governor,  with  consent  of  the 
council,  may  remove  them  upon  the  address  of  both  houses 
of  the  legislature. 

II.  Each  branch  of  the  legislature,  as  well  as  the 
governor  and  council,  shall  have  authority  to  require  the 
opinions  of  the  justices  of  the  supreme  judicial  court, 
upon  important  questions  of  law,  and  upon  solemn 
occasions. 

III.  In  order  that  the  people  may  not  suffer  from  the 
long  continuance  in  place  of  any  justice  of  the  peace  who 
shall  fliil  of  discharging  the  important  duties  of  his  office 
with  ability  or  fidelity,  all  commissions  of  justices  of  the 
peace  shall  expire  and  become  void,  in  the  term  of  seven 
years  from  their  respective  dates  ;  and,  upon  the  expira- 
tion of  any  commission,  the  same  may,  if  necessary,  be 
renewed,  or  another  person  appointed,  as  shall  most  con- 
duce to  the  well-being  of  the  commonwealth. 

IV.  The  judges  of  probate  of  wills,  and  for  granting 
letters  of  administration,  shall  hold  their  courts  at  such 
place  or  places,  on  fixed  days,  as  the  convenience  of  the 
people  shall  require;  and  the  legislature  shall,  from  time 
to  time,  hereafter,  appoint  such  times  and  places ;  until 
which  appointments,  the  said  courts  shall  be  holden  at 
the  times  and  places  which  the  respective  judges  shall 
direct.

CHAPTER    IV. 

DELEGATES    TO    CONGRESS. 

[The  delegates  of  this  commonwealth  to  the  congress  of  Delegates  to 
the  United  States,  shall,  some  time  in  the  month  of  June,  '^°"^''^^*' 
annually,  be  elected  by  the  joint  ballot  of  the  senate  and 
house  of  representatives,  assembled  together  in  one  room  ; 
to  serve  in  congress  for  one  year,  to  commence  on  the  first 
Monday  in  November  then  next  ensuing.  They  shall 
have  commissions  under  the  hand  of  the  governor,  and 
the  great  seal  of  the  commonwealth  ;  but  may  be  recalled 
at  any  time  within  the  year,  and  others  chosen  and  com- 
missioned, in  the  same  manner,  in  their  stead.] 


CHAPTER    V. 

THE  UNIVERSITY  AT  CAMBRIDGE    AND    ENCOURAGEMENT    OF 
LITERATURE,  ETC.

Article  I.     Whereas  our  wise  and  pious  ancestors,  so  Harvard 
early  as  the  j^ear  one  thousand  six  hundred  and  thirty-six,  ^^"^s*'* 
laid  the  foundation  of  Harvard  College,  in  which  univer- 
sity many  persons  of  great  eminence  have,  by  the  blessing 
of  God,  been  initiated  in  those  arts  and  sciences  which 
qualified  them  for  public  employments,  both   in   church 
and  state ;    and  >vhereas  the  encouragement  of  arts  and 
sciences,  and  all  good  literature,  tends   to  the  honor  of 
God,  the  advantage  of  the  Christian  religion,  and  the  great 
benefit  of  this  and  the  other  United  States  of  America, 
—  it  is  declared,  that   the  President  and  Fellow^s  of  powers,  privi. 
Harvard   College,    in   their    corporate    capacity,    and  Ihc^presid'ent 
their  successors  in  that  capacity,  their  oflicers  and  ser-  confirmed?' 
vants,  shall  have,  hold,  use,  exercise,  and  enjoy,  all  the 
powers,  authorities,  rights,  liberties,  privileges,  immunities, 
and  franchises,  which  they  now  have,  or  are  entitled  to 
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AH  gifts,  grants, 
etc.,  confirmed.

And  whereas  there  have  been  at  sundry  times,  by 
divers  persons,  gifts,  grants,  devises  of  houses,  lands,  tene- 
ments, goods,  chattels,  legacies,  and  conveyances,  hereto- 
fore made,  either  to  Harvard  College  in  Cambridge,  in 
New  England,  or  to  the  president  and  fellows  of  Harvard 
College,  or  to  the  said  college  by  some  other  description, 
under  several  charters,  successively ;  it  is  declared,  that 
all  the  said  gifts,  grants,  devises,  legacies,  and  convey- 
ances, are  hereby  forever  confirmed  unto  the  president 
and  fellows  of  Harvard  College,  and  to  their  successors 
in  the  capacity  aforesaid,  according  to  the  true  intent  and 
meaning  of  the  donor  or  donors,  grantor  or  grantors, 
devisor  or  devisors. 

III.  And  whereas,  by  an  act  of  the  general  court  of 
the  colony  of  Massachusetts  Bay,  passed  in  the  year  one 
thousand  six  hundred  and  forty-two,  the  governor  and 
deputy-governor,  for  the  time  being,  and  all  the  magis- 
trates of  that  jurisdiction,  were,  with  the  president,  and 
a  number  of  the  clergy  in  the  said  act  described,  consti- 
tuted the  overseers  of  Harvard  College ;  and  it  being 
necessary,  in  this  new  constitution  of  government  to 
ascertain  who  shall  be  deemed  successors  to  the  said  gov- 
ernor, deputy-governor,  and  magistrates  ;  it  is  declared, 
that  the  governor,  lieutenant-governor,  council,  and  senate 
of  this  commonwealth,  are,  and  shall  be  deemed,  their 
successors,  who,  with  the  president  of  Harvard  College, 
for  the  time  being,  together  with  the  ministers  of  the  con- 
gregational churches  in  the  towns  of  Cambridge,  "Water- 
town,  Charlestown,  Boston,  Roxbury,  and  Dorchester, 
mentioned  in  the  said  act,  shall  be,  and  hereby  are,  vested 
with  all  the  powers  and  authority  belonging,  or  in  any 
way  appertaining  to  the  overseers  of  Harvard  College ; 
provided,  that  nothing  herein  shall  be  construed  to  pre- 
vent the  legislature  of  this  commonwealth  from  making 
such  alterations  in  the  government  of  the  said  university, 
as  shall  be  conducive  to  its  advantage,  and  the  interest 
of  the  republic  of  letters,  in  as  full  a  manner  as  might 
have  been  done  by  the  legislature  of  the  late  Province  of 
the  Massachusetts  Bay.

Article  I.     [Any  person  chosen  governor,  lieutenant-  Oaths.etc.

of  his  place  or  office,  make  and  subscribe  the  following 
declaration,  viz.  :

abjure  all  allegiance,  subjection,  and  obedience  to  the  king, 
queen,  or  government  of  Great  Britain  (as  the  case  may 
be) ,  and  every  other  foreign  power  whatsoever  ;  and  that  no 
foreign  prince,  person,  prelate,  state,  or  potentate,  hath,  or 
ought  to  have,  any  jurisdiction,  superiority,  pre-eminence, 
authority,  dispensing  or  other  power,  in  any  matter,  civil, 
ecclesiastical,  or  spiritual,  within  this  commonwealth,  ex- 
cept the  authority  and  power  which  is  or  may  be  vested 
by  their  constituents  in  the  congress  of  the  United  States : 
and  I  do  further  testify  and  declare,  that  no  man  or  body 
of  men  hath  or  can  have  any  right  to  absolve  or  discharge

And  no  person  shall  ever  be  admitted  to  hold  a  seat  in 
the  legislature,  or  any  office  of  trust  or  importance  under 
the  government  of  this  commonwealth,  who  shall,  in  the 
due  course  of  law,  have  been  convicted  of  bribery  or 
corruption  in  obtaining  an  election  or  appointment. 

III.  In  all  cases  where  sums  of  money  are  mentioned 
in  this  constitution,  the  value  thereof  shall  be  computed 
in  silver,  at  six  shillings  and  eight  pence  per  ounce  ;  and 
it  shall  be  in  the  power  of  the  legislature,  from  time  to 
time,  to  increase  such  qualifications,  as  to  property,  of  the 
persons  to  be  elected  to  offices,  as  the  circumstances  of 
the  commonwealth  shall  require. 

IV.  All  commissions  shall  be  in  the  name  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  signed  by  the  governor 
and  attested  by  the  secretary  or  his  deputy,  and  have  the 
great  seal  of  the  commonwealth  affixed  thereto. 

V.  All  writs,  issuing  out  of  the  clerk's  office  in  any  of 
the  courts  of  law,  shall  be  in  the  name  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts  ;  they  shall  be  under  the  seal  of 
the  court  from  whence  they  issue  ;  they  shall  bear  test  of 
the  first  justice  of  the  court  to  which  they  shall  be  returna- 
ble, who  is  not  a  party,  and  be  signed  by  the  clerk  of  such 
court. 

VI.  All  the  laws  which  have  heretofore  been  adopted, 
used,  and  approved  in  the  Province,  Colony,  or  State  of 
Massachusetts  Bay,  and  usually  practised  on  in  the  courts 
of  law,  shall  still  remain  and  be  in  full  force,  until  altered 
or  repealed  by  the  legislature ;  such  parts  only  excepted 
as  are  repugnant  to  the  rights  and  liberties  contained  in 
this  constitution. 

VII.  The  privilege  and  benefit  of  the  writ  of  habeas 
corpus  shall  be  enjoyed  in  this  commonwealth,  in  the  most 
free,  easy,  cheap,  expeditious,  and  ample  manner;  and 
shall  not  be  suspended  by  the  legislature,  except  upon  the 
most  urgent  and  pressing  occasions,  and  for  a  limited 
time,  not  exceeding  twelve  months. 
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Vni.     The  enacting  style,  in  making  and  passing  all  The^enacting 
acts,  statutes,  and  laws,  shall  be —  "  Be  it  enacted  by  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Representatives    in  General  Court 
assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same." 

IX.  To  the  end  there  may  be  no  failure  of  justice,  or  officers  of 
danger  arise  to  the  commonwealth  from  a  change  of  the  me™t^con°un™d 
form  of  government,  all  officers,  civil  and  military,  hold-  ""'''» ^'''• 
ing  commissions  under  the   government   and   people   of 
Massachusetts  Bay  in  New  England,  and  all  other  officers 

of  the  said  government  and  people,  at  the  time  this  con- 
stitution shall  take  effect,  shall  have,  hold,  use,  exercise, 
and  enjoy,  all  the  powers  and  authority  to  them  granted 
or  committed,  until  other  persons  shall  be  appointed  in 
tbeir  stead ;  and  all  courts  of  law  shall  proceed  in  the 
execution  of  the  business  of  their  respective  departments  ; 
and  all  the  executive  and  legislative  officers,  bodies,  and 
powers  shall  continue  in  full  force,  in  the  enjoyment  and 
exercise  of  all  their  trusts,  employments,  and  authority; 
until  the  general  court,  and  the  supreme  and  executive 
officers  under  this  constitution,  are  designated  and  in- 
vested with  their  respective  trusts,  powers,  and  authority. 

X.  [In  order  the  more  effectually  to  adhere  to  the  Provision  for 
principles  of  the  constitution,  and  to  correct  those  viola-  8muTk)l.'^°°" 
tions  which  by  any  means  may  be  made  therein,  as  well  prJvf^onaf  to 
as  to  form  such  alterations  as  from  experience  shall   be  b™^"^"^^.'*'

XI.  This  form  of  government  shall  be  enrolled  on 
parchment,  and  deposited  in  the  secretary's  office,  and  be 
a  part  of  the  laws  of  the  land ;  and  printed  copies  thereof 
shall  be  prefixed  to  the  book  containing  the  laws  of  this 
commonwealth,  in  all  future  editions  of  the  said  laws.

AETICLES   OF  AMENDMENT. 

Article  I.  If  any  bill  or  resolve  shall  be  objected  to, 
and  not  approved  by  the  governor ;  and  if  the  general 
court  shall  adjourn  within  five  days  after  the  same  shall 
have  been  laid  before  the  governor  for  his  approbation, 
and  thereby  prevent  his  returning  it  with  his  objections, 
as  provided  by  the  constitution,  such  bill  or  resolve  shall 
not  become  a  law,  nor  have  force  as  such. 

Art.  II.  The  general  court  shall  have  full  power  and 
authority  to  erect  and  constitute  municipal  or  city  gov- 
ernments, in  any  corporate  town  or  towns  in  this  com- 
monwealth, and  to  grant  to  the  inhabitants  thereof  such 
powers,  privileges,  and  immunities,  not  repugnant  to  the 
constitution,  as  the  general  court  shall  deem  necessary 
or  expedient  for  the  regulation  and  government  thereof, 
and  to  prescribe  the  manner  of  calling  and  holding  public 
meetings  of  the  inhabitants,  in  wards  or  otherwise,  for 
the  election  of  officers  under  the  constitution,  and  the 
manner  of  returning  the  votes  given  at  such  meetings. 
Provided,  that  no  such  government  shall  be  erected  or 
constituted  in  any  town  not  containing  twelve  thousand 
inhabitants,  nor  unless  it  be  with  the  consent,  and  on  the 
application  of  a  majority  of  the  inhabitants  of  such  town, 
present  and  voting  thereon,  pursuant  to  a  vote  at  a  meet- 
ing duly  warned  and  holden  for  that  purpose.  And  pro- 
vided, also,  that  all  by-laws,  made  by  such  municipal  or 
city  government,  shall  be  subject,  at  all  times,  to  be  an- 
nulled by  the  general  court. 

Art.  III.  Every  male  citizen  of  twenty-one  3^ears  of 
age  and  upwards,  excepting  paupers  and  persons  under 
guardianship,  who  shall  have  resided  within  the  common- 
wealth one  year,  and  within  the  town  or  district  in  which

Art.  VII.  No  oath,  declaration,  or  subscription,  except- 
ing the  oath  prescribed  in  the  preceding  article,  and  the 
oath  of  office,  shall  be  required  of  the  governor,  lieutenant- 
governor,  councillors,  senators,  or  representatives,  to  qualify 
them  to  perform  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices. 

Art.  VIII.  No  judge  of  any  court  of  this  common- 
wealth, (except  the  court  of  sessions,)  and  no  person 
holding  any  office  under  the  authority  of  the  United 
States,  (postmasters  excepted,)  shall,  at  the  same  time, 
hold  the  office  of  governor,  lieutenant-governor,  or  coun- 
cillor, or  have  a  seat  in  the  senate  or  house  of  representa- 
tives of  this  commonwealth  ;  and  no  judge  of  any  court  in 
this  commonwealth,  (except  the  court  of  sessions,)  nor 
the  attorney-general,  solicitor-general,  county  attorney, 
clerk  of  any  court,  sheriff,  treasurer,  and  receiver-general, 
register  of  probate,  nor  register  of  deeds,  shall  continue 
to  hold  his  said  office  after  being  elected  a  member  of  the 
Congress  of  the  United  States,  and  accepting  that  trust; 
"but  the  acceptance  of  such  trust,  by  any  of  the  officers 
aforesaid,  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be  a  resignation 
of  his  said  office ;  and  judges  of  the  courts  of  common 
pleas  shall  hold  no  other  office  under  the  government  ot 
this  commonwealth,  the  office  of  justice  of  the  peace  and 
militia  offices  excepted. 

Art.  IX.  If,  at  any  time  hereafter,  any  specific  and 
particular  amendment  or  amendments  to  the  constitution 
be  proposed  in  the  general  court,  and  agreed  to  by  a  ma- 
jority of  the  senators  and  two-thirds  of  the  members  of 
the  house  of  representatives  present  and  voting  thereon, 
such  proposed  amendment  or  amendments  shall  be  entered 
on  the  journals  of  the  two  houses,  with  the  yeas  and  nays 
taken  thereon,  and  referred  to  the  general  court  then  next 
to  be  chosen,  and  shall  be  published  ;  and  if,  in  the  general 
court  next  chosen  as  aforesaid,  such  proposed  amendment 
or  amendments  shall  be  agreed  to  by  a  majority  of  the 
senators  and  two-thirds  of  the  members  of  the  house  of 
representatives  present  and  voting  thereon,  then  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  general  court  to  sulnnit  such  proposed 
amendment  or  amendments  to  the  people  ;  and  if  they 
shall  be  approved  and  ratified  by  a  majority  of  the  quali- 
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lied  voters,  voting  thereon,  at  meetings  legally  warned  and 
holden  for  that  purpose,  they  shall  become  part  of  the 
constitution  of  this  commonwealth. 

Art.  X.  The  political  year  shall  begin  on  the  first  of°°"ouS"eTr 
Wednesday  of  January,  instead  of  the  last  Wednesday  of 
May ;  and  the  general  court  shall  assemble  every  year  on 
the  said  first  Wednesday  of  January,  and  shall  proceed,  at 
that  session,  to  make  all  the  elections,  and  do  all  the  other 
acts,  which  are  by  the  constitution  required  to  be  made  and 
done  at  the  session  which  has  heretofore  commenced  on  the 
last  Wednesday  of  ]May.  And  the  general  court  shall  be  aodterminaUon 
dissolved  on  the  day  next  preceding  the  first  Wednesday 
of  January,  without  any  proclamation  or  other  act  of  the 
governor.  But  nothing  herein  contained  shall  prevent 
the  general  court  from  assembling  at  such  other  times  as 
they  shall  judge  necessary,  or  when  called  together  by  the 
oovernor.

tution ;  and  the  governor,  lieutenant-governor,  councillors, 
senators,  representatives,  and  all  other  state  officers,  who 
are  annually  chosen,  and  who  shall  be  chosen  for  the  cur- 
rent year,  when  the  same  shall  go  into  operation,  shall 
hold  their  respective  offices  until  the  first  Wednesday  of 
January  then  next  following,  and  until  others  are  chosen 
and  qualified  in  their  stead,  and  no  longer ;  and  the  first 
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election  of  the  governor,  lieutenant-governor,  senators,  and 
representatives,  to  be  had  in  virtue  of  this  article,  shall 
be  had  conformably  thereunto,  in  the  month  of  November 
following  the  day  on  which  the  same  shall  be  in  force,  and 
go  into  operation,  pursuant  to  the  foregoing  provision. 

All  the  provisions  of  the  existing  constitution,  incon- 
sistent with  the  provisions  herein  contained,  are  hereby 
wholly  annulled. 

Art.  XI.  Instead  of  the  third  article  of  the  bill  of 
rights,  the  following  modification  and  amendment  thereof 
is  substituted  :  — 

*'  As  the  public  worship  of  God  and  instructions  in 
piety,  religion,  and  morality,  promote  the  happiness  and 
prosperity  of  a  people,  and  the  security  of  a  republican 
government;  therefore,  the  several  religious  societies  of 
this  commonwealth,  whether  corporate  or  unincorporate, 
at  any  meeting  legally  warned  and  holden  for  that  pur- 
pose, shall  ever  have  the  right  to  elect  their  pastors  or 
religious  teachers,  to  contract  with  them  for  their  support, 
to  raise  money  for  erecting  and  repairing  houses  for  public 
worship,  for  the  maintenance  of  religious  instruction,  and 
for  the  payment  of  necessary  expenses ;  and  all  persons 
belonging  to  any  religious  society  shall  be  taken  and  held 
to  be  members,  until  they  shall  file  with  the  clerk  of  such 
society  a  written  notice,  declaring  the  dissolution  of  their 
membership,  and  thenceforth  shall  not  be  liable  for  any 
grant  or  contract  which  may  be  thereafter  made,  or  entered 
into  by  such  society ;  and  all  religious  sects  and  denomi- 
nations, demeaning  themselves  peaceably,  and  as  good  citi- 
zens of  the  commonwealth,  shall  be  equally  under  the 
protection  of  the  law  ;  and  no  subordination  of  any  one 
sect  or  denomination  to  another  shall  ever  be  established 
by  law." 

Art.  XII.  [In  order  to  provide  for  a  representation 
of  the  citizens  of  this  commonwealth,  founded  upon  the 
principles  of  equality,  a  census  of  the  ratable  polls,  in  each 
city,  town,  and  district  of  the  commonwealth,  on  the  first 
day  of  May,  shall  be  taken  and  returned  into  the  secre- 
tary's office,  in  such  manner  as  the  legislature  shall  pro- 
vide, within  the  month  of  May,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-seven,  and  in  every 
tenth  year  thereafter,  in  the  month  of  May,  in  manner 
aforesaid  ;  and  each  town  or  city  having  three  hundred  rata-

Art.  XVI.  Eight  councillors  shall  be  annually  chosen 
by  the  inhabitants  of  this  commonwealth,  qualified  to  vote 
for  governor.  The  election  of  councillors  shall  be  deter- 
mined by  the  same  rule  that  is  required  in  the  election  of 
governor.  The  legislature,  at  its  first  session  after  this 
amendment  shall  have  been  adopted,  and  at  its  first  ses- 
sion after  the  next  state  census  shall  have  been  taken, 
and  at  its  first  session  after  each  decennial  state  census 
thereafter  wards,  shall  divide  the  commonwealth  into  eight 
districts  of  contiguous  territory,  each  containing  a  number 
of  inhabitants  as  nearly  equal  as  practicable,  without  divid- 
ing any  town  or  ward  of  a  city,  and  each  entitled  to  elect 
one  councillor  '.provided,  hoivever,  that  if,  at  anytime,  the 
constitution  shall  provide  for  the  division  of  the  common- 
wealth into  forty  senatorial  districts,  then  the  legislature 
shall  so  arrange  the  councillor  districts,  that  each  district 
shall  consist  of  five  contiguous  senatorial  districts,  as 
they  shall  be,  from  time  to  time,  established  by  the  legisla- 
ture. No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  council- 
lor who  has  not  been  an  inhabitant  of  the  commonwealth 
for  the  term  of  five  years  immediately  preceding  his  elec- 
tion. The  day  and  manner  of  the  election,  the  return  of 
the  votes,  and  the  declaration  of  the  said  elections,  shall 
be  the  same  as  are  required  in  the  election  of  governor. 
[Whenever  there  shall  be  a  failure  to  elect  the  full  num- 
ber of  councillors,  the  vacancies  shall  be  filled  in  the  same 
manner  as  is  required  for  filling  vacancies  in  the  senate ; 
and  vacancies  occasioned  by  death,  removal  from  the  state, 
or  otherwise,  shall  be  filled  in  like  manner,  as  soon  as  may 
be,  after  such  vacancies  shall  have  happened.]

The  constitution  of  Massachusetts  was  agreed  upon  by  delegates 
of  the  people,  in  convention,  begun  and  held  at  Cambridge,  on  the 
first  day  of  September,  1779,  and  continued  by  adjournments  to  the 
second  day  of  March,  1780,  when  the  convention  adjourned  to  meet 
on  the  first  Wednesday  of  the  ensuing  Jime.  In  the  mean  time  the 
constitution  was  submitted  to  the  people,  to  be  adopted  by  them, 
provided  two-thirds  of  the  votes  given  should  be  in  the  affirmative. 
When  the  convention  assembled,  it  was  found  that  the  constitution 
had  been  adopted  by  the  requisite  nvmiber  of  votes,  and  the  conven- 
tion accordingly  Resolved,  "  That  the  said  Constitution  or  Frame  of 
Government  shall  take  place  on  the  last  Wednesday  of  October  next; 
and  not  before,  for  any  purpose,  save  only  for  that  of  making  elections, 
agreeable  to  this  resolution."  The  first  legislature  assembled  at  Bos- 
ton, on  the  twenty-fiLfth  day  of  October,  1780. 

The  first  nine  Articles  of  Amendment  were  submitted,  by  delegates 
in  convention  assembled,  November  15, 1820,  to  the  people,  and  by 
them  ratified  and  adopted,  April  9,  1821.

Said  board  shall  have  charge  of  street  water- 
ing, and  shall  assign  places  in  the  streets,  highways  or 
other  ways,  for  telegraph,  telephone,  electric  light  or 
other  poles,  the  erection  of  which  may  be  authorized  by 
the  board  of  aldermen.  Said  board  may  appoition  and 
delegate  its  various  powers  and  duties  to  and  among  sub- 
departments  or  divisions,  each  of  which  may  be  in  charge 
of  a  superintendent  or  foreman,  who  shall  be  appointed 
annually  by  said  board,  but  not  from  its  own  number,  as 
soon  as  may  be  after  organization  ;  and  such  superin- 
tendent or  foreman  may  be  removed  at  any  time  by  said 
board,  but  his  salary  shall  be  fixed  by  the  city  council. 
Said  board  may  recommend  to  the  city  council  for  adop- 
tion such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  deemed  neces- 
sary for  the  proper  government  of  its  de[)artment,  and 
in  the  same  manner  may  recommend  the  fixing  of  penal- 
ties for  violation  of  such  rules  and  regulations.  The 
powers  and  duties  of  said  board  may  be  further  defined 
by  ordinance  of  the  city  council.

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows  : 

Section  1 .  No  person ,  firm  or  corporation  shall  en-  Gas  fitters  in 
gage  in  the  business  of  gas  fitting  or  the  installation  or  licensed. 
repair  of  gas  fixtures  in  buildings  in  the  town  of  Brook- 
lino,  and  no  journeyman  shall  work  at  said  business  in 
said  town,  unless  licensed  therefor  in  accordance  with 
the  })rovisions  of  this  act ;  but  this  section  shall  not  take 
etfect  until  ninety  days  after  the  acceptance  of  this  act 
by  said  town.  The  word  "journeyman",  as  used  herein, 
means  one  who  personally  does  any  gas  fitting  or  any 
work  in  connection  therewith  which  would  be  subject  to 
inspection  under  this  act. 

Section  2.    There  shall  be  a  board  of  three  examiners,  ^^""^^^^^^^ 
selected  as  follows:  —  The  first,  a  member  of  the  board 
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of  health,  dcsifrnated  by  said  board;  the  second,  the  in- 
spector of  luiildhi<>\s  in  said  town;  the  third,  a  i)erson 
holding  no  other  otiice,  to  be  appointed  by  the  board  of 
health  and  who  shall  be  a  practical  gas  titter  of  at  least 
five  years'  continuous  experience  lasting  up  to  the  time 
of  his  appointment.  The  first  and  third  members  shall 
be  chosen  within  thirty  days  after  the  accei)tance  of  this 
act,  for  a  term  ending  on  the  tirst  day  of  Alay  following 
their  appointment,  and  thereafter  annually.  The  tirst 
and  second  members  shall  receive  no  comi)ensation.  The 
third  member  shall  be  paid  for  his  services  by  said  town 
at  a  rate  not  exceeding  five  dollars  for  each  day  of  actual 
service,  and  at  the  same  rate  for  any  fraction  of  a  day. 
Said  third  member  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  a  license 
under  this  act  without  fee  or  examination.

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a  permit  in  the  case  of  leaks  or  breaks  requiring  imme- 
diate attention  ;  but  in  such  cases  a  report  signed  by  the 
person  making  the  repairs  sliall  be  tiled  in  the  office  of 
the  inspector  of  buildings  within  forty-eight  hours  after 
the  repairs  were  made,  stating  the  nature  of  the  leak  or 
break,  and  in  detail  the  extent  of  the  repairs  made  and 
the  manner  of  making  the  same.  All  materials  used  and 
work  performed  under  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall 
be  subject  to  such  regulations  as  now  exist  or  may  here- 
after be  made  by  the  board  of  health  of  said  town. 
Nothing  in  this  section  shall  apply  to  the  taking  off  or 
replacing  of  the  ordinary  gas  burner  or  tip. 

Section  10.  No  gas  pipe  which  may  be  put  in  any 
building  in  said  town  shall  be  let  into  the  timbers,  beams 
or  girders,  unless  the  same  is  placed  within  thirty-six 
inches  of  the  end  of  said  timber,  beam  or  girder,  and  in 
no  building  shall  the  pipes  be  let  into  the  timbers,  beams 
or  girders,  more  than  two  inches  in  depth.  No  pipes 
from  which  fixtures  are  to  be  suspended  shall  be  run  on 
the  under  side  of  the  timbers,  except  when  the  boarding 
runs  diagonally  with  respect  to  said  timbers,  in  which 
case  they  shall  be  firmly  secured  to  the  timbers.  No 
person  shall  disconnect  or  remove  any  gas  meter  except 
the  representative  of  the  gas  company  owning  such 
meter. 

Section  11.  All  gas  brackets  shall  be  placed  at  least 
three  feet  below  any  ceiling  or  wood  work,  unless  the 
same  is  properly  protected  by  a  shield,  in  which  case  the 
distance  shall  not  be  less  than  eighteen  inches.  Nothing 
in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  affect  the  operations  of 
any  gas  company  upon  its  own  premises  or  with  respect 
to  its  mains  or  service  pipes. 

Section  12.  The  board  of  health  of  said  town  may 
by  said  inspectors,  from  time  to  time  as  it  deems  proper, 
inspect  the  gas  fixtures  and  appliances  in  any  building, 
and  shall  make  such  regulations  relating  thereto  as  it 
deems  that  the  public  health  and  safety  require,  and  the 
owner  of  such  building  shall  com{)ly  with  such  regulations. 

Section  13.  Any  person  violating  any  provision  of

He  shall  have  and  exercise  all  the  powers  and 
discharge  all  the  duties  conferred  or  imposed  by  statute 
upon  boards  of  engineers  for  towns,  and  he  shall  appoint 
a  chief  of  department  and  such  other  officers  and  firemen 
as  he  may  think  necessary,  and  may  remove  the  same  at 
any  time.  He  shall  have  full  and  absolute  authority  in 
the  administration  of  the  department,  shall  make  all  rules 
and  regulations  for  its  control,  shall  report  to  the  select- 
men from  time  to  time  as  they  may  require,  and  shall 
annually  report  to  the  town  the  condition  of  the  depart- 
ment, with  his  recommendations  thereon.

TITLE    III.       LEGISLATIVE    DEPARTMENT. 

Section  9.  The  board  of  aldermen  shall  consist  of  ^^^n'^lrecttou?' 
twenty-one  mombors,  who  shall  be  elected  as  follows:  —  terms, etc. 
Two  members  from  each  ward  to  be  elected  by  and  from 
the  qualified  voters  of  that  ward,  and  seven  members  at 
large  to  be  elected  by  and  from  the  qualified  voters  of  the 
entire  city.  The  aldermen  elected  by  wards  shall  serve 
for  the  term  of  one  year,  and  the  aldermen  elected  at 
large  shall  serve  for  the  term  of  two  years,  except  as 
hereinafter  provided  in  this  section,  beginning  with  the 
first  Monday  in  January  next  ensuing  after  the  annual 
municipal  election.     At  the  first  municipal  election    the

numbe^'  of  votes  cast  for  such  office  shall  be  declared  elected 
for  the  term  of  two  years,  and  the  three  candidates  for 
aldermen  at  large  who  have  the  next  highest  number  of 
votes  cast  for  such  office  shall  be  declared  elected  for  the 
term  of  one  year ;  and  at  the  first  annual  municipal  elec- 
tion thereafter  three  aldermen  at  large  shall  be  elected  for 
the  term  of  two  years,  and  at  the  second  annual  municipal 
election  thereafter  four  aldermen  at  large  shall  be  elected 
for  the  term  of  two  3  ears,  and  thus  the  number  of  alder- 
men at  large  shall  be  kept  at  seven  by  the  alternate  an- 
nual election  of  three  aldermen  at  large  for  the  term  of 
two  years  and  four  aldermen  at  large  for  the  term  of  two 
years.  A  majority  of  the  board  shall  constitute  a  quorum 
for  the  transaction  of  business,  but  a  smaller  number  may 
adjourn  from  day  to  day. 

Section  10.  The  mayor  and  the  aldermen  elect  shall 
annually  on  the  first  Monday  in  January,  at  ten  o'clock 
in  the  forenoon,  meet  and  be  sworn  to  the  faithful  dis- 
charge of  their  duties.  The  oath  shall  be  administered, 
at  their  first  meeting  after  the  acceptance  of  this  act  by 
the  town  clerk,  and  in  subsequent  years  by  the  city  clerk, 
or  in  the  absence  of  either  by  any  justice  of  the  peace, 
and  shall  be  certified  and  entered  on  the  journal  of  the 
board  of  aldermen.  In  case  of  the  absence  of  the  mayor 
elect  on  the  first  Monday  in  January,  or  if  a  mayor  shall 
not  then  have  been  elected,  the  oath  of  office  may  at  any 
time  thereafter  be  administered  to  him,  and  at  any  time 
thereafter  in  like  manner  the  oath  of  office  may  he  ad- 
ministered to  any  alderman  who  has  been  previously  ab- 
sent or  has  subsequently  been  elected ;  and  every  such 
oath  shall  be  certified  and  entered  as  aforesaid. 

Section  11.  After  the  oath  has  been  administered  to 
the  aldermen  present  they  shall  be  called  to  order,  at  their 
first  organization  by  the  town  clerk,  and  in  subsequent 
years  by  the  city  clerk,  or  in  case  of  the  absence  of  the 
town  or  city  clerk  by  the  oldest  senior  member  present, 
who  shall  preside  until  the  president  of  the  board  of 
aldermen  has  been  elected  and  qualified.  The  board  of 
aldermen  shall  then  proceed  to  elect  by  ballot  one  of  their 
own  number  president  of  the  l)oard.  If  no  quorum  is 
present  an  adjournment  shall  be  taken  to  a  later  hour,  or 
to  the  next  day,  and  thereafter  the  same  proceedings  shall 
be  had  from  day  to  day  until  a  quorum  shall  be  present. 
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If  any  person  receives  the  votes  of  a  majority  of  all  the  Board  of  aider- 
members  of  the  board  of  aldermen  such  person  shall  be  uon.'etc^""  ^"' 
declared  chosen  president  thereof.  If  on  the  first  day  on 
which  a  quorum  is  present  no  person  receives  the  votes 
of  such  majority  they  shall  proceed  to  ballot  until  some 
person  receives  the  votes  of  such  majority,  or  until  an 
adjournment  to  the  succeeding  day  is  taken,  and  on  such 
succeeding  day  a  plurality  of  those  voting  shall  be  suffi- 
cient for  an  election.  No  other  business  shall  be  in  order 
until  a  president  is  chosen.  The  president  shall  be  sworn 
by  the  town  or  city  clerk,  as  the  case  may  be,  or  in  case 
of  the  absence  of  the  clerk  by  any  justice  of  the  peace. 
The  president  may  be  removed  from  the  presidency  of  the 
board  of  aldermen  by  the  affirmative  vote  of  two  thirds 
of  all  the  members  of  the  board  of  aldermen,  taken  by 
roll  call.  The  president  of  the  board  of  aldermen  shall 
have  the  same  right  to  vote  as  any  other  member  thereof. 

Section  12.     The  board  of  aldermen,  as  soon  as  may  cuycierk, 
be  after  the   election  of  the  presiding   officer   aforesaid,  Jilllion^^ierm, 
shall  elect  by  ballot  a  city  clerk,  who  shall  also  be  clerk  ^^^' 
of  the  board  of  aldermen,  a  city  treasurer,  a  city  collector, 
and  a  city  auditor.     The  term  of  said  officers  shall  begin 
upon  the  first  Monday  in  February  following  and  continue 
until  their  respective  successors  are  elected  and  qualified, 
unless  they  are  removed  by  vote  of  a  majority  of  all  the 
members  of  the  board,  taken  by  ballot.     The  city  treasurer 
may,  if  so  provided  by  ordinance,  also  be  city  collector. 
The  city  collector  shall  have  and  exercise  all  the  powers 
of  collectors  of  taxes,  and  such  other  powers  as  the  board 
of  aldermen  shall  by  ordinance  determine. 

Section  13.  Any  ordinance,  order  or  resolution  of  oidl'M^etc!' 
the  board  of  aldermen  may  be  passed  through  all  its 
stages  of  legislation  at  one  session,  provided  no  member 
of  said  board  objects  thereto;  but  if  one  or  more  mem- 
bers object  the  measure  shall  be  postponed  for  that  meet- 
ing ;  and  if  when  it  is  next  brought  up  five  or  more 
members  object  to  its  passage  at  that  meeting  a  second 
postponement  of  at  least  one  week  shall  be  made. 

Section   14.     Every    ordinance,   order,  resolution    or  Proceedings 
vote  of  the  board  of  aldermen  required  by  law  to  be  pre-  [ain  oniinancee, 
sented  to  the  mayor  shall  be  presented  by  the  clerk  of  **'*'■ 
said  board  to  the  mayor  for  his  approval  in  writing ;  and 
thereupon  the  same  proceedings  shall  be  had  as  are  pro- 
vided by  law  in  relation  to    similar  ordinances,  orders, 
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resolutions  or  votos  of  a  city  council.  The  clerk  shall 
hold  every  such  ordinance,  order,  resohition  or  vote 
twenty-four  hours,  Sundays  and  legal  holidays  excepted, 
and  if  during  such  time  notice  of  a  motion  to  reconsider 
is  filed  with  the  clerk  by  any  member  entitled  to  make 
such  motion  the  ordinance,  order,  resolution  or  vote  shall 
be  presented  to  the  board  at  its  next  meeting;  otherwise 
it  shall  be  presented  to  the  mayor  at  the  expiration  of 
said  twenty-four  hours. 

Sectiox  15.  The  board  of  aldermen  may  hold  a  special 
meeting  at  any  time,  without  i)revious  notice,  when  all  the 
members  have  assembled,  and  at  such  meeting  any  busi- 
ness may  be  transacted,  provided  no  member  of  the  board 
objects  thereto. 

Section  16.  Every  person  who  is  elected  and  every 
person  who  is  appointed  by  the  mayor  to  an  office  shall 
receive  a  certificate  of  such  election  or  ai)pointment  from 
the  city  clerk,  and,  except  as  otherwise  provided  by  law, 
before  performing  any  act  under  his  election  or  a[)point- 
ment  he  shall  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  to  qualify  him 
to  enter  upon  his  duties.  A  record  of  such  oath  shall  be 
made  by  the  city  clerk.  Any  oath  required  by  this  act 
may  be  administered  by  the  mayor  or  any  officer  author- 
ized by  law  to  administer  oaths.  Records  of  transactions 
of  all  officers  and  boards  sliall  be  properly  kept  and  shall 
be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  public,  subject  to  such 
reasonable  restrictions  as  the  board  of  aldermen  may 
prescribe. 

BOARD    OF    ALDERMEN. 

Section  17.  The  board  of  aldermen  shall  determine 
the  rules  of  its  own  proceedings  and  shall  be  the  judge 
of  the  election  and  qualifications  of  its  own  members. 
In  case  of  the  absence  of  the  president  the  board  of  alder- 
men shall  choose  a  president  pro  tempore,  and  a  plurality 
of  votes  cast  shall  be  sufficient  for  a  choice.  The  board 
of  aldermen  shall,  except  when  taking  action  upon  ap- 
pointments or  removals,  sit  with  open  doors,  whether  in 
session  as  a  board  of  aldermen  or  as  a  committee  of  the 
whole,  and  shall  cause  a  journal  of  its  proceedings  to  be 
open  to  public  inspection.  The  vote  of  the  board  of  alder- 
men upon  any  question  shall  be  taken  by  roll  call  when 
the  same  is  requested  by  at  least  five  members.  The  l)oard 
of  aldermen  shall,  so  far  as  is  not  inconsistent  with  this 
act,  have  and  exercise  all  the  legislative  powers  of  towns, 
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have  all  the  powers  and  be  subject  to  all  the  liabilities  of 
city  councils  and  of  either  branch  thereof,  under  the  gen- 
eral laws  of  the  Commonwealth  ;  and  shall  have  all  the 
powers  granted  to  the  town  of  Melrose  or  to  any  board 
thereof  by  any  special  legislative  act,  and  it  may  by  or- 
dinance prescribe  the  manner  in  which  such  powers  shall 
he  exercised.  The  members  thereof  shall  receive  no  com-  Not  to  receive 
pensation  for  their  services  as  members  of  the  board  of  coQ<pen«atiou. 
aklermen  or  as  any  conmiittee  of  the  board  of  aldermen. 

Section  18.  Neither  the  board  of  aldermen  nor  any  Not  to  take  pan 
member  or  committee  thereof  shall  take  part,  directly  or  oM™bor?mX* 
indirectly,  in  the  employment  of  labor,  the  making  of  >jjs of  contracts, 
contracts,  or  the  })urchase  of  materials  or  supplies  for  the 
city,  nor  in  the  construction,  alteration  or  repair  of  any 
public  works,  buildings  or  other  property,  nor  in  the 
care,  custody  or  management  of  the  same,  nor  in  the  con- 
duct of  any  of  the  executive  or  administrative  business 
of  the  city,  nor  in  the  expenditure  of  public  money  ex- 
cept such  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  contingent  and  in- 
cidental expenses  of  the  board  of  aldermen,  nor  in  the 
appointment  or  removal  of  any  officers  of  the  city  except 
as  herein  otherwise  provided  ;  but  nothing  in  this  section 
shall  ati'ect  the  powers  or  duties  of  the  board  of  aldermen 
in  relation  to  state  aid  to  disabled  soldiers  and  sailors  and 
to  the  families  of  those  killed  in  the  war  of  the  rebellion, 
or  in  any  wars  of  the  United  States, 

Section  19.     The  board  of  aldermen  shall  appropriate  Appropriationa, 
annually,  before  the  first  day  of  April,  the  amount  neces-  ^^^' 
sary  to  meet  the  expenditures  of  the  city  for  the  current 
financial  year.      In  making  such  appropriations  it    shall 
have  an  itemized  and  detailed  statement  from  the  mayor 
of  the  moneys  required,  and  shall  make  such  appropria- 
tions in  detail,  clearly  specifying  the  amount  to  be  ex- 
pended for  each  particular  purpose.     It  shall  take  care 
that  no  money  is  paid  from  the  treasury  unless  granted 
or  appropriated,  and  shall  secure  a  just  and  proper  ac- 
countal)ility  by  requiring  bonds  with  sufficient  penalties 
and  sureties  from  all  city  officials  entrusted  with  the  re- 
ceipt, custody  or  disbursement  of  money,  and  from  each 
employee  of  the  city  entrusted  wnth  the  same.     It  shall  ^ee?pt"'a"nd 
as  often  as  once  a  year,  at   least  ten   davs   prior  to  the  espeuditures  to

annual  election,  cause  to  i)e  published  for  the  use  ot  the  etc 
inhabitants  a  particular  account  of  the  receipts  and  ex- 
penditures of  said  city,  and  a  schedule  of  all  city  prop- 
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erty  and  of  the  city  debt.  The  board  of  aldermen  may 
appropriate  money  from  time  to  time  in  aid  of  the  Mel- 
rose hospital,  and  in  return  for  such  appropriation  the 
hospital  shall  receive  persons  for  the  reception  of  whom 
the  city  might  lawfully  erect,  establish  and  maintain  a 
hospital. 

Section  20.  All  votes  of  the  board  of  aldermen  mak- 
ing appropriations  or  loans  of  money  shall  be  in  itemized 
form,  and  when  brought  before  the  board  of  aldermen  on 
recommendation  of  the  mayor  no  item  of  the  appropria- 
tion or  loan  in  excess  of  the  amount  recommended  by  the 
mayor  shall  be  passed  except  by  the  affirmative  vote  of 
two  thirds  of  all  the  members  of  the  board  of  aldermen. 

Section  21.  The  board  of  aldermen  shall,  by  a  two 
thirds  vote  of  all  the  members  thereof,  have  power  within 
said  city  to  make  and  establish  ordinances  and  by-laws, 
and  to  affix  penalties  as  herein  and  by  general  law  pro- 
vided, without  the  sanction  of  any  court  or  justice  thereof: 
provided,  hoivever,  that  all  laws  and  regulations  now  in 
force  in  the  town  of  Melrose  shall  remain  in  force  until 
they  expire  by  limitation  or  until  they  are  revised  or  re- 
pealed by  the  board  of  aldermen.  Complaint  for  the 
breach  of  any  ordinance  or  by-law  may  be  made  hy  the 
mayor  or  by  any  head  of  a  department  or  by  any  resident 
of  the  city. 

Section  22.  The  board  of  aldermen  shall,  with  the 
approval  of  the  mayor,  have  exclusive  authority  and 
power  to  order  the  laying  out,  locating  anew  or  discontin- 
uing of  all  streets,  ways  and  highways  within  the  limits 
of  said  city,  and  to  assess  the  damages  sustained  by  any 
person  thereby,  and,  except  as  herein  otherwise  provided, 
to  act  in  all  matters  relating  to  such  laying  out,  locating 
anew,  altering  or  discontinuing.  Any  person  aggrieved 
by  the  assessment  of  his  damages,  or  by  other  action  of 
the  board  of  aldermen  under  this  section,  shall  have  all 
the  rights  and  privileges  now  allowed  by  law  in  such 
cases  in  appeals  from  decisions  of  the  selectmen  of  towns. 
Said  board  shall  also  have,  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor, 
power  to  determine  the  rate  to  be  paid  for  water  by  the 
owner  of  the  premises  to  which  water  is  furnished  or  by 
the  person  or  persons  using  the  waicv :  provided,  however, 
that  the  minimum  rates  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  metropolitan  water  l)oard. 

Section  23.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to 
exclude  the  jurisdiwtion  of  the  county  commissioners. 
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Section  24.  At  any  meeting  of  the  board  of  aldermen  Mayor  may  be 
it  shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  thereof  to  give  written  offlieTorm'i™ 
notice,  seconded  in  writing  by  a  majority  at  least  of  all  negfectV/duty. 
the  members  of  the  board  of  aldermen,  of  his  intention 
to  move  at  the  next  meeting  thereof  occurring  within  not 
less  than  ten  days,  a  resolution  that  the  mayor  be  removed 
from  office  for  misconduct  or  neglect  of  duty.  Such 
notice  shall  specify  as  particularly  as  possible  the  acts 
of  misconduct  or  the  instances  of  neglect  of  duty  com- 
})lained  of,  and  shall  be  entered  at  large  by  the  clerk  in 
the  minutes  of  the  board  of  aldermen ;  and  the  clerk 
shall  within  two  da^'s  serve  or  cause  to  be  served  a  copy 
upon  the  mayor,  and  shall  mail  a  copy  addressed  to  each 
of  the  members  of  the  board  of  aldermen  at  his  residence. 
At  such  next  meeting  of  the  board  of  aldermen  the  mayor 
shall  have  the  right  to  speak  in  his  own  defence  and  to 
be  heard  by  counsel.  The  vote  on  the  resolution  shall 
be  by  roll  call.  If  the  resolution  fails  to  receive  the 
affirmative  votes  of  three  fourths  of  all  the  members  of 
the  board  of  aldermen  it  shall  have  no  effect,  and  shall 
not  be  re-introduced  during  that  meeting  of  the  board 
of  aldermen.  If  it  receives  the  affirmative  votes  of  three 
fourths  of  all  the  members  of  the  board  of  aldermen  it 
shall,  upon  the  recording  of  such  vote,  take  effect,  and 
the  office  of  the  mayor  shall  thereupon  become  vacant. 
The  board  of  aldermen  shall  thereupon  order  a  warrant 
for  a  new  election  for  mayor  to  be  issued,  and  such 
further  proceedings  shall  be  had  as  are  provided  in  sec- 
tion five  of  this  act,  or  as  are  provided  in  case  of  failure 
to  elect  a  mayor. 

Section  25.     No   member  of  the  board  of  aldermen  Members  of 
shall  hold  any  other  office  in  or  under  the  city  govern-  mTn nottohoid 
mont,  or  have  the  expenditure  of  any  money  appropriated  omce.'e'tc. 
by  the  board  of  aldermen,  or  act  as  counsel  in  any  matter 
before  the  board  of  aldermen  or  any  committee  thereof; 
and  no  person  shall  be  eligible  for  appointment  to  any 
nmnicipal    office    established  by  the    board    of  aldermen 
during  any  municipal  year  within   which  he  w^as  alder- 
man, until  after  the    expiration   of  the    succeeding  mu- 
nicipal year. 

Section  26.     Every  order  involving  the  appropriation  certain  or.

or  expenditure  oi   money  or  the  raisnig   oi   a  tax,  ana  to  be  presented 
every  ordinance,  order,  resolution  or  vote  of  the  board  ap^rovaf.e'tc. 
of  aldonnon,  shall  be  presented  to  the  mayor,  except  such 
as  relates  to  the  internal  affairs  of  the  board  of  aldermen, 
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uau^ll  etc 'to  ^^  ^^^  ^^^"  officei'S  oi"  employcGS,  to  the  election  or  duties 
^n  »'^ot7or'*^ '°  of  the  city  clerk,  treasurer,  collector,  or  auditor,  to  the 
provai,  etc.  rciiioval  of  tlic  uiajor  or  the  declaration  of  a  vacancy  in 
the  odicc  of  mayor.  If  the  mayor  approves  thereof  he 
shall  signify  his  approval  by  signinii'  the  same  ;  if  he  does 
not  approve  thereof  he  shall  return  it,  with  his  objections 
in  writing,  to  the  board  of  aldermen.  The  board  of  alder- 
men shall  enter  the  objections  of  the  mayor  at  large  upon 
its  records,  and  shall  reconsider  such  ordinance,  order, 
resolution  or  vote  ;  and  if  after  such  reconsideration  two 
thirds  of  all  the  members  of  the  board  of  aldermen  agree, 
notwithstanding  such  objections,  to  pass  the  same,  it  shall 
be  in  force.  If  such  ordinance,  order,  resolution  or  vote 
includes  several  items  or  sums  the  mayor  may  approve 
particular  items  or  sums  and  disapprove  others ;  and  in 
case  of  such  disapproval  the  part  approved  shall  be  in 
force,  in  like  manner  as  if  the  items  or  sums  disapproved 
had  never  been  a  part  thereof;  and  the  mayor  shall  return 
a  statement  of  the  items  or  sums  disapproved  to  the  board 
of  aldermen.  The  items  or  sums  so  disapproved  shall  not 
be  included  in  the  appropriation  unless  passed  as  herein- 
before provided.  If  such  ordinance,  order,  resolution  or 
vote,  or  a  statement  as  to  the  several  items  or  sums  thereof, 
be  not  returned  by  the  mayor  within  ten  da3's  after  pres- 
entation to  him,  it  shall  be  in  force.  Every  vote  taken 
under  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  determined 
by  the  yeas  and  nays.  A  filing  with  the  city  clerk  shall 
be  considered  a  return  to  the  board  of  aldermen. 

TITLE    IV.       EXECUTIVE    DEPARTMENT. 

po^ters'vested  Sectiox  27.  The  cxccutive  powers  of  the  city  shall 
in  mayor,  etc.  \yQ  yestcd  solch'  iu  the  uiavor,  and  may  be  exercised  by 
him  either  personally  or  through  the  several  otficers  or 
boards  of  the  city  in  their  respective  departments,  under 
his  general  supervision  and  control.  He  shall  appoint  the 
executive  officers,  including  the  assistant  assessors,  sub- 
ject, within  fourteen  days  from  the  date  of  appointment, 
to  confirmation  by  the  board  of  aldermen.  Unless  it  shall 
be  otherwise  provided  by  ordinance  the  terms  of  office 
of  such  officers  shall  be  as  follows:  —  Assessors  first  ap- 
pointed hereunder,  one,  two  and  three  years,  respectively, 
and  thereafter  three  jears ;  assistant  assessors  and  over- 
seers of  the  poor,  one  year;  other  officers,  until  they  re- 
sijjn  or  are  removed.     The  mavor  shall  cause  the  laws, 
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ordinances  and  orders  for  the  government  of  the  city  to 
be  enforced,  and  shall  cause  a  record  of  all  hin  official  acts 
to  be  kept ;  and  for  that  purpose  and  to  aid  him  in  his 
official  duties  he  may  appoint  one  or  more  assistants  and 
define  their  duties,  and  shall  fix  their  salaries,  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  board  of  aldermen.  The  salary  of 
the  mayor  shall  not  be  changed  during  his  term  of  office. 

Section  2H.  The  mayor  may  in  writing  suspend  any  Maysugpend 
executive  officer  or  any  work,  and  in  such  case  he  shall  '=^"''^'" 
at  once  report  his  action  and  his  reasons  therefor  to  the 
board  of  aldermen.  The  suspension  of  any  such  officer 
shall,  in  fifteen  days  after  such  report  is  made,  be  a  re- 
moval, unless  within  that  time  he  asks  for  a  hearing  before 
the  l)oard,  which  shall  forthwith  be  granted,  and  upon  the 
conclusion  of  such  hearing  if  the  board  shall  determine 
by  a  vote  of  two  thirds  of  all  its  members  that  the  mayor's 
suspension  be  not  sustained  the  officer  shall  at  once  be 
reinstated.  Work  suspended  by  the  mayor  may  be  carried 
on  at  his  discretion  until  action  is  taken  by  the  board, 
if  the  board  within  fifteen  days  after  receiving  the  report 
shall  determine  by  a  vote  of  two  thirds  of  all  its  members 
that  the  mayor's  action  suspending  the  work  })e  not  sus- 
tained the  work  shall  be  prosecuted  forthwith. 

Section  29.     The   mayor   shall   communicate    to    the  May  caii  special 
board  of  aldermen  such  information  and  shall  recommend  board  of  aider- 
such  measures  as  in  his  judgment  the  interests  of  the  city  '°®"''-*'^* 
require.     He  may  at  any  time  call  a  s[)ecial  meeting  of 
the  board  of  aldermen  by  causing  a  notice  of  such  meet- 
ing, specifying  the  subjects  which  he  desires  to  have  con- 
sidered, to  be  deposited  in  the  post  office,  postpaid,  or 
left  at  the  usual  place  of  residence  of  each  alderman,  or 
given  to  him  in  hand  at  least  twenty-four  hours  before 
the  time  appointed  for  such  meeting,  or  in  case  of  emer- 
gency, of  which  he  shall  be  the  judge,  within  such  time 
as  he  may  deem  sufficient. 

Section  30.     Whenever  by  reason  of  sickness  or  other  By  whom 
cause  the  mayor  shall  be  disabled  from  performing  the  performeYiu^ 
duties  of  his  office  the  president  of  the  board  of  aldermen,  abmty^o'f'*' 
or  in  the  event  of  his  disability  the  president  pro  tempore,  '^^y^^- 
shall   become  acting  mayor  during  the   period   that  the 
mayor  is  so  disabled.     The  acting  mayor  shall  during  the 
continuance  of  such   disability  have   all   the    rights  and 
powers  of  mayor,  except  that  he  shall  not  when  so  act- 
ing make  any  permanent  appointment,   unless  such  dis- 
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ability  of  the  mayor  has  continued  for  a  period  of  thirty 
days,  and  in  that  case  such  appointment  shall  be  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  board  of  aldermen,  nor  shall  he 
approve  or  disapprove  any  ordinance,  order,  resolution 
or  vote  until  within  twenty-four  hours  of  the  time  when 
it  would  take  eifect  without  the  approval  of  the  mayor. 
During  such  period  such  acting  mayor  shall  lose  his  vote 
as  a  member  of  the  board  of  aldermen.  In  case  such  dis- 
ability of  the  mayor  continues  for  a  period  exceeding  sixty 
days  the  board  of  aldermen  may  at  any  time  after  the  ex- 
piration of  that  period  declare  a  vacancy  to  exist  in  the 
office  of  mayor. 

Section  31.  Whenever  there  shall  be  a  vacancy  in  the 
office  of  mayor  the  president  of  the  board  of  aldermen, 
or  in  the  event  of  his  disability  the  president  pro  tempore, 
shall  act  as  mayor,  and  possess  all  the  rights  and  powers 
of  mayor  during  such  vacancy,  except  that  when  so  act- 
ing as  mayor  he  shall  not  have  the  power  of  appointment 
or  removal  unless  authorized  thereto  in  any  instance  by 
vote  of  the  board  of  aldermen,  and  during  such  period 
such  acting  mayor  shall  lose  his  vote  as  a  member  of  the 
board  of  aldermen.

TITLE    V.       SCHOOL    DEPARTMENT. 

Section  32.  The  management  and  control  of  the  public 
schools  of  said  city  shall  be  vested  in  a  school  committee, 
consisting  of  nine  persons  chosen  by  the  city  at  large, 
three  to  be  chosen  at  each  municipal  election,  and  to  hold 
office  for  the  term  of  three  years  from  the  first  Monday 
in  January  then  next  ensuing.  The  school  committee 
shall  serve  without  pay,  and  shall  exercise  the  powers 
and  discharge  the  duties  imposed  by  law  upon  school 
committees.  At  the  first  municipal  election  under  this 
act  there  shall  be  elected  three  members  of  the  school 
committee  for  one  year,  three  for  two  years  and  three 
for  three  years,  and  thereafter  as  hereinbefore  provided. 
The  school  committee  shall  at  its  first  meeting  in  each 
municipal  year,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  may  be,  choose 
a  chairman  from  among  its  members  by  ballot,  and  the 
votes  of  a  majority  of  all  the  members  of  the  board  shall 
be  required  in  order  to  elect.  The  committee  shall  make 
rules  for  its  proceedings.  A  majority  of  all  the  members 
shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  l)usiness, 
but  a  smaller  number  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time. 
No  member  of  the  school  committee  shall  hold  any  other 
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oflSce  in  or  under  the  city  government  or  act  as  counsel 
in  any  matter  before  the  board  of  aldermen  or  any  com- 
mittee thereof. 

Section  33.     The  school  committee  shall  on  the  first  superintendent 
Monday  in  June,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  may  be,  choose  election,  term, 
by  vote  of  a  majority  of  its  members,  but  not  from  its  ^  '^' 
number,  a  superintendent  of  schools,  who  shall  be  under 
its  direction  and  control.     Such  superintendent  shall  hold 
office  until  the  close  of  the  school  year  next  ensuing  or 
until  his  successor  is  chosen  and  qualified,  unless  sooner 
removed,  and  he  may  be  removed  at  any  time    by  the 
school  committee  by  vote  of  two  thirds  of  all  its  mem- 
bers.    The  school  committee,  so  far  as  appropriations  are  school  com- 
made  therefor  by  the  board  of  aldermen,  shall  have  full  JTutiM,' et"!'*'"' 
power  and  authority  to  furnish  all  school  buildings  with 
proper  fixtures,  furnishings  and  equipments.     It  may  also 
appoint  janitors  and  all  officers  and  employees  connected 
with  the  schools,  fix  their  compensation,  make  rules  con- 
cerning their  tenure  of  office,  and  discharge  them  at  its 
pleasure.    The  school  committee  shall  in  case  of  a  vacancy  vacancy.

tional  or  improved  accommodations  for  any  public  school  tions,  etc. 
within  the  limits  of  the  city.  Whenever  in  the  opinion 
of  the  school  committee  a  new  schoolhouse  is  required 
or  material  alterations  are  needed  it  shall  send  a  written 
communication  to  the  board  of  aldermen,  stating  the 
locality  and  the  nature  of  the  further  provisions  for 
schools  which  are  needed ;  and  no  schoolhouse  shall  be 
located,  built  or  materially  altered  until  the  school  com- 
mittee has  been  consulted  as  to  the  proposed  location  and 
plans,  and  has  had  full  opportunity  to  set  forth  its  re- 
quirements. 

Section  35.    The  engineer  and  superintendent  of  public  Report  to  be 
works  shall  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  January  and  the  nary  condition 
first  day  of  September  of  each  year  submit  in  writing  to  houB^s"."''

TITLE    VI.       DEPARTMENTS    AND    OFFICERS. 

Section  36.  There  shall  be  the  following  departments 
and  officers :  — 

I.  The  assessing  department,  to  be  under  the  charge 
of  the  board  of  assessors. 

II.  The  charity  department,  to  be  under  the  charge 
of  the  board  of  overseers  of  the  poor. 

III.  The  health  department,  to  be  under  the  charge 
of  the  board  of  health. 

IV.  The  law  department,  to  be  under  the  charge  of 
the  city  solicitor. 

V.  The  fire  department,  to  be  under  the  charge  of  the 
chief  of  the  fire  department. 

VI.  The  police  department,  to  be  under  the  charge 
of  the  chief  of  police. 

VII.  The  public  w^orks  department,  to  be  under  the 
charge  of  an  official  Avho  shall  be  known  as  the  engi- 
neer and  superintendent  of  public  works.  He  shall  have 
charge  of  the  design,  construction,  alteration,  repair,  main- 
tenance and  management  of  the  water  works,  the  public 
sewers  and  drains,  the  public  ways,  sidewalks  and  bridges, 
public  parks,  squares  and  playgrounds,  and  the  lighting 
and  watering  thereof,  and  also  the  public  buildings,  ex- 
cepting however  such  duties  with  reference  to  the  school 
buildings  as  are  now  conferred  by  law  and  this  act  upon 
the  school  committee.  He  shall  make  and  have  the  cus- 
tody of  all  plans,  surveys,  measurements  and  levels  ap- 
pertaining to  the  public  ways,  drains,  sewers,  w^ater  works 
and  lands,  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  the  board 
of  aldermen  may  prescribe.  Subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  mayor  he  shall  appoint  an  assistant  superintendent  in 
the  water  department,  an  assistant  superintendent  in  the 
sewer  department,  and  such  other  assistants  as  the  con- 
dition of  the  work  may  require. 

VIII.  The  public  library  department,  to  be  under  the 
charge  of  the  trustees  of  the  public  library. 

IX.  The  cemetery  department,  to  be  under  the  charge 
of  a  cemetery  committee,  to  consist  of  three  persons,  which 
shall  have  control  of  all  matters  pertaining  to  public  ceme- 
teries and  burial  grounds. 

X.  The  city  clerk  department,  to  be  under  the  charge 
of  the  city  clerk. 

XI.  The  treasury  department,  to  be  under  the  charge 
of  the  city  treasurer.

The  departments  provided  for  in  the  first  nine  clauses  Executive 
of  this  section  shall  be  executive  departments,  and  the  '^^p*"™®''*^- 
heads  thereof  shall  be  executive  officers. 

Section  37.  The  board  of  aldermen  ma}^  from  time  Additional 
to  time,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act  and  in  ac-  mayhetlub- 
cordance  with  general  lavs's  if  they  exist  in  any  particular  ^i^iie^' ^'^c* 
case,  provide  by  ordinance  for  the  establishment  of  addi- 
tional boards  and  other  offices,  for  the  management  and 
control  of  a  public  hospital,  and  for  other  municipal  pur-

TITLE    VIII.       GENERAL    PROVISIONS. 

Section  41.  The  mayor  shall  as  often  as  once  in  each 
month  call  together  for  consultation  upon  the  afiairs  of 
the  city  the  heads  of  departments,  who  shall,  whenever 
called  upon,  furnish  such  information  relative  to  their  re- 
spective departments  as  he  may  request. 

Section  42.  The  mayor  shall  in  the  month  of  January 
of  each  year  cause  to  be  made  to  him  by  the  heads  of  de- 
partments, and  by  all  other  officers  and  boards  having 
authority  to  expend  money,  detailed  estimates  of  the 
amounts  deemed  by  them  to  be  necessary  for  their  re- 
spective departments  for  the  financial  year,  which  shall 
begin  on  the  first  day  of  the  following  February,  and  he 
shall,  not  later  than  the  first  week  in  February,  transmit 
such  estimates  to  the  board  of  aldermen,  recommending 
appropriations  for  each  department  or  purpose,  as  he  shall 
deem  necessary  therefor. 

Section  43.  Every  officer  of  the  city  shall  at  the  re- 
quest of  the  board  of  aldermen  give  it  such  information 
in  writing  or  in  person  as  it  may  require  in  relation  to 
any  matter,  act  or  thing  connected  with  his  office  or 
employment. 

Section  44.  No  sum  appropriated  for  a  specific  pur- 
pose shall  be  expended  for  any  other  purpose,  and  no  ex- 
penditure shall  be  made  nor  liability  incurred  by  or  in 
behalf  of  the  city  until  an  appropriation  has  been  duly 
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voted  by  the  board  of  aldermen  sufficient  to  meet  such 
expenditure  or  liability,  together  with  all  prior  unpaid 
liabilities  which  are  payable  out  of  such  appropriation, 
except  in  accordance  with  the  written  recommendation 
of  the  mayor  to  the  board  of  aldermen,  approved  by  a 
majority  of  the  entire  board  of  aldermen,  the  vote  to 
be  taken  by  yeas  and  nays :  provided,  hoivevev,  that  after  ProviBo. 
the  expiration  of  the  financial  year  and  until  the  passage 
of  the  annual  appropriations  the  mayor  may  authorize 
each  of  the  administrative  officers  and  boards  to  incur 
liabilities  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  one  third  of  the 
total  sum  appropriated  for  the  same  purpose  in  the  pre- 
ceding year ;  and  such  liabilities  shall  be  paid  from  the 
annual  appropriations  subsequently  made.  Every  bill, 
pay  roll  or  other  voucher  covering  an  expenditure  of 
money  shall  be  approved  by  the  signatures  thereon  of  a 
majority  of  the  board  or  committee  having  control  of  or 
incurring  such  expenditure,  and  after  such  approval  such 
bills,  pay  rolls  or  vouchers  shall  be  turned  over  to  the 
auditor.

the  engineer  and  superintendent  of  public  works,  and  for 
keeping  the  street  in  such  condition  for  six  months  after 
the  completion  of  the  work. 

Section  46.     Whenever  mechanical  or  other  work  is  May  advertise 
required  to  be  done,  or  supplies  are  required  for  the  city,  forwoTTor* 
at  a  cost  amounting  to  five  hundred  dollars  or  more,  the  *"pp''^*' ^*<'- 
board   or  committee   having   the    matter  in  charge  shall 
invite  proposals  therefor  by  advertisements,  such  adver- 
tisements to  state  the  time  and  place    for   opening   the 
proposals,  and  reserving  the  right  to  reject  any  or  all 
proposals.     Every  proposal  for  doing  such  w^ork  or  mak- 
ing such  sale  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  suitable  bond  or 
certificate  of  deposit  for  the  faithful  performance  of  such 
proposal,  and  all   such   proposals   shall  be    kept    by  the 
officer  or  board  inviting  the  same,  and  shall  be  open  to 
public  inspection  after  said  proposals  have  been  accepted 
or  rejected.

and  such  bonds  or  other  security  shall  be  deposited  with 
the  city  treasurer  until  the  contract  has  been  carried  out 
in  all  respects ;  and  no  such  contract  shall  be  altered  ex- 
cept by  a  written  agreement  of  the  contractor,  the  sureties 
on  his  bond,  and  the  officer  or  board  making  the  contract, 
with  the  approval  of  the  mayor  affixed  thereto.

vehicle,  and  the  cask,  barrel  or  other  vessel  containing  the 
same,  shall  be  deemed  forfeited  ;  and  the  same  shall  there- 
upon be  sold  by  public  auction  or  at  private  sale  by  said 
officer.     The  net  proceeds  of  such  sale  shall  enure  to  the 
town  of  Bourne.     If  a  claimant  for  such  property  shall 
appear  within  two  hours  after  the  posting  of  said  notices 
the  officer  shall  libel  the  same  according  to  law,  or  if  he 
deems  it  judicious,  or  if  so  requested  by  said  selectmen 
or  any  of  them,  shall  sell  said  fish  or  other  property  at 
public  auction,  conveying  a  good  title  to  any  purchaser 
at  such  sale,  and  libel  the  proceeds  of  such  sale  according 
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to  law.  In  case  such  property  or  the  proceeds  thereof  are 
dechired  forfeited  the  benefit  thereof  shall  enure  to  the 
town  of  Bourne. 

Section  G.  The  selectmen  of  the  town  of  Bourne  are 
hereby  authorized  from  time  to  time  to  purchase  or  other- 
wise take  in  the  name  and  at  the  expense  of  said  town  of 
Bourne,  in  fee  simple  or  for  such  less  estate  as  they  may

When  authorized  by  vote  of  the  inhabitants 
of  said  town  the  selectmen  may  convey  the  interest  of  the 
town  in  said  land  or  buildings,  and  deposit  the  proceeds 
of  the  same  in  the  treasury  of  said  town.  Said  select- 
men shall  upon  such  taking  appraise  the  damages  caused 
to  the  owner  of  such  land,  in  the  jnanner  provided  in  the 
case  of  laying  out  highways.  If  such  owner  shall  feel 
aggrieved  by  such  award  of  damages  he  may  have  the 
damages  assessed  by  a  jury,  in  the  same  manner  as  in  the 
case  of  damages  caused  by  laying  out  highways. 

Section  7.  No  person  shall  deposit  in  said  river  or 
upon  the  banks  thereof  so  near  as  to  drain  into  the  same 
any  sewage,  offal,  pickle,  dead  fish,  brine  or  other  noxious 
or  refuse  substance  prejudicial  to  the  fish  of  said  river  or 
injurious  to  the  public  health.  Any  person  who  personally, 
or  by  his  servant,  agent  or  employee  shall  violate  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section,  shall  for  the  first  oft'ence  pay  a  fine 
of  not  less  than  twenty  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dol- 
lars, and  upon  any  subsequent  conviction  shall  pay  a  fine 
of  not  less  than  fifty  nor  more  than  two  hundred  dollars, 
or  be  imprisoned  in  the  jail  or  house  of  correction  for  a 
period  not  exceeding  sixty  days  ;  or  the  court  may  in  its 
discretion  impose  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment. 

Section  8.  One  third  of  all  the  forfeitures  incurred 
by  virtue  of  this  act,  except  those  provided  for  in  section 
five,  shall  be  paid  to  the  person  giving  information,  and 
the  remaining  two  thirds  to  the  town  of  Bourne,  to  be

The  city  of  Somerville  by  its  city  council  ^"e  may^uife ' 
may  at  any  time  within  three  years  after  the  passage  of  iaud8,  etc.,  for 
this  act  take  from  time  to  time  in  fee  or  otherwise,  any 
lands  and  rights  in  lands  within  the  limits  of  said  city, 
upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  said  city  council  may 
deem  advisable,  by  gift  or  purchase,  or  by  right  of  emi- 
nent domain  or  otherwise,  and  hold  the  same  in  fee  or 
otherwise,  and  maintain  them  for  the  purpose  of  a  park- 
way or  boulevard.  Said  parkway  or  boulevard  may  ex- 
tend from  Nathan  Tuft's  park,  at  the  junction  of  Broadway 
and  Elm  streets  in  Somerville,  by  such  route  and  courses 
and  of  such  w^idth  and  to  such  part  of  the  boundary  line 
of  said  city  on  Mystic  river  or  Alewife  brook  as  said  city 
council  may  determine. 

Section  2.     Said  city  council  shall  have  power  to  lay  May  lay  out  and 
out  and  improve  said  parkway,  to  make  rules  for  the  use  '™a7°m!ikT''' 
and  government  thereof,  and  to  fix  penalties  for  breaches  rules,  etc.

Said  city  council   may  make  agreements  careandcon- 
with  the  metropolitan  park  commission,  the  metropolitan  way°etC!"^  ' 
water  board,  the  board  of  metropolitan  sewerage  commis- 
sioners, the  city  of  Boston,  or  with  any  officer  or  board 
of  said  city  of  Boston  having  the  care  or  control  of  any 
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lands,  rights,  easements  or  interests  in  lands  within  the 
limits  of  said  parkway,  for  the  care  and  control,  inchid- 
ing  police  protection,  and  disposition  of  said  lands,  rights, 
easements  and  interests  in  lands,  for  such  period  and  upon 
such  terms  and  conditions  as  the  parties  to  such  agreements 
may  deem  expedient.  Said  city  council  may  from  time 
to  time  make  agreements  with  the  metropolitan  park 
commission  for  the  care  and  control,  including  police 
protection,  of  the  whole  or  any  part  of  said  parkway. 
Conveyance  of  said  parkway,  lands,  rights,  easements 
and  interests  in  lands  may  be  made  in  accordance  with 
any  agreements  made  as  authorized  by  this  section. 

Sectiox  4.  Within  sixty  days  after  the  taking  of  any 
lands  or  rights  in  lands  as  aforesaid,  otherwise  than  l)y 
purchase  or  gift,  said  city  shall  cause  to  be  recorded  in 
the  registry  of  deeds  for  the  southern  district  of  the 
county  of  Middlesex  a  description  thereof  sufficiently 
accurate  for  identification,  with  a  statement  of  the  pur- 
pose for  which  the  same  were  taken,  which  statement 
shall  be  signed  by  the  mayor  of  said  city.  The  title  to 
all  lands  and  rights  in  lands  so  taken  shall  vest  in  the 
city  of  Somerville  as  provided  in  section  one  of  this  act. 

Section  5.  Said  city  of  Somerville  shall  pay  all  dam- 
ages sustained  by  any  person  or  corporation  by  the  tak- 
ing of  any  lands  or  rights  in  lands,  or  by  any  other  thing 
done  by  said  city  under  the  authority  of  this  act.  Any 
person  or  corporation  sustaining  damages  as  aforesaid, 
who  fails  to  agree  with  said  city  as  to  the  amount  of  dam-

this  act. 

Section  G.  At  any  time  within  live  years  after  the 
first  taking  of  lands  or  rights  in  lands  for  said  parkway 
has  been  made,  whether  or  not  the  same  is  then  fully  con- 
structed, said  city  council  shall  have  the  same  authority 
to  determine  the  value  of,  and  to  assess  upon  real  estate, 
the  betterments  accruing  to  said  real  estate  by  such  tak- 
ings and  by  the  laying  out  and  construction  of  a  parkway 
under  this  act,  so  far  as  the  same  at  the  time  of  said  as- 
sessment has  been  constructed,  that  is  conferred  by  chapter

shall  show  the  frontage,  the  name  of  the  owner,  and  the 
amount  of  the  assessment  of  each  estate  abutting  and 
benefited  b}^  the  said  sewer  on  said  street  or  way.

a  demand  in  writing  for  the  payment  of  such  assessment

said  board  shall,  on  the  written  request  of  any  owner 
made  within  three  months,  apportion  such  assessment 
or  charge  into  such  a  number  of  equal  parts  or  instal- 
ments, not  exceeding  five,  as  said  owner  shall  state  in 
such  request,  and  they  shall  certify  such  apportionment 
to  the  assessors.  Interest  from  the  date  of  such  appor-

All  contracts  made  by  said  board  of  com- 
missioners for  the  purposes  of  this  act  shall  be  contracts 
of  the  town,  and  shall  be  signed  by  the  board,  liut  no 
contracts  shall  be  made  and  no  obligations  incurred  by 
said  commissioners  for  the  laying  out  and  construction 
of  said  system  of  sewerage  or  sewage  disposal  in  excess 
of  the  amount  of  money  appropriated  by  said  town 
therefor. 

Section  16.  The  provisions  of  chapter  fifty  of  the 
Pu])lic  Statutes  and  of  acts  in  amendment  thereof,  and 
also  of  chapter  two  hundred  and  forty-five  of  the  acts 
of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-two,  so  far  as 
they  are  applicable  and  not  inconsistent  with  this  act, 
shall  apply  to  the  town  of  Southbridge  in  carrying  out 
the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Section  17.    This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

TITLE    I.       MUNICIPAL    GOVERNMENT. 

Section  1.     The  inhabitants  of  the  city  of  Somerville  cityofsomer- 
shull  continue  to  be  a  municipal  corporation,  under  the  ^'"'*' 
name  of  the  City  of  Somerville,  and  as   such  shall  be 
subject  to  all  general  laws  relating  to  such  corporations 
not  inconsistent  witli  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Section  2.  The  administration  of  the  fiscal,  pruden-  AdministratioQ 
tial  and  municipal  aft'airs  of  said  city  shall  be  vested  in  affairs"  etc.' 
an  executive  department,  to  consist  of  the  mayor,  and 
a  legislative  department,  to  consist  of  a  single  body  to 
be  called  the  board  of  aldermen.  The  executive  depart- 
ment shall  never  exercise  any  legislative  power,  and  the 
legislative  department  shall  never  exercise  any  executive 
power. 

Section  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  council  in  seven  wards. 
joint  convention,  as  soon  as  may  be  after  the  acceptance 
of  this  act,  to  divide  said  city  into  seven  wards,  contain- 
ing as  nearly  as  possible  and  as  may  be  consistent  with 
well  defined  limits  to  each  ward  an  equal  number  of  male 
voters.  In  order  that  the  new  wards  may  conform  to  the 
present  representative  districts  the  present  ward  one  shall 
constitute  one  Avard,  and  the  present  wards  two,  three 
and  four  shall  each  be  divided  into  two  wards.  Imme-  vouugpre-

At  such  municipal  election  the  qualified 
voters  shall  give  in  their  votes  b}"  ballot  for  a  mayor  and 
members  of  the  board  of  aldermen  and  of  the  school 
committee,  or  for  such  of  them  as  are  to  be  elected. 
The  person  receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  for 
any  ofiice  shall  be  deemed  and  declared  to  be  elected  to 
such  office,  and  whenever  two  or  more  persons  are  to  be 
elected  to  the  same  office  the  several  persons,  up  to  and 
including  the  number  required  to  be  chosen,  receiving 
the  highest  number  of  votes  shall  be  deemed  and  de- 
clared to  be  elected. 

Section  7.  If  there  is  no  choice  of  mayor,  or  if  the 
person  elected  mayor  shall  refuse  to  accept  the  office,  or 
shall  die  before  qualifying,  or  if  a  vacancy  in  said  office 
shall  occur  within  the  first  nine  months  of  the  municipal 
year,  the  ])oard  of  aldermen  shall  forthwith  order  a 
special  election,  and  the  same  proceedings  shall  be  had 
in  all  respects  as  are  hereinbefore  provided  for  the  elec- 
tion of  a  mayor,  and  shall  be  repeated  until  the  election 
of  a  mayor  is  completed.  But  if  such  vacancy  in  the 
office  of  mayor  shall  occur  within  the  last  three  months 
of  the  municipal  year  it  shall  be  filled  by  the  board  of 
aldermen  by  a  majority  vote  of  all  its  members.  If  the 
full  number  of  members  of  the  board  of  aldermen  has  not 
been  elected,  or  if  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  alderman 
shall  occur  within  the  first  six  months  of  the  municipal 
year,  the  vacant  office  shall  be  filled  by  an  election  by 
the  voters  of  the  city  in  the  case  of  an  alderman  at  large, 
or  by  an  election  by  the  voters  of  the  ward  entitled  to 
such  representative  in  the  case  of  a  ward  alderman.  But 
if  such  vacancy  shall  occur  within  the  last  six  months  of 
the  municipal  year  it  shall  l)e  filled  by  the  board  of  alder- 
men b}^  a  majority  vote  of  all  its  members.  The  person 
elected  to  fill  such  vacancy  shall  be  chosen  from  the  ward 
in  which  the  vacancy  occurs. 

Section  8.  General  meetings  of  the  citizens  qualified 
to  vote  may  from  time  to  time  be  held,  according  to  the 
light  secured  by  the  constitution  of  the  Commonwealth, 
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and  all  such  meetings  may,  and  upon  the  request  in  writ- 
ing of  fifty  qualified  voters  setting  forth  the  purposes 
thereof,  shall  be  called  by  the  board  of  aldermen.

formance of  their  duties.  The  oath  shall  be  administered 
by  the  city  clerk  or  by  any  justice  of  the  peace,  and  shall 
be  duly  certified  on  the  journal  of  the  board  of  aldermen.

Said  hearing  may  be  adjourned  from  time  to  time. 

4.  The  power  to  make  ordinances  and  affix  penalties 
for  the  violation  thereof,  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars 
for  each  offence,  for  all  purposes  for  which  towns  and 
cities  may  make  by-laws  and  ordinances  under  general 
laws.  All  such  ordinances  shall  take  effect  without  other 
sanction  or  approval  than  is  provided  in  this  act.

no  money  l)e  paid  from  the  treasury  unless  the  same  is 
granted  or  appropriated,  and  shall  require  bonds  with 
sufficient  penalties  and  sureties  from  all  persons  en- 
trusted with  the  receipt,  custody  or  disbursement  of 
money.  All  votes  of  the  board  of  aldermen  making 
appropriations  of  money  shall  show  the  specific  objects 
for  which  the  appropriations  are  made.  The  board  of 
aklermen  may  appropriate  money  from  time  to  time  in 
aid  of  the  Somerville  Hospital,  and  in  return  for  such 
appropriation  may  arrange  for  the  care  of  such  city 
patients  as  can  l)e  received  at  the  hospital  ;  but  such 
appropriations  shall  not  exceed  in  any  one  year  a  sum 
amounting  to  one  one  hundredth  of  one  per  cent  of  the 
assessed  valuation  of  the  taxable  property  of  the  city 
for  the  preceding  year. 

Section  19.  The  board  of  aldermen  shall  have  power 
to  establish  by  ordinance  fire  limits  within  the  city,  and 
from  time  to  time  to  change  or  enlarge  the  same,  to  reg- 
ulate the  construction  of  all  buildings  erected  within  said 
fire  limits,  determining  their  size,  situation,  and  the  mate- 
rial of  which  they  shall  be  constructed,  and  to  make  such 
other  rules  and  regulations  as  shall  tend  to  prevent  dam- 
age by  fire  :  provided^  that  such  rules  and  regulations 
shall  not  be  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  the  Common- 
wealth.

TITLE    IV.       EXECUTIVE    DEPARTMENT. 


Execiitrive 
powers  vested 
in  mayor,  etc. 


vSection  20.  The  executive  powers  of  the  city  shall 
be  vested  solely  in  the  mayor,  and  may  be  exercised  by 
him  either  personally  or  through  the  several  officers  and 
boards  in  their  respective  departments,  under  his  general 
supervision  and  control.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  any 
office  to  which  appointment  is  made  by  the  mayor  he 
may  personally  perform  the  duties  thereof,  but  he  shall 
not  be  entitled  to  receive  any  salary  or  pay  attached 
thereto.  The  mayor  shall  hold  office  for  the  municipal 
year  beginning  with  the  first  Monday  in  January  follow- 
ing his  election,  unless  sooner  removed,  and  until  his 
successor  is  elected  and  qualified :  provided,  that  if 
elected  to  fill  an  existing  vacancy  he  shall  hold  office 
only  for  the  remainder  of  the  unexpired  term. 

Section  21.  The  mayor  shall  have  the  power  to  ap-

joint  ballot  of  the  board  of  aldermen  and  the  school 
committee,  the  member  so  elected  to  be  a  resident  of

It  shall  annually  appoint  a  superintendent  of  schools, 
w^ho  shall  also  be  its  secretary  but  who  shall  not  be  one 
of  its  members.

He  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as 
may  be  prescribed  by  the  board  of  aldermen,  and  he  shall 
perform  all  the  duties  and  exercise  all  the  powers  assigned 
by  law  to  city  clerks  or  town  clerks,  so  far  as  such  laws 
can  apply  to  said  city.  In  his  absence  a  clerk  of  the 
board  of  aldermen  pro  tempore  shall  be  chosen,  who 
shall  be  sworn  to  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties. 

Section  32.  The  city  treasurer  and  collector  of  taxes 
shall  collect  all  moneys  due  the  city,  except  license  fees 
or  other  moneys  the  collection  of  which  is  otherwise  pro- 
vided for  by  law.  He  shall  have  the  custody  of  and  pay 
out  all  moneys,  and  cause  an  accurate  account  of  the  same 
to  be  kept  in  proper  bookkeeping  form,  and  shall  perform 
such  other  duties  as  the  ordinances  prescribe ;  he  shall 
also  perform  all  the  duties  and  exercise  all  the  powers 
assigned  by  law  to  city  treasurers  and  collectors  of  taxes, 
or  town  treasurers  and  collectors  of  taxes,  so  far  as  such 
laws  can  apply  to  said  city. 

Section  33.  The  city  auditor  shall  perform  such 
duties  as  the  ordinances  prescribe. 

Section  34.  The  city  solicitor  shall  perform  such 
duties  as  the  ordinances  prescribe.

Section  3G.  As  soon  after  the  organization  of  the 
city  government  under  this  act  as  may  be  convenient 
the  mayor  shall  appoint,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the 
board  of  aldermen,  five  persons  to  be  assessors  of  taxes, 
to  serve,  two  for  three  years,  two  for  two  years  and  one 
for  one  year,  and  thereafter  the  mayor  shall  annually  as 
soon  after  the  organization  of  the  government  as  may  be 
convenient  appoint  in  the  same  manner  a  person  or  per- 
sons for  a  term  of  three  years,  to  succeed  those  whose 
respective  terms  of  office  shall  have  expired.

TITLE    VII.       GENERAL    PKOVISIONS. 

Section  46.  The  heads  of  departments  and  all  other 
officers  and  boards  whose  duties  involve  the  expenditure 
of  ])u1>lic  money  shall  annually  in  the  month  of  January 
or  February  present  to  the  mayor  an  itemized  estimate 
of  the  money  required  for  their  respective  de})artnients 
or  offices  during  the  current  financial  year,  who  shall  ex- 
amine and  submit  the  same,  with  his  recommendations 
for  appropriations,  to  the  l)oard  of  aldermen  during  the 
month  of  February  or  March. 

Section  47.  Every  administrative  board,  through  its 
chairman,  and  every  officer  having  charge  of  a  depart- 
ment, shall,  at  the  request  of  the  board  of  aldermen, 
appear  before  it  and  give  such  information  as  it  may 
require  in  relation  to  any  matter,  act  or  thing  connected 
with  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  such  board  or  officer ; 
and  when  so  requested  to  appear  the  officer  who  appears 
shall  have  the  right  to  speak  upon  all  matters  then  under 
consideration  relating  to  his  department. 

Section  48.  No  sum  appropriated  for  a  specific  pur- 
pose shall  be  expended  for  any  other  purpose,  unless  by 
authority  of  the  board  of  aldermen  iirst  obtained  ;  and 
no  expenditure  shall  be  made  and  no  liability  incurred 
by  or  in  behalf  of  the  city  until  the  board  of  aldermen 
has  duly  voted  an  appropriation  sufficient  to  meet  such 
expenditure  or  liability,  except  that  after  the  expiration 
of  the  financial  year  and  before  the  making  of  the  regular 
annual  appropriations  liabilities  payable  out  of  a  regular 
annual  appropriation  may  be  incurred  or  payments  made 
to  an  amount  not  exceeding  one  fourth  of  the  total  ap- 
propriation made  for  similar  purposes  in  the  preceding 
year. 

Section  49.  Xo  member  of  a  committee  of  the  board 
of  aldermen  shall  directly  or  indirectly  take  part  in  the 
employment  of  labor,  the  expenditure  of  public  money, 
the  making  of  contracts,  the  purchase  of  materials  or 
supplies,  the  construction,  alteration  or  repair  of  any 
public  works  or  other  property,  or  in  the  care,  custody 
or  management  of  the  same,  or  in  the  conduct  of  the 
executive  or  administrative  business  of  the  city.  No 
member  of  the  executive  or  legislative  department  shall 
appear  as  counsel  before  any  officer  or  board  of  the 
citv.

ized  to  establish  a  fire  department,  to  consist  ot  an  en-  department. 
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gineer,  twQ  assistant  engineer.?,  and  as  many  firemen  as 
may  be  deemed  necessary  by  the  engineer. 

Section  2.  The  engineer  shall  serve  for  a  term  of  one 
year  and  until  his  successor  is  elected.  He  shall  be  elected 
by  the  town  at  the  annual  town  meeting ;  but  an 'engineer 
may  be  elected  during  the  current  year  at  a  special  town 
meeting  duly  called  for  that  purpose,  and  if  so  elected  his 
term  shall  expire  at  the  next  annual  town  meeting.  The 
engineer  shall  have  the  sole  direction  and  supervision  of 
the  fire  department,  and  shall  have  supreme  authority  at 
all  fires,  including  the  authority  to  order  the  destruction 
of  any  building  in  order  to  prevent  the  spread  of  a  fire. 
He  shall  have  all  the  powers  and  perform  all  the  duties 
of  fire  wards  and  of  forest  fire  wards.  He  shall  appoint 
two  assistant  engineers,  and  he  may  remove  them  at  any 
time.  If  not  so  removed  their  terms  of  office  shall  ex- 
pire at  the  annual  town  meeting.  They  shall  be  assist- 
ants to  the  engineer,  and  shall  perform  such  duties  as  he 
assigns  to  them.  In  case  of  absence  or  disability  of  the 
engineer  he  may  appoint  one  of  the  assistant  engineers 
to  act  in  his  stead ;  and  in  such  case  the  said  assistant 
engineer  shall  have  for  the  time  being  all  the  powers  of 
the  enofineer.  In  case  the  enoineer  when  absent  or  dis- 
abled  fails  so  to  authorize  an  assistant  engineer,  then  the 
older  of  the  two  assistant  engineers  shall  exercise  the  said 
powers ;  and  in  case  he  is  absent  or  disabled  the  other 
assistant  engineer  shall  exercise  them.

Whoever  steals  or,  with  intent  to  defraud, 
obtains  by  a  false  pretence  the  money  or  personal  chattel 
of  another,  or  whoever  unlawfully  and  with  intent  to  steal 
or  to  embezzle  converts  to  his  own  use  or  secretes  with 
intent  to  convert  to  his  own  use  the  money  or  personal 
chattel  of  another,  whether  such  money  or  personal  chat- 
tel is  or  is  not  in  his  possession  at  the  time  of  such  con- 
version or  secretion,  shall  be  guilty  of  larceny,  and  may 
be  indicted  and  punished  for  that  crime. 

Section  2.  The  preceding  section  shall  not  apply  to 
any  purchase  of  property  by  means  of  a  false  pretence 
relating  to  the  purchaser's  means  or  ability  to  pay,  when 
by  the  terms  of  the  })urchase  payment  for  the  same  is  not 
to  be  made  upon  or  before  the  delivery  of  the  property 
purchased,  unless  such  pretence  is  made  in  writing  and 
signed  by  the  party  to  be  charged. 

Section  3.  Nothing  herein  shall  apply  to  or  affect

Section  eighty-five  of  chapter  five  hundred  ^^^1^^^^^,*  ^  ^^' 
and  forty-eight  of  the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred 
and  ninety-eight  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  the 
word  "it",  in  the  third  line,  the  words:  —  and  may  fix 
the  numl)er  of  persons  of  whom  it  shall  consist,  —  so  as 
to  read  as  follows:  —  Section  85.     A  state,  city  or  town  committees 
conmiittee  may  make  rules  and  regulations,  not  inconsist-  "i'les^Dd'reg- 
ent  with  law,  for  its  proceedings  and  relative  to  caucuses  uumber  o^'' 
called  by  it,  and  may  fix  the  number  of  persons  of  whom  members,  etc.

Said  notice  shall  be  signed  by  one  or  more  qualified  voters 
of  the  ward,  town  or  district  for  which  the  caucus  is  called, 
and  shall  designate  by  name  or  office  the  person  who  shall 
call  such  caucus  to  order,  and  he  shall  preside  until  a  chair- 
man is  chosen.  In  his  absence  the  caucus  may  choose  a 
temporary  chairman.  The  first  business  in  order  shall  I)e 
the  organization  of  the  caucus  by  the  choice  of  a  chair- 
man, a  secretary,  and  such  other  officers  as  the  meeting 
may  require.  The  persons  receiving  the  highest  number 
of  votes  shall  be  declared  elected  or  nominated.  The 
caucus  may  adopt  regulations  not  inconsistent  with  this 
act. 

Section  6.  Section  one  hundred  and  seventy-nine  of 
said  chapter  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  in  the  first 
and  second  lines,  the  words  "  not  divided  into  voting  pre- 
cincts ",  so  as  to  read  as  follows  :  —  Section  1 79.

PRESERVATION   OP   TREES.  "' 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  asfolloivs: 

Section  1.  Every  town  shall  at  its  annual  meeting  for  Tree  wardens, 
the  election  of  town  officers  elect  a  tree  warden,  who  shall  etc.  '  ' 
serve  for  one  year  and  until  his  successor  is  elected  and 
qualified.  He  may  appoint  such  number  of  deputy  tree 
wardens  as  he  deems  expedient,  and  may  at  any  time  re- 
move them  from  office.  He  and  his  deputies  shall  receive 
such  compensation  for  their  services  as  the  town  may  de- 
termine, and,  in  default  of  such  determination,  as  the 
selectmen  may  prescribe.  He  shall  have  the  care  and 
control  of  all  public  shade  trees  in  the  town,  except  those 
in  public  parks  or  open  places  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
})ark  commissioners,  and  of  these  also  he  shall  take  the 
care  and  control  if  so  requested  in  writing  by  the  park 
commissioners.  He  shall  expend  all  funds  appropriated 
for  the  setting  out  and  maintenance  of  such  trees.  He 
may  prescribe  such  regulations  for  the  care  and  preserva- 
tion of  such  trees,  enforced  by  suitable  fines  and  forfeit- 
ures, not  exceeding  twenty  dollars  in  any  one  case,  as  he 
may  deem  just  and  expedient ;  and  such  regulations,  when 
apj)roved  by  the  selectmen  and  posted  in  two  or  more 
public  places  in  the  town,  shall  have  the  force  and  effect 
of  town  by-laws.

naturally  breed :  provided,  hoicever,  that  where  an  owner 
or  lessee  of  real  estate  shall,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  tree 
warden,  annually  exterminate  all  insect  pests  upon  the 
trees  and  other  plants  within  the  limits  of  any  public 
way  or  place  abutting  on  said  real  estate,  such  trees  and 
plants  shall  be  exempt  from  the  provisions  of  this  sec- 
tion. 

Section  5.  Whoever  affixes  to  any  tree  in  a  public 
way  or  place  a  playbill,  picture,  announcement,  notice, 
advertisement  or  other  thing,  whether  in  writing  or  other- 
wise, or  cuts,  paints  or  marks  such  tree,  e.xcept  for  the 
purpose  of  protecting  it  and  under  a  written  permit  from 
the  tree  warden,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding 
fifty  dollars  for  each  ofience. 

Whoever  wantonly  injures,  defaces,  breaks 
or  destroys  an  ornamental  or  shade  tree  within  the  limits 
of  any  public  way  or  place  shall  forfeit  not  less  than  five 
nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  to  be  recovered  hy 
complaint,  one  half  to  the  complainant  and  the  other  half 
to  the  use  of  the  town.

■of  aldermen,  either  from  non-election,  death,  resignation 
or  otherwise,  an  election  to  fill  the  vacancy  shall  be  held 
on  such  day  as  shall  be  determined  by  the  remaining  mem- 
bers of  the  board,  whether  a  quorum  or  otherwise,  and 
the  same  proceedings  shall  be  had  as  are  hereinbefore  pro- 
vided for  at  an  annual  election.  The  course  so  prescribed 
shall  be  repeated  as  may  be  necessary  until  a  full  board 
of  aldermen  is  elected. 

Section  4.  Every  nomination  of  a  candidate  for  alder-  Nomination  of 
man  to  be  made  by  a  political  party  which  at  the  preced-  ''''°'*"^"""'- 
ing  state  election  polled  for  governor  three  per  cent  of 
all  the  votes  cast  in  the  state  for  that  office,  shall  be  made 
by  direct  plurality  vote  at  party  caucuses  held  in  the  sev- 
eral w^ards  in  the  districts  in  which  the  candidates  are 
to  be  voted  for  at  the  election,  and  the  name  of  the  per- 
son who  in  the  aggregate  of  all  the  votes  cast  in  a  district 
for  alderman  receives  the  greatest  number  of  such  votes, 
shall  have  his  name  placed  on  the  official  election  ballot 
as  the  candidate  of  the  party  for  alderman  of  that  district, 
except  that  in  the  fourth  and  ninth  districts  provided  for 
by  this  act  the  person  receiving  the  greatest  number  of 
such  votes  and  the  person  receiving  the  next  greatest  num- 
ber of  such  votes  shall  have  their  names  so  placed. 

Section  5.    In  case  of  a  failure  to  nominate  in  any  dis-  Proceedings  in 
trict  by  reason  of  a  tie  vote,  or  of  the  death,  withdrawal  ^rnominate'/^ 
or  ineligibility  of  any  candidate  nominated  as  aforesaid,  "^''^^''^^^^'ei'^- 
the  chairman  and  secretary  of  the  city  committee  of  the 
party  holding  the  caucus  shall  forthwith  call  together  in 
convention  all  the  members  of  the  ward  committees   in 
the  wards  comprising  such  district.     Said  chairman  and 
secretary  shall  act  as  chairman  and  secretary,  respectively, 
of  the  convention,  but  shall  have  no  right  to  vote  by  virtue 
of  their  offices.     The  secretary  shall  call  the  roll  of  the 
convention,  and  each  member  shall  rise  and  announce  for 
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whom  he  votes.  The  candidate  receiving  the  majority  of 
all  the  votes  so  cast  shall  be  declared  the  nominee  of  the 
party  for  that  district,  and  the  chairman  and  secretary  of 
the  convention  shall  forthwith  certify  the  fact  to  the  board 
of  election  commissioners,  who  shall  place  his  name  upon 
the  official  ballot. 

Section  6.  Nomination  by  nomination  papers  of  a 
candidate  for  alderman  to  be  voted  for  at  such  caucuses, 
shall  be  made  only  by  papers  containing  the  signatures  of 
not  less  than  five  registered  voters  of  each  ward  in  the 
aldermanic  district  for  which  the  nomination  is  to  be  made, 
who  shall  be  members  of  the  party  holding  the  caucus. 

Section  7 .  Nomination  by  nomination  papers  of  a  can- 
didate for  alderman  to  be  voted  for  at  an  election  shall  be 
made  only  by  papers  containing  the  signatures  of  at  least 
one  hundred  registered  voters  of  the  district. 

Section  8.  The  ballots  cast  at  such  caucuses  and  the 
returns  for  the  candidates  voted  for  thereat  shall  be  re- 
turned to  the  board  of  election  commissioners  of  said  city 
as  ballots  and  returns  of  elections  in  said  city  are  returned, 
and  said  board  shall  have  the  same  power  and  perform  the 
same  duties  in  determining  the  results  of  said  caucuses  as 
in  determining  the  results  of  elections  in  the  several  pre- 
cincts of  said  city.  Said  board  shall  place  on  the  official 
election  ballot  the  names  of  all  candidates  for  aldermen 
nominated  at  caucuses  or  by  nomination  papers  as  afore- 
said. 

Section  9.  All  provisions  of  law  relating  to  political 
conventions,  nominations,  caucuses  and  elections,  and  to 
the  votes  cast  thereat,  applicable  to  and  not  inconsistent 
with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  apply  to  political 
conventions,  nominations,  caucuses  and  elections  herein 
provided  for. 

Section  10.  Each  alderman  shall  hold  office  for  one 
year  beginning  with  the  first  Monday  in  January  follow- 
ing his  election,  and  he  shall  receive  a  salary  of  fifteen 
hundred  dollars,  in  equal  monthly  payments.  All  provi- 
sions of  law  applicable  to  the  board  of  aldermen,  the  tem- 
porary and  permanent  chairman,  and  the  members  thereof, 
not  inconsistent  with  this  act,  shall  apply  to  the  board  of 
aldermen  and  the  members  thereof  elected  under  this  act. 

Section  11.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent 
herewith  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  12.    This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

DITIONAL   WATEK   SUPPLY.  ^ 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  foUoics : 

Section  1.     The  city  of  Brockton,  for  the  iiurpo8e  of  Maj  takecei. 

1  ,  11111  *■'*'"  waters, 

increasing  its  water  supply,  may  take  and  hold  the  water  iands,  etc. 
of  Silver  lake  in  the  towns  of  Plympton,  Kingston,  Hali- 
fax and  Pembroke,  and  may  also  take,  by  purchase  or 
otherwise,  and  hold  all  lands,  rights  of  way  and  ease- 
ments necessary  for  holding  and  preserving  such  water 
and  protecting  its  purity  :  provided,  that  water  for  domes-  Proviso. 
tic  purposes,  and  lands  necessary  for  preserving  the  quality 
of  such  water,  shall  be  taken  only  with  the  advice  and 
approval  of  the  state  board  of  health. 

Section  2.  Said  city  may  erect  on  the  land  thus  taken  May  erect 
or  held  proper  dams,  reservoirs,  filter  basins,  buildings,  pipes^'ttV  "^ 
fixtures  and  other  structures,  and  may  make  excavations, 
procure  and  operate  machinery,  and  may  provide  such 
other  means  and  appliances  as  may  be  necessary  for  the 
establishment  and  maintenance  of  complete  and  eftective 
water  works  ;  and  may  establish  all  necessary  conduits, 
pipes  and  other  suitable  structures  for  distributing  water 
in  said  city,  and  may  construct  and  lay  down  aqueducts, 
conduits,  pipes  and  other  works  in,  under,  through  or 
over  any  lands,  water  courses,  railroads,  or  public  or 
private  ways,  within  the  limits  of  said  city,  or  from  said 
city  through  any  of  said  towns,  or  through  the  towns  of 
Whitman  and  Hanson  to  said  Silver  lake,  and  along  any 
such  ways  in  such  manner  as  not  unnecessarily  to  obstruct 
the  same.  For  the  purpose  of  constructing,  maintaining 
and  repairing  such  conduits,  pipes  and  other  works,  and 
for  all  proper  purposes  of  this  act,  said  city  may  dig  up 
such  lands,  and,  under  the  direction  of  the  board  of  select- 
men of  the  town  in  which  such  ways  are  situated,  may 
enter  upon  and  dig  up  any  such  ways  in  such  manner  as 
to  cause  the  least  hindrance  to  public  travel  thereon,  and 
shall  restore  and  keep  in  repair  such  ways,  where  they 
have  been  dug  up,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  selectmen  of 
the  towns  in  which  such  ways  are  situated.  The  width 
to  which  land  may  be  condemned  for  such  aqueducts, 
pipes  and  conduits  shall  not  exceed  five  rods. 

Section  3.  Said  city  shall,  within  sixty  days  after  the  Description  of 
taking  of  any  lands,  rights  of  way,  water  rights,  water  b'e"reco^rded.° 
sources  or  easements  under  this  act,  otherwise  than  by 
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purchase,  file  and  cause  to  be  recorded  in  the  registry  of 
deeds  for  the  county  within  which  the  same  are  situated 
a  description  thereof  sufficiently  accurate  for  identifica- 
tion, with  a  statement  of  the  purpose  for  which  the  same 
were  taken,  signed  by  the  water  commissioners  of  said 
city. 

^iude™tni!tnie8      SECTION  4.     Said  city  shall  have  power  to  exclude  all 

and  impuriticB,  structurcs  and  impurities  from  lands  taken  by  condemna- 
tion or  otherwise  for  the  purposes  of  this  act,  and  if  any

contemplated  is  then  completed,  supply  such  town  with 
water  from  Silver  lake  for  the  extinguishment  of  fires 
and  for  domestic  and  other  purposes.  In  case  a  town  not 
herein  named  desires  a  supply  of  water  as  aforesaid  such 
town  shall  first  obtain  from  the  state  board  of  health  an 
opinion  in  writing  to  the  efl'ect  that  Silver  lake  is  a  natural 
and  proper  source  of  supply  for  the  town,  and  upon  })res- 
entation  of  such  an  opinion  the  water  commissioners  shall 
furnish  water  to  said  town  by  delivering  the  same  in  a 
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main  water  pipe,  reservoir  or  tank  of  the  town,  under  the 
head  or  pressure  required  and  maintained  by  said  city, 
unless  it  be  delivered  in  some  other  manner  by  agreement 
between  the  parties  interested.  Said  commissioners  shall 
have  the  direction  and  control  of  all  connections  made 
between  the  city  and  town  systems,  but  the  cost  of  such 
connections  shall  be  paid  by  the  town  for  which  they  are 
made. 

Section  10.  The  price  to  be  paid  by  any  town  for 
water  delivered  to  it,  or  by  any  person,  corporation  or 
water  company  taking  said  water  under  authority  of  the 
selectmen  of  such  town,  if  not  determined  by  mutual 
agreement,  shall  be  determined  by  three  commissioners 
to  be  appointed  by  the  supreme  judicial  court,  upon  ap- 
plication of  either  party  and  notice  to  the  other  ;  and  the 
award  of  said  commissioners  when  accepted  by  the  court 
shall  be  binding  upon  the  parties  for  the  term  of  five  years. 

Section  11.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  interfere  with

to  be  appropriated,  and  the  length  of  time,  if  any,  during 
which  it  has  been  in  use.  In  case  such  label,  trade-mark, 
stamp  or  form  of  advertisement  has  not  been  and  is  not 
intended  to  be  used  in  connection  with  merchandise,  then 
the  particular  purpose  or  use  for  which  it  has  been  or  is 
intended  shall  be  stated  in  the  cei-tificate.  Such  certificate 
shall  be  accompanied  by  a  written  declaration,  verified 
under  oath  by  the  person  or  by  some  member  of  the  firm, 
or  ofiicer  of  the  association,  union  or  corporation  by  which 
it  is  filed,  to  the  efl'ect  that  the  part}'  so  filing  such  label, 
trade-mark,  stamp  or  form  of  advertisement  has  a  right 
to  use  the  same,  and  that  no  other  person,  firm,  associa- 
tion, union  or  corporation  has  the  right  to  such  use,  either 
in  the  identical  form  or  in  any  such  near  resemblance 
thereto  as  may  be  calculated  to  deceive,  and  that  the 
copies  or  facsimiles  filed  therewith  are  true  and  correct.

Section  3.  Any  person  aggrieved  by  any  charge  for 
watering  streets  by  the  city  may,  on  application  to  the 
board  of  street  commissioners  within  one  month  after 
notice  of  such  charge  has  been  given  to  him,  have  such 
charge  considered  by  said  board,  and  the  board,  if  such 
action  is  required  to  make  the  charge  reasonable,  shall 
abate  a  part  or  the  whole  thereof,  and  if  the  charge  has 
been  paid  the  treasurer  of  the  city  shall,  on  the  certificate 
of  the  board  stating  the  amount  abated,  repay  such  amount. 

Section  4.  The  provisions  of  chapter  four  hundred 
and  nineteen  of  the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred 
and  ninety-seven,  relating  to  the  watering  of  streets  in 
cities,  shall,  so  far  as  they  are  applicable  and  not  incon- 
sistent with  this  act,  apply  to  the  collection  of  assess- 
ments for  watering  streets  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act. 

Section  5.     This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

Section  1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  have  PereonBin

Commonwealth,  except  boilers  and  engines  upon  locorao-  be"rce*n8*'ed!' *° 
tives,  motor  road  vehicles,  boilers  in  private  residences, 
boilers  in  apartment  houses  of  less  than  live  flats,  boilers 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States,  boilers  used 
for  agricultural  purposes  exclusively,  boilers  of  less  than 
eight  horse  power,  and  boilers  used  for  heating  purposes 
exclusively  which  are  provided  with  a  device  approved 
by  the  chief  of  the  district  police  limiting  the  pressure 
carried  to  fifteen  pounds  to  the  square  inch,  unless  he

ninety  days,  except  in  tlie  case  of  an  appeal  as  herein- 
after provided.  A  license  shall  continue  in  force  for 
three  years,  or  until  the  same  is  revoked  for  incompetency 
or  untrustworthiness  ;  and  a  license  shall  remain  revoked 
until  a  new  license  is  granted.  A  license,  unless  revoked, 
shall  at  the  end  of  said  three  years  be  renewed  by  an  ex- 
aminer of  engineers  upon  application  and  without  exam- 
ination, if  the  application  for  renewal  is  made  within  six 
months  of  the  expiration  of  the  license.  In  case  a  new 
license  of  a  different  grade  is  issued  the  old  license  must 
be  destroyed  in  the  presence  of  the  examiner.  In  case 
of  the  loss  of  a  license  bj'  tire  or  other  means  a  new 
license  shall  be  issued  in  its  place,  without  re-examina- 
tion, upon  satisfactory  proof  of  such  loss  to  an  examiner. 

Section  4.  Licenses  shall  be  granted  according  to  the 
competency  of  the  applicant,  and  shall  be  distributed  in 
the  following  classes  :  — Engineers'  licenses  :  — First  class, 
unlimited  in  horse  power.  Second  class,  to  have  charge 
of  and  operate  any  boiler  or  boilers  and  any  engine  not 
exceeding  one  hundred  and  fifty  horse  power.  Third 
class,  to  have  charge  of  and  operate  any  single  boiler  and 
any  engine  not  exceeding  fifty  horse  power.  Firemen's 
licenses  :  — First,  to  operate  any  boiler  or  boilers.  Second, 
to  have  charge  of  and  operate  low  pressure  heating  boilers 
where  the  pressure  carried  is  less  than  twenty-five  pounds 
to  the  square  inch.  Any  person  desiring  to  have  charge 
of  or  to  operate  any  particular  steam  plant  or  type  of 
plant,  may  be  examined  as  to  his  competency  for  such 
service  and  no  other,  and  if  found  competent  and  trust- 
worthy shall  be  granted  a  license  for  such  service  and  no 
other ;  and  the  holder  of  such  special  license  may  have 
the  same  transferred  to  some  other  particular  plant  of  the 
same  type  and  horse  power,  without  re-examination. 

Section  5.  The  words  "have  charge",  in  this  act, 
shall  be  construed  to  designate  the  person  under  whose 
supervision  a  boiler  or  engine  is  operated.  The  "  person 
operating  ",  shall  be  understood  to  mean  any  and  all  per- 
sons actually  engaged  in  generating  steam  in  any  power 
boiler. 

Section  6.  The  horse  power  of  any  boiler  shall  be 
ascertained  upon  the  basis  of  three  horse  power  for  each 
square  foot  of  grate  surface,  for  a  power  boiler,  and  on 
the  basis  of  one  and  one  half  horse  power  for  each  square 
foot  of  grate  surface,  if  the  boiler  is  used  for  heating  pur- 
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poses  exclusively.  The  engine  power  shall  be  reckoned 
upon  a  basis  of  a  mean  effective  pressure  of  forty  pounds 
per  square  inch  of  piston  for  a  simple  engine  ;  fifty  pounds 
for  a  condensing  engine  ;  and  seventy  pounds  for  a  com- 
pound engine,  reckoned  upon  area  of  high  pressure  piston. 

Section  7.     All  applications  for  licenses  shall  be  ac-i">Hfor 
companied  by  a  fee  of  one  dollar.

Major's  rock 
is  marked  by  a  irranite  tablet  three  feet  square  and  one 
foot  thick,  firmly  fastened  to  the  rock  antl  with  a  circular 
opening  in  the  centre,  showing  the  copper  bolt  placed 
there  by  Borden  in  his  survey  as  a  point  on  the  northern 
boundary  of  Massachusetts,  and  adopted  by  the  commis- 
sioners.

The  term  of 
office  of  the  appointed  members  shall  be  two  years,  and 
one  of  them  shall  retire  from  office  on  the  first  Monday 
in  February  in  each  year.  The  city  physician  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  mayor  and  aldermen  for  a  term  of  three 
years  beginning  on  the  first  INIonday  in  February.  Said 
board  shall  have  all  the  powers  and  perform  all  the  duties 
now  by  law  vested  in  and  incumbent  upon  boards  of  health.

Section  28.  No  exponditure  of  pul)lic  money  shall  be 
made  by  any  ojfficer  or  l)()ard,  nor  liability  incurred  by  or 
on  behalf"  of  the  city  beyond  the  amount  duly  appropriated 
therefor,  contained  in  Ihe  annual  appropriation  order,  or 
subsequently  appro{)riated  and  thereafter  granted  by  order 
of  the  board  of  aldermen. 

Section  29.  Every  person  who  is  elected  and  every 
person  who  is  appointed  by  the  mayor  to  an  office  shall 
receive  a  certificate  of  such  election  or  appointment  from 
the  city  clerk,  and,  except  as  otherwise  provided  by  law,  be- 
fore performing  any  act  under  his  election  or  appointment, 
shall  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  to  qualify  him  to  enter 
upon  his  duties.  A  record  of  such  oath  shall  be  made  by 
the  city  clerk.  Any  oath  required  by  this  act  may  be 
administered  by  the  mayor  or  by  any  officer  authorized  by 
law  to  administer  oaths.  Records  of  transactions  of  all 
officers  and  boards  shall  be  properly  kept,  and  shall,  sub- 
ject to  such  reasonable  restrictions  as  the  board  of  alder- 
men may  prescribe,  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  public.

An  Act  relative  to  military  aid.  Ch(l7).'d72 

Be  itetittcted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Any  city  or  town  may  raise  money  and,  military  aid. 
under  the  direction  of  its  mayor  and  aldermen  or  select- 
men, may,  under  the  following  conditions,  pay  part  thereof 
as  military  aid  to,  or  expend  it  for,  any  worthy  person 
who  shall  have  the  qualifications  of  the  first  class  of  per- 
sons described  in  section  two,  or  of  the  second  class  de- 
scribed in  section  three,  or  of  the  third  class  described  in 
section  four,  or  of  the  fourth  class  described  in  section 
five  of  this  act. 

Section  2.     Each  person  of  the  first   class   shall   be  First  class 
qualified  as  follows  :  —  qualifications. 

First.     He  shall  have  his  settlement  under  the  pauper 
laws  in  the  city  or  town  aiding  him. 
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FirKtciasR  Secoiid.     Ho    sliall    lijive    served  as  a  soldier,    sailor, 

marine  or  commissioned  officer  in  the  army  or  navy  of 
the  United  States  to  the  credit  of  this  Commonwealth, 
either  in  the  civil  war  between  the  nineteenth  day  of 
April  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one  and 
the  first  day  of  Sei)temher  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred 
and  sixty-tive,  or  in  the  war  with  Spain,  which  for  the 
purposes  of  this  act  is  defined  as  having  begun  on  the 
fifteenth  day  of  February  and  ended  on  the  twelfth  day 
of  August  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-eight. 
Or  he  shall  have  served  in  such  army  or  navy  to  the  credit 
of  any  other  state,  between  the  nineteenth  day  of  April 
in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one  and  the  eight- 
eenth day  of  March  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and 
sixty-two,  having  been  a  resident  of  this  Commonwealth, 
actually  living  therein  at  the  time  of  his  enlistment ;  or  in 
such  army  or  navy  in  one  of  the  volunteer  military  organ- 
♦izations  of  this  Commonwealth  known  as  three  months' 
men,  ninety  days'  men,  or  one  hundred  days'  men,  mus- 
tered into  the  United  States  service  in  April,  May,  June 
or  July  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one,  or  in 
April,  May,  July  or  August  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred 
and  sixty-four ;  or  he  shall  have  served  in  such  army  or 
navy,  having  been  mustered  into  the  service  of  the  United 
States,  at  some  time  between  the  first  day  of  May  and  the 
first  day  of  October  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and 
sixty-two,  while  having  a  residence  and  actually  living  in 
this  Commonwealth,  and  while  being  a  member  of  one  of 
the  military  organizations  of  the  Massachusetts  volunteer 
militia  known  as  the  Boston  cadets,  the  Salem  cadets, 
the  eighth  battery  of  light  artillery,  or  company  B  of  the 
seventh  regiment  of  infantry  ;  or  he  shall  have  served  in 
such  navy,  being  one  of  the  persons  since  included  in  the 
list  of  officers,  sailors  and  marines  prepared  by  the  ad- 
jutant general  in  accordance  with  chapter  fifteen  of  the 
resolves  of  the  3'ear  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-five 
and  chapter  eight  of  the  resolves  of  the  year  eighteen 
hundred  and  eightx',  and  having  })een  appointed  or  mus- 
tered into  and  served  in  such  naval  service  of  the  United 
States  while  an  actual  resident  of  this  Commonwealth  ; 
or  who  served  in  the  regidar  army  of  the  United  Stat(>s 
in  the  civil  war,  or  in  the  regular  army  or  navy  of  the 
United  States  in  the  war  with  Spain,  having  been  ap- 
pointed or  enlisted  therein  while  a  citizen  of  this  Com- 
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moiiwoalth,    luivin^    a    rosidenco    and    actually    re.sidin<j  First cin«» 
therein. 

Third.  He  shall  have  been  honorably  discharged  from 
such  United  States  service  and  from  all  appointments  and 
enlistments  therein. 

Fourth.  He  shall  be  a  poor  and  indio^ent  person,  stand- 
inyf  in  need  of  relief  by  reason  of  sickness  or  other  phys- 
ical disabilit}',  who  would  otherwise  be  entitled  to  relief 
under  the  pauper  laws. 

Fifth.  He  shall  not  be,  directly  or  indirectly,  in  the 
receipt  of  any  other  state  or  military  aid,  or  any  pension 
for  services  or  disabilities  incurred  in  either  of  said  wars. 

Sixth.  He  shall  not  be  entitled,  under  the  laws  of  the 
United  States  or  under  the  rules  governing  such  institu- 
tions, to  admission  to  any  national  soldiers'  or  sailors' 
home,  and  his  disability  must  have  arisen  from  causes 
independent  of  his  service  aforesaid,  except  in  cases  of 
api)Iicants  for  })ensions,  while  their  applications  are  pend- 
ing, as  to  which  the  mayor  and  aldermen  or  selectmen  are 
convinced  upon  evidence,  first  reported  to  the  commis- 
sioners of  state  aid  and  satisfactory  to  them,  that  justice 
and  necessity  require  such  aid  to  prevent  actual  suffering, 
and  in  case  of  such  unmarried  applicants  that  they  cannot 
obtain  assistance  at  a  national  soldiers'  or  sailors'  home. 

Section  3.  Each  person  of  the  second  class  shall  second  ciae» 
have  his  settlement  under  the  pauper  laws  in  the  city  or 
town  aiding  him,  and  ])e  further  qualified  as  follows  :  — 
He  shall  be  an  invalid  pensioner  and  entitled  to  receive 
state  aid  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  three  hundred 
and  one  of  the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety-four  or  of  any  act  of  the  current  year  passed  in 
continuance  of  the  whole  or  of  a  part  thereof,  whose 
pension  and  state  aid  shall  be  inadequate  for  his  relief, 
and  who  would  otherwise  receive  relief  under  the  pauper 
laws ;  but  while  actually  aided  under  such  chapter  he 
shall  not  receive  aid  under  this  act.

No  person  shall  be  compelled  to  receive 
military  aid.  No  person  shall  receive  military  aid  on  ac- 
count of  his  service  in  the  war  with  Spain  unless  he  Avas

On  petitions  to  the  supreme  judicial  court  ^J'Jjf^^g^fo 
for  the  construction  of  wills  or  for  instructions  in  reference  Bupremejudi- 
to  wills  the  court,  instead  of  the  notice  now  required  by  the conatruction 
law,  may  order  that  notice  of  the  petition  and  of  the  time  °^'^'"^' 
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and  place  appointed  for  hearing  the  same  ma}^  be  given 
by  serving  such  notice  on  such  number,  re})resenting  all 
possiI)le  interests,  of  the  parties  in  interest  as  the  court 
shall  order,  and  by  publication  three  weeks  successively 
in  such  newspaper  as  the  court  shall  order,  and  further 
notice  need  not  be  required  if  all  possible  interests  shall 
be  represented  by  parties  before  the  court.  If  it  shall 
appear  that  any  possible  interest  is  not  represented  before 
the  court,  further  service  may  be  ordered  by  the  court, 
until  all  possible  interests  are  represented  by  persons  be- 
fore the  court  or  by  a  guardian  ad  litem  appointed  by  the 
court.

Within  thirty  days  after  the  passage  of 
this  act  the  governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
council,  shall  appoint  a  commission,  to  be  known  as  the 
Wachusett  Mountain  State  Reservation  Commission,  con- 
sisting of  three  persons,  who  shall  be  residents  of  the 
county  of  Worcester,  one  member  of  said  commission  to 
be  appointed  for  the  term  of  two  years,  one  for  the  term 
of  four  years  and  one  for  the  term  of  six  years  ;  and  there 
shall  be  one  member  of  said  commission  appointed  in  like 
manner  every  two  years  thereafter,  to  serve  for  the  term 
of  six  years  from  the  date  of  his  appointment.

Section  1.  The  metropolitan  park  commission,  created 
l)y  chapter  four  hundred  and  seven  of  the  acts  of  the  year 
eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-three,  for  the  purpose  of 
carrying  out  the  provisions  of  said  act  and  of  all  acts 
in  amendment  thereof  and  in  addition  thereto,  including 
chapters  four  hundred  and  eighty-three  and  five  hundred

office  as  follows :  —  One  of  said  members  for  the  term 
of  three  years,  one  for  the  term  of  two  years  and  one 
for  the  term  of  one  year,  and  thereafter  one  of  said  mem- 
bers shall  be  appointed  annually  for  the  term  of  three 
3^ears.

CONTINUING    OFFENCES. 

Section  1 1 .  Whenever  an  offence  is  charged  as  hav- 
ing been  committed,  or  acts  arc  alleged  as  having  been 
done  during  a  certain  period  of  time  next  before  the  find- 
ing of  the  indictment  or  tlie  making  of  the  complaint,  it 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  sufficient  statement  that  the  acts 
allegred  were  done  on  divers  davs  and  times  embraced 
in  that  period. 

MEANING    OF    WORDS. 

Section  12.  Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this 
section,  the  words  used  in  an  indictment  may  be  con- 
strued in  their  usual  acceptation  in  common  language, 
except  words  and  i)hrases  defined  by  law,  which  are  to 
be  construed  according  to  their  legal  meaning. 

Words  used  in  a  statute  to  define  a  crime  need  not  be 
used  in  the  indictment ;  but  other  w^ords  conveying  the 
same  meaning  may  be  used.

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  an  follows : 

Section  1.  The  board  of  metropolitan  sewerage  com- 
missioners shall,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing,  main- 
taining and  operating  a  system  of  sewage  disposal  for  the 
south  metropolitan  system  as  hereinafter  defined,  con- 
struct, maintain  and  operate  such  mains,  sewers  and  other 
works  as  ma^^  be  necessary,  in  substantial  accordance  with 
plans  outlined  in  a  special  report  of  said  board  to  the  gen-

Said  scrip  or  certificates  of  debt  shall  be  issued 
as  registered  bonds  or  with  interest  coupons  attached,  and 
shall  bear  interest  not  exceeding  four  per  cent  per  annum, 
payable  on  the  first  days  of  March  and  September  in  each 
year.  Said  interest  and  scrip  or  certificates  shall  be  made 
payable,  and  when  due  shall  be  paid,  in  gold  coin  or  its 
equivalent.  Said  scrip  or  certificates  of  debt  shall  be 
designated  on  the  face  thereof  as  the  jMetropolitan  Sewerage 
Loan,  shall  be  countersigned  by  the  governor,  and  shall

Any  notice,  summons,  demand  of  pay-  Service  of 
ment,  or  other  paper  relating  to  taxes,  which  the  col- couecuou^of  ^ 
lector  of  taxes  of  a  city  or  town  is  by  law  required  to  ^^^'^^' 
serve  upon  a  person,  may  be  served  by  delivering  the 
same,  or  a  cop\'  thereof,  to  such  person,  or  by  leaving 
the  same,  or  a  copy  thereof,  at  his  last  and  usual  place 
of  abode  or  of  business,  or  by  sending  the  same,  or  a 
copy  thereof,  through  the  mail,  postpaid,  addressed  to 
him  at  his  last  and  usual  place  of  abode  or  of  business ; 
or  if  such  notice,  summons,  demand  of  payment,  or  other 
paper  relates  to  taxes  on  real  estate,  it  may  be  served  as 
above  provided,  or  may  be  served  by  posting  the  same, 
or  a  copy  thereof,  conspicuously  on  such  real  estate  and 
sending  a  copy  thereof  through  the  mail,  postpaid,  ad- 
dressed to  such  person  at  the  city  or  town  in  which  such 
real  estate  lies  :  pt^ovided,  however,  that  if  either  a  mort-  Proviso.

cent  of  the  aggregate  face  value  of  all  its  then  outstand- 
ing benefit  certificates.  If  any  part  of  such  fund  payable 
by  a  member  under  such  by-laws  remains  unpaid  at  his 
decease  the  same  may  be  deducted  from  the  amount  pay- 
able to  his  beneficiary  or  beneficiaries  :  jirovided,  hoicever, 
that  any  decrease  in  such  face  value  shall  not  require  a 
corresponding  diminution  of  such  emergency  fund.  Such 
death  fund  while  held  in  trust  shall  be  invested  in  secu- 
rities in  which  insurance  companies  are  allowed  by  law 
to  invest  their  capital,  or  deposited  in  safe  banking  in- 
stitutions subject  to  sight  drafts,  for  distribution  to  the 
beneficiaries  aforesaid.  .  Such  emergency  fund  shall  be 
invested  in  securities  in  which  insurance  companies  are 
allowed  Ijy  law  to  invest  their  capital,  but  a  part  thereof, 
not  exceeding  twenty  per  cent,  may  be  invested  in  a  build- 
ing for  use  and  occupancy  by  the  corporation  as  its  home 
office,  within  this  Commonwealth.  Such  securities,  if 
registered  or  recorded,  shall  be  taken  and  stand  in  the 
name  of  the  corporation,  and  such  securities  shall  be 
deposited  with  the  treasurer  of  the  Commonwealth ;  Imt 
the  corporation  shall  have  at  all  times  the  right  to  ex- 
change any  part  of  said  securities  for  others  which  said 
treasurer  may  determine  to  bo  of  equal  value  and  char- 
acter.

The 
construction  of  the  approaches  to  said  canal  from  the  present 
line  of  high  water  upon  the  shores  seaward  at  either  end 
thereof  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  chapter  nine- 
teen of  the  Public  Statutes,  and  said  canal  when  completed 
shall  be  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  harbor  and  land 
commissioners. 

Section  4.     Said  corporation   may  survey,  and  after  certain  sum  to 
dei)ositing  two  hundred  thousand  dollars  with  the  treas-  with  the  treas- 
urer of  the  Commonwealth  as  provided  in  section  twenty-  monweauhf e°! 
three,  may  lay  out  and  have  the  location  of  its  canal,  not 
exceeding  one  thousand  feet  in  width,  and  shall,  within 
four  months  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  file  with  the  Plans  to  be  filed

harbor  and  land  commissioners  a  plan  ot  the  proposed  loca-  land  commis- 
tion,  and  a  plan  of  the  proposed  construction  thereof.     Said  ^'''°®'"^>  ^*°' 
lioard  of  harbor  and  land  commissioners  shall,  after  such 
notice  as  said  commissioners  shall  deem  sufiicient  and  after 
hearing  the  parties  interested,  approve  or  disapprove  said 
plan  of  the  proposed  location  and  the  plan  for  the  con- 
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struction  thereof,  or  may  require  such  modification  of  such 
plans  as  said  commissioners  may  deem  the  public  interest 
to  require.  The  plans  so  approved  or  modified,  being 
accepted  by  said  company,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  the  plans 
of  the  location  and  con.struction  of  said  canal,  and  said 
company  shall  be  authorized  to  construct  its  canal  in 
accordance  therewith.  Said  company  shall  thereupon  file 
the  location  of  said  canal  in  the  registry  of  deeds  for  the 
county  of  Barnstable,  defining  the  courses,  distances  and 
boundaries  thereof,  in  the  manner  provided  for  filing  rail- 
road locations.  Said  corporation  may  from  time  to  time 
purchase  or  take  any  land  or  materials  necessary  for  making 
or  securing  a  convenient  use  of  its  canals,  breakwaters, 
basins,  docks,  wharves,  gates,  highways,  tunnels  or  other 
structures  or  works  in  the  manner  in  which  land  or  mate- 
rials are  taken  for  the  construction  of  railroads. 

Section  5.  Said  corporation  shall  pay  all  damages 
occasioned  to  the  Old  Colony  Railroad  Company  or  to  the 
New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Company 
by  laying  out  and  making  said  canal,  or  by  taking  land  or 
materials  therefor,  or  by  any  change  required  under  this 
act  of  the  road  of  either  of  said  railroad  companies  ;  and 
such  damages,  on  the  application  of  either  paity,  shall  be 
estimated  by  the  county  commissioners  for  the  county  of 
Barnstable,  in  the  manner  and  subject  to  the  rules  of  law 
provided  for  determining  the  damages  for  taking  land  in 
laying  out  railroads.  Either  party  dissatisfied  with  the 
estimate  of  the  county  commissioners  may,  at  any  time 
within  one  year  after  it  is  completed  and  returned,  apply 
by  petition  to  the  superior  court  for  the  county  of  Barn- 
stable for  a  jury  to  assess  the  damages,  and  like  proceedings 
shall  be  had  thereon  as  in  proceedings  for  the  recovery  of 
damages  for  laying  out  raiU'oads. 

Section  6.  The  canal  company,  within  one  month  after 
the  approval  of  its  plans  by  the  board  of  harbor  and  land 
commissioners,  may  apply  to  the  boards  of  railroad  com- 
missioners and  of  harbor  and  land  commissioners,  who  for 
the  purposes  hereinafter  stated  are  constituted  a  joint  board, 
to  determine  at  what  point  or  points  the  railroad  of  the 
Old  Colony  Railroad  Company  shall  cross  said  canal  by  a 
drawbridge  or  bridges,  or  by  a  tunnel  or  tunnels  con- 
structed under  said  canal.  Said  joint  board  thereupon, 
after  notice  to  the  Old  Colony  Railroad  Company  ajid  to 
all  other  parties  interested,  which  notice  shall  be  given  in 
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such  form  as  said  joint  board  shall  direct,  shall  determine 
said  questions,  and  the  decision  of  a  majority  of  said  joint 
board  shall  be  final.  Said  canal  company  shall  construct 
its  canal  with  such  structures  and  appliances  for  its  pro- 
tection and  use  as  said  joint  board  may  order,  together 
with  such  bridge  or  bridges,  tunnel  or  tunnels,  ferries, 
and  changes  of  highways,  under  the  supervision  of  said 
joint  board,  as  shall  be  in  accordance  with  plans  approved 
by  them  and  in  conformity  with  such  orders  as  they  may 
make ;  and  the  supreme  judicial  court  shall  have  juris- 
diction in  equity  to  enforce  such  orders. 

Sectiox  7.  The  board  of  railroad  commissioners,  after  Railroad  com. 
due  notice  to  all  parties  interested  and  after  hearing  all  prescd'irjwhen 
who  shall  appear,  shall  determine  and  prescribe  in  writing  uonofTaUroad 
the  time  when  and  the  manner  in  which  the  Old  Colony  staii  be  altered. 
Kailroad  Company  shall  alter  its  location  so  as  to  cross 
said  canal  at  such  point  or  points  as  may  be  determined 
upon  by  the  joint  board  hereinbefore  provided ;  and  in 
making  such  alterations  said  railroad  corporation  shall  have 
all  the  powers  and  privileges  and  shall  be  subject  to  all  the 
duties,  restrictions  and  liabilities  set  forth  in  all  general 
laws  relating  to  railroads,  except  that  the  damages  of  land 
owners  shall  be  assessed  only  against,  and  shall  be  paid  by, 
said  canal  company,  as  in  case  of  land  taken  for  railroad 
purposes.  The  canal  company  may  thereupon  proceed  to 
build  the  railroad  upon  the  new  location,  and  may  com- 
plete the  same  in  such  manner  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the 
railroad  commissioners,  and  to  their  satisfaction,  in  case 
the  parties  do  not  agree  upon  the  same ;  and  shall  pay  all 
damages  caused  by  the  construction  of  said  railroad  upon 
such  new  location,  and  shall  be  liable  for  such  damages,  as 
in  case  of  the  construction  of  railroads.  Until  the  com- 
pletion of  the  railroad  upon  the  new  location,  said  canal 
company  shall  not  enter  upon  the  old  location  of  said  rail- 
road except  for  making  surveys  or  by  consent  of  the  Old 
Colony  Kiiilroad  Company,  or  of  the  railroad  commis- 
sioners. Damages  occasioned  to  the  Old  Colony  railroad  Damages. 
by  its  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  this  act  may  be 
recovered  by  it  of  the  canal  company,  in  the  manner  pro- 
vided by  law  for  the  recovery  of  damages  caused  by  the 
location  and  construction  of  railroads. 

Section  «.     The  Old  Colony  Kailroad  Company  shall  [;°a';fcompiny!'" 
have  its  location,  not  exceeding  live  rods  in  width,  u])on 
any  land  owned  or  located  upon  by  said  canal  company. 
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up  to  the  said  bridge  or  bridges,  or  up  to  and  through 
such  tuunel  or  tunnels  :  provided,  that  all  reasonable  use 
of  said  location  by  said  canal  company  for  the  purpose 
of  operating  its  canal  and  for  highway  purposes,  and 
under  the  direction  of  the  railroad  commissioners,  shall 
be  permitted  b}"  the  railroad  company  without  payment 
of  rent. 

Section  9.  The  Old  Colony  liailroad  Company,  upon 
the  completion  and  acceptance  by  the  board  of  railroad  com- 
missioners of  the  newly  constructed  railroad  and  bridge  or 
bridges,  tunnel  or  tunnels,  as  above  provided,  may  at  its 
option  take  such  iron  and  other  materials  as  may  remain 
upon  that  part  of  the  line  of  said  railroad  wdiich  is  to  be 
given  up,  and  shall  allow  or  pay  to  the  said  canal  com- 
pany the  value  thereof,  such  value  to  be  determined  by 
the  county  commissioners  of  the  county  of  Barnstable  in 
case  the  parties  do  not  agree  upon  the  same. 

Section  10.  Upon  the  completion  and  acceptance  by 
the  board  of  railroad  commissioners  of  the  newly  con- 
structed railroad  and  bridge  or  bridges,  tunnel  or  tun- 
nels, as  above  provided,  the  title  of  said  railroad  company 
to  the  land  covered  by  the  old  location  of  said  railroad, 
so  far  as  the  same  is  included  within  the  location  made 
by  said  canal  company,  shall  vest  in  and  become  the  prop- 
erty of  said  canal  company. 

Section  11.  The  canal  company  shall  build  and  main- 
tain and  keep  in  repair  a  bridge  or  bridges  across  said 
canal,  or  tunnel  or  tunnels  under  the  same,  suital)le  for 
the  passing  of  railroad  and  highway  traffic,  as  said  joint 
board  shall  determine,  which  l)ridge  or  bridges  shall  have 
a  suitable  draw  or  draws  for  the  passage  of  vessels,  and 
shall  be  constructed  to  the  approval,  and  shall  be  main- 
tained under  the  supervision,  of  the  ])oard  of  railroad 
commissioners.  In  case  of  the  construction  of  a  railroad 
bridge  across  said  canal  the  Old  Colony  Railroad  Com- 
])any  shall  appoint  a  superintendent  and  all  necessary  as- 
sistants for  such  bridge  or  bridges,  who  shall  be  paid  by 
said  canal  company  a  reasonable  compensation,  to  be  fixed 
by  the  railroad  commissioners.  Said  superintendent  shall 
have  full  control  and  direction  of  the  passing  of  vessels 
through  the  draw  and  of  trains  over  the  bridge,  and  with 
said  assistants  shall  l)e  subject  to  such  rules  and  regula- 
tions, not  inconsistent  with  law,  as  said  railroad  and  canal 
company  shall  from  time  to  time  prescribe  for  the  opera- 
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tion  of  said  bridge ;  but  such  rules  and  regulations  shall 
be  subject  to  approval  and  alteration  by  the  said  board 
of  railroad  commissioners.  Said  superintendent  and  as- 
sistants shall  be  subject  to  removal  by  said  board  of  rail- 
road commissioners.  In  case  of  injury  to  or  of  the 
destruction  of  any  railroad  bridge  over  the  canal,  the 
railroad  company  may  repair  or  rebuild  it,  and  recover 
the  reasonable  expense  thereof  of  the  canal  comjiany  in 
an  action  of  contract,  unless  such  injury  or  destruction 
was  caused  by  the  fault  of  the  railroad  company,  in  which 
case  the  expense  shall  be  borne  by  the  railroad  company. 

Section  12.     Whoever  unnecessarily  opens,  shuts  or  Penalty  for 
ol)structs  the   swing  or  lift   l)ridge   without  the   consent  sfruTuf^^swing 
of  the  superintendent  in  charge,  or  without  such  consent  ?miawfuiitr 
makes  fast  or  moors  to,  or  being  in  charge  thereof  refuses 
to  unloose  or  unmoor  any  raft,  scow  or  other  vessel  from 
any  of  said  bridges  within  wake  of  the  draw  or  lift,  shall 
pay  a  fine  of  not  less  than  three  dollars  or  more  than  fifty 
dollars  for  each  ofi'ence,  to  be  recovered  for  the  benefit  of 
said  canal  company. 

Section  13.  Whoever  wilfully  injures  any  of  said  fu^ryloVrtdge^, 
bridges,  wharves  or  piers,  or  wilfully  disturbs  or  hinders  ^tc 
the  superintendent  or  his  assistants  in  the  discharge  of 
their  duties,  shall  forfeit  for  each  ofl:ence  a  sum  not  ex- 
ceeding one  hundred  dollars,  and  shall  be  further  lialjle 
in  damages  to  the  canal  company  for  each  offence,  to  be 
recovered  for  the  use  of  the  canal  company.

or  anything  appertaining  thereto,  or  any  materials  or  imple- 
ments for  the  construction  or  use  thereof,  or  aids  or  abets 
in  such  trespass  or  injuries,  shall  forfeit  to  the  use  of  the 
canal  company  for  each  oflence  treble  the  amount  of  damages 
proved  to  have  been  sustained  thereby,  to  be  recovered  in 
an  action  of  tort  in  the  name  of  the  company ;  and  may 
further  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  thousand 
dollars  or  by  imprisonment  for  a  term  not  exceeding  one 
year.

their  duties,  shall,  after  due  notice  to  all  parties  interested 
and  a  hearing  thereon,  determine,  decree  and  name  the 
towns  and  cities  in  said  county,  or  in  the  county  of  Plym- 
outh, which  arc  or  wall  be  specially  benefited  by  the  afore- 
said highway  and  bridge  and  approaches,  and  abolition  of 
any  grade  crossing,  and  determine,  award  and  name  the 
proportion  of  the  expense  of  the  construction  of  the  same, 
not  including  however  the  portion  to  be  borne  by  the  Com- 
monwealth and  railroad  company,  as  ascertained  under 
section  ten  of  this  act,  that  shall  be  paid  by  said  cities 
and  towns  and  In'  said  county  of  Bristol,  respectively: 
provided,  that  no  part  of  said  cost  or  expenses  in  excess  Proviso, 
of  three  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  shall  be  as- 
sessed upon  or  apportioned  to  any  city  or  towns  in  the 
county  of  Plymouth.  Said  commissioners  named  in  this 
section  shall  also  determine  and  name  the  cities  and  towns 
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etc^?orhighway  %  which  the  expense  of  the  care,  maintenance  and  repairs 
bridge  draw,  etc.  of  said  highway  bridge  draw,  including  approaches,  abut- 
ments and  piers,  shall  be  paid,  and  shall  also  determine 
and  name  the  proportion  of  said  expense  that  shall  be 
paid  by  each  of  such  cities  and  towns.

shall  be  forthwith  transmitted  to  the  commissioners  of  said 
county  and  to  each  of  the  several  cities  and  towns  named 
in  said  report ;  and  said  court,  at  the  term  thereof  next 
after  the  filing  of  said  report,  shall,  unless  sufficient  cause 
is  shown  to  the  contrary,  accept  and  affirm  said  report  and 
enter  judgment  thereon,  and  the  same  shall  thereupon  be 
f^esof'^c^ommlB-  Ending  upou  all  parties  named  therein.  The  expenses 
sioners.  and  fccs  of  the  commissioners  appointed  by  said  court 

shall  be  ascertained  and  determined  by  said  court,   and 
paid  by  said  county  of  Bristol. 

Section  2.     This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

avenue,  at  the  width  and  with  the  grades  and  b^'^  the  method 
of  construction  shown  by  a  plan  deposited  in  the  office  of

An  Act  to  revise  the  laws  relative  to  the  distribution  of 

THE   estates   of   DECEASED   PERSONS. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.     When  a  man  and  his  wife  are  seized  in  Rights  of  hus- 
her  right  or  when  the  wife  is  seized  to  her  sole  and  separate  est^ate  o/de- 
use  of  an  estate  of  inheritance  in  lands,  and  they  have  had  ceased  wife. 
issue  born  alive  which  might  have  inherited  such  estate, 
the  husband  shall  on  the  death  of  his  wife  hold  the  lands 
for  his  life  as  a  tenant  thereof  by  the  curtesy.     If  they 
have  had  no  such  issue  he  shall  hold  for  his  life  one  half 
of  the  lands  of  which  she  died  seized,  subject  with  the  other 
half  to  her  debts  and  to  charges  of  administration.     If  she 
dies  intestate  and  leaves  no  kindred  he  shall  take  the  whole 
of  her  real  estate  in  fee. 


Section  2.  A  wife  shall  be  entitled  to  her  dower  at  Rights  of  wife 
common  law  in  the  lands  of  her  deceased  husband.  When  d" ceased* "  ^  ° 
her  husband  dies  intestate,  she  shall  be  entitled,  subject  '^"^^*°'^- 
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to  his  debts,  to  the  reversion  upon  dower  of  so  much  of 
the  lauds  assiixned  to  her  for  her  dower  as  her  husband  was 
seized  of  at  his  death :  provided^  that  upon  her  waiver 
of  his  will  she  shall  not  be  entitled  to  such  reversion  but 
to  dower  only.  She  shall  be  entitled  to  the  possession 
and  profits  of  one  undivided  third  of  said  real  estate  and 
to  all  remedies  for  the  same  that  the  heirs  of  the  husband 
have  in  the  remaining  two  thirds  thereof  from  his  death  to 
the  assignment  of  her  dower,  and  in  case  dower  is  not 
assigned  during  her  life  said  third  shall  be  assigned  to  her 
heirs,  devisees  or  assigns  as  in  the  ordinary  course  of  par- 
tition of  real  estate.  If  he  dies  intestate  and  leaves  no 
kindred  she  shall  take  the  whole  of  his  real  estate  in  fee. 
A  widow  shall  also  be  entitled  to  remain  in  the  house  of 
her  husband  for  forty  days  after  his  death  without  being 
chargeable  with  rent. 

Section  3.  The  residence  or  homestead  estate  of  a 
deceased  person  leaving  no  issue  shall,  upon  proceedings 
for  partition  and  upon  payment  of  proper  owelty,  be 
assigned  to  the  surviving  husband  or  wife,  for  life  or  in  fee 
as  the  estate  of  the  deceased  therein  may  have  been,  on  the 
request  of  such  survivor  at  any  time  before  final  judgment 
in  the  partition  proceedings. 

Section  4.  No  widow  shall  be  entitled  to  make  claim 
for  an  interest  in  her  husband's  real  estate  or  to  begin  an 
action  or  other  proceeding  for  the  recovery  thereof  unless 
such  claim  or  action  is  made  or  begun  within  twenty  3'ears 
after  the  decease  of  the  husband,  or  after  she  has  ceased  to 
occupy  or  receive  the  profits  of  said  real  estate,  as  provided 
in  the  thirteenth  section  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  twent\- 
four  of  the  Public  Statutes,  and  in  the  second  section  hereof, 
except  that  if  at  the  time  of  the  husband's  decease  the  widow 
is  absent  from  the  Commonwealth,  under  twenty-one  years 
of  age,  insane  or  imprisoned,  she  may  make  such  claim 
or  begin  such  action  or  proceeding  at  any  time  within 
twenty  years  after  such  disability  ceases. 

Section  5.  The  articles  of  apparel  and  the  ornaments 
of  the  widow  and  minor  children  of  a  deceased  person  shall 
belong  to  them  respectively. 

Section  G.  Such  parts  of  the  real  and  personal  estate 
of  a  deceased  person  as  the  probate  court,  having  regard 
to  all  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  may  allow  as  neces- 
saries to  his  widow  for  herself  and  for  his  family  under  her 
care,  or  if  there  is  no  widow  to  his  minor  children,  not 
exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  to  any  child,  and  also  such 
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provisions  and  other  articles  as  are  necessary  for  the 
reasonable  sustenance  of"  his  family  and  the  use  of  his 
house  and  of  the  furniture  therein,  for  forty  days  after  his 
death,  shall  not  be  taken  as  assets  for  the  payment  of 
debts,  legacies  or  charges  of  administration.  After  ex- 
hausting the  personal  estate,  real  estate  may  be  sold  to  pro- 
vide the  amount  of  allowance  decreed  in  the  same  manner 
in  which  it  is  sold  for  the  payment  of  debts. 

Section  7.     AVhen  a  person  dies  possessed  of  personal  ,?orIoimi"°"  "^ 
estate  not  lawfully  disposed  of  by  will,  it  shall  be  distributed  fat°PtateB°^ 
as  follows  :  — 

First.  The  personal  estate  remaining  after  said  allow- 
ances shall  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  the  debts  of  the 
deceased  with  the  charges  of  his  funeral  and  of  the  settle- 
ment of  his  estate.

The  general  court  of  1899,  during  its  annual  session,  passed  479  acts 
and  103  resolves  which  received  the  approval  of  his  excellency  the 
governor. 

Two  acts,  entitled,  respectively,  '♦  An  Act  relative  to  days  of  grace 
on  sight  drafts"  (chapter  130)  and  "An  Act  to  exempt  certain  trades 
unions  from  the  laws  relative  to  fraternal  beneficiary  organizations  " 
(chapter  468;,  were  passed  and  laid  before  the  governor  for  his  ap- 
proval, aud  were  returned  by  him  with  his  objections  thereto  to  the 
branch  in  which  they  respectively  originated ;  were  reconsidered,  agree- 
ably to  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution,  and  the  vote  being  taljen  on 
passing  the  same,  the  objections  of  the  governor  thereto  notwithstand- 
ing, they  were  passed,  two  thirds  of  the  members  of  the  senate  and 
house  of  representatives  present  and  voting  thereon  having  voted  in 
the  affirmative. 

An  act  entitled  "  An  Act  to  extend  civil  service  exemption  to  veterans 
of  the  war  with  Spain  "  was  passed  and  laid  before  the  governor  for 
his  approval,  and  was  returned  by  him  with  his  objections  thereto  to 
the  branch  in  which  it  originated ;  was  reconsidered,  and  the  vote  being 
taken  on  passing  the  same,  the  objections  of  the  governor  thereto  not- 
withstanding, it  was  rejected,  two  thirds  of  the  members  present  and 
voting  thereon  not  having  voted  in  the  affirmative. 

The  general  court  was  prorogued  at  four  minutes  past  five  o'clock 
on  the  afternoon  of  Saturday,  June  3,  the  session  having  occupied  151 
days. 
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mAUGURAL  ADDRESS 


His  Excellency  Eoger  Wolcott. 


At  twelve  o'clock  on  Thursday,  the  fifth  day  of  Jan- 
uary, his  excellency  the  governor,  accompanied  by  his 
honor  the  lieutenant  governor,  the  members  of  the  ex- 
ecutive council,  and  officers  of  the  civil  and  military 
departments  of  the  government,  attended  by  a  joint  com- 
mittee of  the  two  houses,  met  the  senate  and  house  of  rep- 
resentatives, in  convention,  and  delivered  the  following 

ADDRESS. 

Members  of  the  General  Court  of  Massachusetts : 

Until  the  year  which  has  just  closed  the  United  States 
for  half  a  century  had  waged  no  war  witli  foreign  foe. 
In  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  condition  of  our  relations  with 
Spain,  growing  out  of  the  savage  and  hopeless  warfare  in 
Cuba,  had  for  years  afforded  gi'ave  ground  for  apprehension 
of  coming  conflict,  our  people  had  generally  failed  to  realize 
how  rapidly  and  unavoidably  the  crisis  was  approaching, 
and  had  cherished  the  hope  that  an  honorable  and  satis- 
factory compliance  with  our  just  demands  upon  the  Spanish 
government  might  be  attained  without  resort  to  arms. 
This  hope  was  doomed  to  disappointment.  On  April  11 
the  president  reported  to  congi-ess  that  the  effort  of  the 
executive  to  bring  about  the  speedy  ending  of  the  Cuban 
struggle  and  the  prompt  revocation  of  the  order  of  recon- 
centration,  which  had  been  the  immediate  cause  of  untold 
suffering,  had  been  unsuccessful,  and  he  asked  authority 
to  use  the  military  and  naval  forces  of  the  United  States, 
as  might  be  necessary,  to  secure  a  full  and  final  termina- 
tion of  the  hostilities  between  Sjxiin  and  the  people  of 
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Cuba,  and  to  secure  in  the  island  the  establishment  of  a 
stable  government,  capable  of  maintaining  order  and  ob- 
serving its  international  obligations.  On  tlic  nineteenth 
day  of  April  —  a  da}^  of  historical  significance  —  a  joint 
resolution  was  adopted  by  congress,  declaring  that  the 
people  of  Cuba  are  and  of  right  ought  to  be  free  and  in- 
dependent, demanding  that  the  government  of  Spain  at 
once  relinquish  its  authority  and  government  in  the  island 
of  Cuba,  and  directing  and  empowering  the  president  to 
use  the  entire  land  and  naval  forces  of  the  United  States, 
and  to  call  into  the  actual  service  of  the  United  States  the 
militia  of  the  sevei'al  states,  to  carry  these  resolutions 
into  effect.  This  was  accompanied  by  a  disclaimer  on  the 
part  of  the  United  States  of  any  disposition  or  intention 
to  exercise  sovereignty,  jurisdiction  or  control  over  said 
island,  except  for  its  pacification.  The  severance  of  diplo- 
matic relations  between  the  two  countries  promptly  fol- 
lowed the  promulgation  of  this  resolution,  and  the  formal 
declaration  of  war,  adopted  by  congress  on  the  twenty- 
fifth  day  of  April,  was  made  to  date  from  and  to  include 
the  21st.  There  is  no  doubt  in  my  mind  that  this  war 
was  entered  upon  by  the  great  majority  of  the  people  of 
the  United  States,  without  distinction  of  party  or  locality, 
with  high  and  unselfish  purpose  ;  nor  do  I  doubt  that  its 
results  will  be  promotive  of  civilization  and  enlightenment. 

Although  for  a  few  weeks  previous  to  the  decisive 
events  above  recounted  active  and  hurried  preparations 
had  been  made  by  the  president,  under  authority  of  con- 
gress, to  meet  the  grave  emergency  which  w^as  now  im- 
minent, the  outbreak  of  hostilities  found  the  country  ill 
prepared  to  meet  a  fonnidable  and  energetic  foe.  The 
ports  along  our  extended  coast  line  were  practically  with- 
out defence.  Our  navy  needed  ammunition  and  supplies, 
as  well  as  auxiliary  vessels  to  patrol  the  coast  and  to 
establish  the  blockade  of  Cuban  ports,  which  was  imme- 
diately declared.  The  regular  army  was  small  in  numbers 
and  widely  scattered. 

Such  in  brief  was  the  condition  of  national  aifairs  witli 
Avhich  during  the  past  year  the  executive  and  the  legis- 
lature of  Massachusetts  were  called  upon  to  deal,  so  far 
as  they  concerned  this  Commonwealth.  The  course  of 
events  had  been  carefully  obsei-ved,  and  such  preliminary 
action  as  was  possible  had  been  taken  to  render  efficient 
and  prompt  the  response  of  the  Commonwealth  to  any  sum- 
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mons  that  might  be  made  upon  her  loyalty  by  the  national 
government,  whatever  method  might  be  prescribed  in 
such  call  for  the  furnishing  of  the  quota  of  troops  required. 
On  April  15  1  deemed  it  my  duty  to  ask  the  legislature 
to  appropriate  the  svmi  of  $500,000,  to  be  expended  un- 
der the  direction  of  the  commander-in-chief  in  defraying 
military  and  naval  expenses  which  the  existing  emergency 
might  render  requisite  and  proper.  On  the  same  day, 
with  absolute  unanmiity  and  within  the  period  of  twenty- 
five  minutes,  a  resolve  making  the  appropriation  asked  for 
was  passed  through  its  several  stages  in  both  branches  of 
the  legislature,  was  engrossed  and  received  the  approval 
of  the  executive.  Such  action  not  only  showed  the  quick 
and  enthusiastic  loyalty  to  the  national  government  of  the 
chosen  representatives  of  the  people  of  this  Common- 
wealth, but  was  also  an  expression  of  confidence  in  the 
executive  which  was  deeply  gratifj^ing  to  him.  Of  this 
appropriation,  the  expenditure  of  which  was  thus  made 
subject  to  my  discretion,  the  sum  of  $326,071.43  has  thus 
far  been  expended,  chiefly  for  arms,  equipment,  pay  and 
subsistence.  From  it  too  I  have  authorized  the  payment, 
at  a  uniform  rate,  for  treatment  in  hospitals  of  all  Massa- 
chusetts volunteers,  and  also  for  the  expense  of  burial  of 
soldiers  and  sailors  deceased.  The  further  sum  of  $50,000, 
expended  under  authority  of  a  later  resolve  of  the  legis- 
lature for  the  purchase  of  a  steamer  for  hospital  purposes 
for  the  use  of  the  Massachusetts  Volunteer  Aid  Associa- 
tion, has  already  reverted  to  the  treasury  of  the  common- 
wealth, the  steamer  so  purchased  having  passed  into  the 
possession  of  the  United  States  at  the  close  of  active 
hostilities. 

On  the  very  day  after  war  was  formally  declared  by 
congress  the  first  regiment,  heavy  artillery,  M.  V.  M., 
fully  armed  and  equipped,  was  sent  to  Fort  Warren,  per- 
mission therefor  having  been  obtained  from  the  war  de- 
partment, on  the  request  of  the  executive.  This  regiment 
was  mustered  into  the  service  of  the  United  States  Slay  9, 
to  date  from  April  2(),  and  is  believed  to  have  been  the 
first  regiment  from  any  state  to  be  so  mustered  during  the 
late  war.  The  alarm  that  was  felt  along  our  entire  sea- 
board lest  some  attack  might  be  made  either  by  a  fleet  of 
the  enemy's  naval  vessels  or  by  roving  privateers  so  soon 
subsided  that  it  is  difiicult  to  realize  that  there  was  at  any 
time  sufficient  ground  for  serious  apprehension.     But  it 
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was  shared  not  only  by  the  officials  and  prominent  citizens 
of  the  cx})osed  ports,  Avho  by  letters  and  personal  inter- 
views urged  their  views  upon  the  executive,  but  by  army 
and  navy  officers  as  well,  who  perhaps  conjectured  the 
probable  movements  of  the  Spanish  ships  through  their 
familiarity  with  the  traditions  of  vigor  and  daring  of  the 
American  navy.  To  allay  this  feeling  of  ap})rehension, 
which  at  the  time  was  certainly  not  unreasonable,  a  care- 
ful examination  was  made  by  military  engineers  of  our 
entu'c  coast  line,  with  special  reference  among  other  points 
for  consideration  to  those  localities  where  were  stored 
large  quantities  of  coal,  which  it  was  believed  might  fur- 
nish an  objective  for  steam  vessels  coming  from  across 
the  Atlantic. 

As  the  result  of  this  examination  certain  ports  were 
selected  for  such  defence  as  could  be  hastily  improvised, 
and  at  these  ports  were  temporarily  stationed,  as  a  part  of 
their  annual  militia  duty,  successive  detachments  of  the 
fifth  regiment  of  infantry,  the  two  corps  of  cadets,  and  the 
tliree  light  batteries.  It  having  been  found  impossible  to 
procure  from  the  United  States  government  an  adequate 
supply  of  heavy  guns  with  full  equipment  of  carriages  and 
ammunition  the  Commonwealth  purchased  from  private 
makers  a  certain  number  of  Driggs-Schroeder  rapid-fire 
guns,  of  small  calibre  but  great  efficiency,  with  mounting 
and  anmiunition  complete,  and  these  guns  were  distributed 
along  the  coast.  On  the  expiration  of  the  time  allowed 
for  the  annual  tour  of  duty  of  the  militia  organizations 
above  enumerated  they  were  withdrawn,  and  the  duty  of 
guarding  the  coast  of  the  Commonwealth  devolved  upon 
the  first  regiment  of  heavy  artillery,  which  was  distributed 
by  batteries  or  battalions  at  exposed  points.  Although 
the  forces  and  guns  thus  available  miaht  not  have  oft'ered 
serious  resistance  to  a  demonstration  in  force  by  a  hostile 
fleet  they  could  nevertheless  have  been  easily  concentrated 
and  rendered  efl^ective  against  an  attack  of  a  single  pri- 
vateer or  of  a  small  landing  party,  and  their  occupation 
of  the  exposed  ports  conduced  to  a  feeling  of  security 
which,  even  before  the  great  successes  of  our  navy,  had 
taken  the  place  of  the  incipient  panic. 

Late  on  the  afternoon  of  April  27  definite  orders  were 
received  regarding  the  number  and  method  of  filling  the 
quota  re(|uired  of  this  Conmionwealth  under  the  presi- 
dent's call,   dated  April   23,   for   125,000  troops.     The 
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quota  assigned  to  Massachusetts  was  to  consist  of  four 
regiments  of  infantry  and  three  heavy  batteries  ;  and  in 
furnishing  these  the  secretary  of  war  expressed  the  desire 
of  the  president  that  so  far  as  practicable  the  national 
guard  or  state  militia  be  given  i)reference,  because  of  its 
condition  of  comparative  preparation.  The  act  of  con- 
gress under  which  the  call  of  the  president  was  issued 
provided  for  the  enlistment  in  the  volunteer  service  of 
the  United  States  of  militia  organizations  as  existing 
bodies.  On  the  day  following  the  receipt  of  these  orders 
the  second,  ninth,  eighth  and  sixth  regiments  of  infantry, 
M.  V.  M.,  were  designated,  to  be  offered  the  privilege 
of  volunteerino^  in  the  service  of  the  United  States.  The 
entire  first  regiment  of  heavy  artillery  was  immediately 
offered  to  the  national  government  and  accepted,  in  place 
of  the  three  batteries  of  heavy  artillery  specified  in  the 
call.  The  commanding  officers  of  these  regiments  were 
required  forthwith,  but  without  assembling  any  portion 
of  their  commands,  to  cause  an  individual  canvass  to  be 
made  to  ascertain  and  make  careful  record  of  those  desir- 
ing to  volunteer.  The  places  of  the  small  percentage  who 
for  any  reason  declined  so  to  volunteer  were  promptly 
filled,  and  the  regiments  so  designated  went  into  camp  at 
Framingham  on  four  successive  days,  beginning  with 
May  2.  Here  they  were  subjected  to  a  careful  physical 
examination  of  both  officers  and  enlisted  men,  before  being 
finally  mustered  into  the  service  of  the  United  States, 
and  were  furnished  by  the  Commonwealth  with  such 
equipment  in  arms,  clothing,  tentage  and  commissary  and 
surgical  supplies  as  rendered  them,  by  universal  admis- 
sion, among  the  most  thoroughly  equipped  regiments 
furnished  during  the  war  by  any  state. 

On  May  12  the  second  regiment  left  the  Commonwealth 
for  Lakeland,  Florida,  to  be  followed  on  the  15th  by  the 
eighth,  ordered  to  Camp  Thomas,  Georgia,  and  on  the 
20th  and  31st  by  the  sixth  and  ninth,  respectively  ordered 
to  Camp  Alger,  Virginia.  The  second  and  ninth  regi- 
ments made  a  part  of  the  force  engaged  in  the  reduction 
of  Santiago,  and  the  former  was  the  only  Massachusetts 
regiment  to  suffer  loss  by  death  or  wounds  in  battle. 
Both  of  these  regiments  bravely  endured  terrible  sufler- 
ing  through  disease  and  hardship,  and  returned  home 
after  their  gallant  service  was  ended  with  sadly  dei)leted 
ranks  and  enfeebled  physique. 
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Durin^:  the  summer  and  early  autumn  a  well-grounded 
apprehension  wa.s  felt  that  the  return  of  troops  from  the 
West  Indies  and  from  southern  camps  within  the  United 
States  would  be  likely  to  increase  the  prevalence  of 
typhoid  fever  in  the  state,  at  a  time  of  the  year  when 
that  disease  usually  prevails  -with  varying  intensity.  But 
notwithstanding  the  tact  that  typhoid  and  other  fevera 
were  everywhere  prevalent  among  the  returning  troops 
the  local  health  and  hospital  service  was  so  well  admin- 
istered that  no  increase  of  disease  occurred  among  the 
general  })opulation. 

An  incident  of  national  interest  and  significance  in  the 
journey  southward  of  the  historical  sixth  regiment  was 
its  march  through  the  city  of  Baltimore,  amid  the  enthu- 
siastic acclaim  and  welcome  of  the  entire  population  of  a 
city  the  })avements  of  which  in  the  evil  dsiys  of  slavery 
had  once  been  reddened  with  the  blood  of  sons  of  Massa- 
chusetts wearing  the  same  regimental  number  and  march- 
ing to  the  defence  of  the  national  capital.  This  regiment 
was  later  sent  to  Porto  Rico,  and  there,  under  a  colonel 
appointed  by  me  from  the  regular  service  to  take  the 
place  of  its  former  commander,  who  had  resigned,  the 
regiment  won  a  reputation  for  soldierly  discipline  and 
efficiency  worthy  of  its  historic  past. 

The  eighth  regiment  and  the  fifth,  which  was  furnished 
under  the  second  call  of  the  president  and  left  the  state 
September  11  for  Camp  Meade,  Pennsylvania,  with  ranks 
fully  recruited  to  the  complement  of  the  regular  army  and 
in  superb  condition,  remain  at  the  present  time  in  the 
national  service,  and,  while  awaiting  orders  for  service 
beyond  the  borders  of  the  United  States,  have  maintained 
under  the  trying  conditions  of  camp  life  an  excellent 
standard  of  military  efficiency. 

In  estimating  the  number  of  men  furnished  by  Massa- 
chusetts during  the  recent  war  account  should  be  taken 
not  only  of  the  complete  organizations  above  referred  to, 
but  also  of  the  men  constituting  the  naval  brigade,  who 
saw  active  and  efficient  service  in  the  blockading  squadron 
and  in  coast-defence  duty,  the  members  of  the  United 
States  signal  corps  and  of  the  first  United  States  engineers, 
as  well  as  of  the  enlistments  in  the  navy,  in  the  marines, 
and  in  the  regular  army.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that 
more  than  50  of  tiic  gi-aduates  and  cadets  of  the  Massachu- 
setts nautical  trainiuir  school  enlisted  in  the  United  States 
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service  during  the  few  brief  weeks  of  active  hostilities. 
The  total  number  thus  entering  the  service  of  the  United 
States  from  this  ConunonAvcalth  is  between  11,000  and 
12,000,  the  quota  of  the  state  under  the  two  calls  of  the 
president  aggregating  7,388.  It  is  believed  too  that, 
owing  in  part  at  least  to  the  better  equipment  and  disci- 
pline of  her  troops,  Massachusetts  had  more  regiments  in 
actual  service  in  the  face  of  the  enemy  than  any  other 
state . 

In  the  determination  of  the  many  difficult  and  })erplexiug 
questions  which  presented  themselves  at  every  step  of  the 
military  preparations  which  were  necessary  to  respond  to 
the  calls  of  the  president  with  the  utmost  promptitude, 
and  with  troops  in  the  highest  possible  condition  of  effi- 
ciency and  equipment,  I  desire  to  express  my  appreciation 
of  the  aid  constantly  rendered  by  the  adjutant  general  and 
other  members  of  my  staff,  as  well  as  by  officers  of  the 
regular  and  of  the  militia  service. 

In  all  the  unusual  labor  which  devolved  upon  the  exec- 
utive during  the  past  year  he  was  constantly  sustained  by 
the  spirit  of  enthusiastic  loyalty  and  patriotism  which  pvv- 
vaded  the  entu'e  community,  and  was  even  embarrassed, 
not  only  by  the  strong  desire  of  every  organization  of  the 
state  militia  to  be  included  in  the  calls  for  active  service 
but  by  the  proffered  services  of  hundreds  of  individuals 
and  of  many  organizations  not  connected  with  the  militia, 
but  eager  to  respond  to  the  summons  to  arms. 

It  is  fortunate  that  the  outbreak  of  hostilities  found  the 
general  court  still  in  session,  for  this  fact  made  possible 
the  enactment  of  certain  legislation  which  has  jiroved  in  a 
high  degree  salutar}^  and  important.  Authority  was  given 
to  heads  of  departments,  boards,  commissioners  and  su- 
perintendents of  institutions  to  grant  leave  of  absence  to 
men  in  their  emplo}'^  desiring  to  enlist  in  the  service  of 
the  United  States  in  the  war  between  the  United  States 
and  Spain  ;  and  at  any  time  within  one  year  after  their 
discharge  therefrom  to  reinstate  in  their  former  positions, 
without  further  civil  service  examination,  all  em})loyees 
who  might  have  left  such  positions  for  the  pmpose  of  so 
enlisting. 

For  the  more  eflfective  armament  of  the  three  light  bat- 
teries in  the  militia  service  of  the  Commonwealth  the  gov- 
ernor was  authorized  and  requested,  under  cha])ter  88  of 
the  resolves  of  1898,  to  piu'chase  from  the  government  of 
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the  United  States  three  batteries  of  modern  field  <rnns, 
Avitli  carriiiixes  and  other  suitabk^  e(iuipnients.  In  compli- 
ance with  this  request  and  in  exercise  of  the  authority 
thus  conferred  I  comnuinicated  without  delay  with  the 
ordnance  department  of  the  United  States  army ;  but 
owini;  to  the  exigencies  of  active  warfare  the  department 
has  not  yet  been  able  to  furnish  the  guns  desh*ed.  In 
reply  to  a  renewed  application  in  October  I  was  assured 
that  the  guns  were  approaching  completion,  and  that  as 
soon  as  tested  they  Avould  be  ready  for  delivery. 

In  order  that,  owing  to  the  tran.sfer  to  the  service  of 
the  United  States  of  a  large  part  of  the  militia  force,  the 
Commonwealth  dm'ing  the  continuance  of  the  war  might 
not  be  without  the  protection  afforded  by  an  organized 
militia  a  statute  Avas  enacted  authorizing  the  commander- 
in-chief  to  i-aise  and  organize  provisional  companies  of 
militia  in  cities  and  towns  in  which  are  situated  the  armo- 
ries of  companies  entering  the  service  of  the  United 
States,  enlistments  into  such  provisional  companies  to 
continue  for  a  period  not  longer  than  thu'ty  days  after  the 
declaration  of  peace.  On  the  same  day  that  this  act 
received  executive  approval  tAvo  petitions  to  form  such 
companies  were  received,  and  thenceforward  petitions  con- 
tinued to  be  received  until  the  success  of  oiu*  arms  gave 
promise  of  an  early  cessation  of  hostilities.  The  whole 
number  of  applications  for  the  formation  of  such  com- 
panies was  forty-eight,  of  which  thk'ty-six  were  duly 
approved,  after  careful  physical  inspection  of  the  men 
enrolled.  Of  these,  two  companies  failed  to  nmster  owing 
to  lack  of  numbers.  The  remaining  thh'ty-foui'  companies 
were  located  in  sLxteen  cities  and  nine  towns,  well  dis- 
tributed throughout  the  Commonwealth,  and  were  reported 
to  me  as  representing  in  physique  and  intelligence  a  high 
type  of  citizenship.  Much  earnest  and  patriotic  eflbrt 
was  devoted  to  the  formation  of  these  companies,  and  had 
the  war  been  of  longer  diu^tion  there  is  no  doubt  that 
they  would  have  constituted  an  effective  force  for  the  tem- 
porary purposes  contemplated  b}'  the  legislature  in  the  act 
above  cited. 

It  is  hoped  that  many  of  these  men  who  thus  showed 
their  willingness  to  serve  as  a  military  force  in  time  of 
emergency  may  in  time  pass  into  the  regular  militia  ser- 
vice of  the  Connnonwealth. 

The  same  chapter  also  authorized  the  granting  of  leave 
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of  absence  to  officers,  and  of  furloughs  to  enlisted  men  of 
the  Massachusetts  volunteer  militia,  entering  the  military 
or  naval  service  of  the  United  States,  until  thirty  days 
after  their  discharge  therefrom ;  thus  providing  for  the 
restoration  to  their  former  places  in  the  militia  service,  at 
the  close  of  the  war,  of  organizations  temporarily  trans- 
ferred to  the  service  of  the  United  States. 

In  the  exercise  of  the  authority  given  me  by  chapter 
407  of  the  acts  of  1898  four  additional  companies  of  naval 
militia  were  formed,  in  the  cities  of  Boston,  Fall  River, 
Newburyport  and  Gloucester,  and  now  form  a  part  of  the 
naval  brigade  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Under  chapter  561  of  the  acts  of  1898  the  legislature 
with  wise  liberality  provided  for  the  payment  out  of  the 
ti'casury  of  the  Commonwealth  of  seven  dollars  per  month 
to  each  non-coimuissioned  officer,  soldier,  sailor  or  marine 
mustered  into  the  military  or  naval  service  of  the  United 
States  dm-ing  the  war  as  a  part  of  the  quota  or  to  the 
credit  of  this  Commonwealth,  also  to  members  of  the 
naval  militia  and  to  residents  of  Massachusetts  mustered 
into  the  regular  army  or  navy  or  into  the  volunteer 
brigade  of  engineers,  until  the  declaration  of  peace  ;  and 
provided  fm'ther  that  in  case  of  the  death  of  any  en- 
listed man  his  widow  or  minor  children,  parents  or 
dependents,  should  receive  the  said  monthly  compensa- 
tion for  a  period  of  six  months  thereafter.  Under  this 
act  $161,103.53  has  already  been  paid  to  Massachusetts 
men  by  the  Commonwealth,  in  addition  to  the  pa}'^  allowed 
by  the  United  States  government.  Section  3  of  the  same 
act  authorized  cities  and  towns  to  raise  mone}^  by  taxation 
or  otherwise  for  the  aid  of  those  actually  dependent  upon 
residents  thereof  enlisting  in  the  military  or  naval  service 
of  the  United  States,  under  the  same  limitations  as  state 
aid  was  paid  to  dependent  relatives  of  soldiers  and  sailors 
during  the  civil  war. 

On  the  third  day  of  May,  in  response  to  an  invitation 
of  the  executive,  a  number  of  representative  citizens  of 
the  Commonwealth  met  in  the  council  chamber  for  the 
piu'pose  of  organizing  an  association  for  relief  work  simi- 
lar to  that  done  hy  the  Sanitary  Commission  during  the 
war  of  the  rebellion.  The  Massachusetts  Volunteer  Aid 
Association  was  thus  organized,  and,  in  co-operation  with 
a  Ladies'  Relief  Committee,  and  with  local  organizations 
speedily  formed  in  the  several  cities  and  towns,  has  per- 
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formed  a  public  service  of  incalculable  benefit  and  im- 
portiince.  It  has  received  from  the  A'oluntarj  <i^ifts  of  our 
patriotic  citii^ens,  rich  and  poor  alik(>,  the  sum  of  $215,000. 
It  has  equipped  a  hospital  ship,  the  "Bay  State,"  pur- 
chased by  the  Commonwealth,  with  every  appliance  which 
could  minister  to  the  comfort  and  recover}^  of  those  com- 
mitted to  its  care,  and  has  placed  it  in  charge  of  skilful 
and  devoted  sm-geons  and  nurses.  It  can  be  confidently 
atiirmed  that  many  bi"ave  men  are  living  to-day  Avho  would 
have  filled  distant  gi-aves  beneath  a  tropical  sun  had  not 
this  vessel  been  provided  by  the  foresight  and  generosity 
of  Massachusetts.  The  association  has  furnished  supplies 
and  medical  stores,  clothing  and  comforts,  to  regiments 
in  camps  and  to  soldiers  lying  sick  in  hospitals ;  it  has 
maintained  a  diet  kitchen  which  furnished  delicate  and 
nutritious  food  to  as  many  as  1,800  sick  and  convalesc- 
ing soldiers  in  a  single  day.  Its  beneficent  ministrations 
were  not  limited  to  Massachusetts  troops  alone  but  were 
extended  to  the  sick  of  other  states,  and  were  every- 
Avhere  received  with  touching  expressions  of  appreciative 
gratitude. 

In  this  work  many  gave  fi'eely  of  their  time  and  thought, 
but  I  cannot  forbear  mention  of  one,  distinguished  by 
inheritance  and  by  his  own  achievements,  who  with  gen- 
erous devotion  and  indefatigable  energy  gave  himself  to 
the  high  service  of  relieving  the  suifering  and  supplying 
the  needs  of  our  sick  soldiers  ;  and  in  this  service,  in  the 
vigor  of  early  manhood,  freely  laid  down  a  life  precious 
to  his  friends  and  to  the  state,  and  bright  with  promise  of 
future  distinction.  May  the  Commonwealth  never  lack 
such  citizens  as  Sherman  Hoar. 

Such  in  brief  has  been  the  record  of  tlie  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts  in  the  war  of  1898.  I  have  considered 
it  proper  to  include  the  above  incomplete  narrative  of 
events  in  my  address  to  the  general  court,  in  part  becau£>e 
the  past  year  is  destined  to  be  regarded  hereafter  as  an 
important  one  in  the  history  of  our  country  and  it  seemed 
on  this  account  fitting  that  an  official  statement  should  be 
made  of  the  })art  played  by  ^Massachusetts  in  the  gi*eat 
events  which  have  rendered  the  year  memorable,  and  iu 
part  because  the  legislature  of  1898  conferred  certain  un- 
usual ]:)Owers  upon  the  executive,  and  I  deemed  it  my  duty 
to  render  an  account  of  my  action  in  their  exercise.  Her 
citizens  have  abundant  cause  to  reirard  the  record  thus 
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made  by  the  Commonwealth  with  just  pride.  Once  again, 
as  in  earlier  crises  of  our  national  historj^  Massachusetts 
has  shown  herself  among  the  foremost  of  the  states  of  the 
Union  to  respond  witli  ready  loyalty  to  the  re(|uirements 
of  the  national  governnuMit.  With  the  utmost  i)rom})t- 
ness,  and  in  obedience  to  the  calls  of  the  president,  she 
has  furnished  from  her  militia  force  efficient  and  well- 
e(iuipped  regiments,  which,  under  circumstances  of  pecul- 
iar hardshi])  and  peril,  have  added  to  the  military  fame 
of  the  Commonwealth.  She  has  shown  her  willingness 
libei'ally  to  provide  for  her  sons  who  have  entered  the 
service  of  the  national  government,  and  tenderly  and  rev- 
erently to  care  for  the  sick  and  the  dead.  In  a  word 
she  has  shown  that  neither  the  (juietude  of  long-continued 
peace  nor  the  engrossment  of  her  citizens  in  commercial 
pursuits  has  dulled  the  ear  of  her  young  men  when  the 
bugle-note  of  duty  is  sounded,  and  that  the  patriotism  and 
valor  of  an  earlier  day  have  lost  nothing  of  their  vitality 
in  transmission  from  sire  to  son. 

It  may  be  confidently  expected  that  the  experiences  and 
results,  the  successes  and  failm'es  of  the  late  war  will  be 
carefully  studied  by  competent  authorities,  and  that 
changes  will  be  eftected  by  congress  in  the  numerical  force 
both  of  the  regular  army  and  navy,  as  well  as  in  the  de- 
gree of  preparedness  for  an  emergency  which  will  here- 
after be  maintained  in  certain  branches  of  the  service. 
It  is  highly  probable  also  that  such  legislation  will  be  en- 
acted as  may  tend  to  increase  the  efficienc}^  and  improve 
the  discipline  of  the  national  guard,  and  cause  it  to  con- 
form more  closely  in  organization,  arms  and  equipment, 
to  the  standards  of  the  regular  service.  Such  legislation 
affecting  the  militia  would  rcijuirc  concurrent  legislation 
by  the  several  states,  and  in  Massachusetts  might  even  in- 
volve a  constitutional  amendment.  Any  well-conceived 
plan  for  .accomplishing  this  d(\sirable  end  which  may  be 
adopted  b}'  congi'ess  will  I  am  sure  receive  at  your  hands 
the  careful  consideration  to  which  its  importance  to  the 
future  military  power  of  the  country  will  entitle  it. 

Your  attention  is  invited  to  the  fact  that  under  the  pro- 
visions of  existing  laws  the  i)ayment  of  military  and  state 
aid  to  disabled  and  destitute  soldiers  and  sailors  of  the 
Avar  of  the  rebellion,  and  to  the  widows  and  children  of 
those  who  have  died,  is  limited  to  the  first  day  of  Janu- 
ary, 1900.     It  seems  proper  that  action  should  be  taken 
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by  the  loa-isltitiiro  to  extend  such  payment  beyond  that 
date  ;  and  jn-ovision  .should,  in  uiy  opinion,  also  be  made, 
under  ju'oper  conditions,  to  extend  like  aid  to  the  .soldier.s 
and  sailors  of  the  war  Avith  Spain,  and  to  those  dependent 
u})on  them. 

Amoni::  certain  improvements  at  the  Boston  nav}^  yard 
authorized  at  the  last  session  of  congress  one  of  great 
importance  to  this  port  is  the  construction  of  a  new  dry 
dock,  caj)a]>le  of  receiving  the  largest  vessels  of  the  navy. 
1  am  int'oi-med  by  the  honorable  secretary  of  the  navy 
that  a  new  pier  and  harbor  line  has  recently  been  estab- 
lished, and  that  the  dock  about  to  be  constructed  will 
extend  a  considerable  distance  beyond  the  line  referred 
to.  To  permit  the  construction  of  the  dock  as  jirojected, 
with  the  walls  and  approaches  thereto,  it  is  neeessary 
that  the  government  receive  the  cession  from  the  Com- 
monwealth of  the  lands  under  water  between  the  present 
water  front  of  the  3^ard  and  the  harbor  line  so  establi,shed, 
as  shown  on  a  plan  accompanying  the  letter  of  the  secre- 
tary. In  order  that  the  proposed  work  may  not  be 
delayed  I  ask  that  this  matter  receive  the  earliest  possible 
consideration  of  your  honorable  bodies. 

I  now  invite  your  consideration  to  certain  matters  of 
state  interest,  in  no  way  connected  with  or  incidental  to 
the  late  war,  with  which  the  present  legislature  will  be 
called  upon  to  deal,  referring  3^ou  for  more  complete  in- 
formation to  the  reports  of  the  several  departments. 

STATE    DEBT. 

In  my  last  inaugural  address  to  the  legislature  I  called 
attention  to  the  recent  rapid  increase  of  the  state  debt, 
as  shown  bv  the  following  figures  :  —

an  increase  during  the  past  year  of  $1,136,585.42. 

In  this  statement  the.  net  debt  signifies  the  net  direct 
funded  debt  of  the  Connuonwealth,  after  deduction  from 
the  gross  debt  of  the  several  sinking  funds  in  the  hands 
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of  the  treasurer,  and  also  of  the  contingent  debt,  the 
latter  being  the  amount  of  indebtedness  incurred  by  the 
Commonwealth  in  behalf  of  certain  cities  and  towns,  and 
included  in  its  gross  debt,  but  which  will  ultimately  be 
repaid  to  the  Commonwealth  by  the  municipalities  which 
are  the  real  debtors.  The  purposes  for  which  the  sums 
included  in  the  contingent  debt  were  expended  are  in- 
dicated by  the  titles  of  the  several  loans,  —  metropolitan 
sewerage,  metropolitan  parks  and  metropolitan  water. 

An  examination  of  the  above  figures  shows  that  in  four 
years  the  net  debt  of  the  Commonwealth  has  increased 
more  than  three-fold,  emphasizing  the  duty  and  necessity 
of  rigid  scrutiny  on  the  part  of  your  honorable  bodies  of 
all  propositions  to  incur  further  indebtedness  on  the  part 
of  the  state.  The  state  tax  of  1898  was  materially  lower 
than  it  has  been  for  the  past  ten  years,  except  in  1891 
and  1895,  and  during  the  coming  year  can,  in  my  opinion, 
be  kept  at  the  same  amount,  if  due  regard  is  had  to  a 
prudent  economy  in  all  annual  expenditures  which  shall 
receive  your  approval. 

METROPOLITAN    DISTRICT. 

The  need  of  a  most  careful  examination  of  all  measures 
involving  the  expenditure  of  large  sums  of  money,  espe- 
cially of  such  as  are  not  intended  to  be  provided  for  by 
current  taxation,  is,  in  my  judgment,  strongly  enforced 
by  the  fact  that  the  rapid  increase  of  the  state  debt  above 
shown  has  been  coincident  with  a  great  increase  of  munici- 
pal indebtedness,  and  by  the  further  fact,  a,s  pointed  out 
in  my  message  to  your  predecessors,  that  the  burden  of 
the  gradual  payment  by  the  so-called  metropolitan  district 
of  the  very  large  expenditure  disbursed  by  the  Common- 
wealth on  its  behalf  has  hardly  yet  begun  to  be  borne  by 
those  who  are  to  reap  the  benefit  of  it.  This  is  notably 
true  of  the  vast  expenditure,  originally  estimated  at  $27,- 
000,000,  made  necessary  to  provide  an  abundant  supply 
of  water  for  the  district,  and  also  of  the  expense  of  secur- 
ing and  maintaining  park  reservations  in  difterent  parts 
of  the  district,  and  connecting  them  by  parkways,  for 
which  nearly  $8,000,000  have  already  been  appropriated. 
An  apportionment  of  this  latter  expenditure  to  the  several 
cities  and  towns  of  the  district,  made  by  a  commission 
appointed  by  the  supreme  court,  was  set  aside  by  the  leg- 
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islaturo  of  1800,  on  petition  of  tho  municipalities  inter- 
ested, and  the  final  apportionment  po.stponed  for  five  years 
in  order  that  with  tlie  further  advance  of  the  work  of  tho 
board  tlie  benefits  to  each  city  and  town  mifjht  be  more 
clearly  estimated.  Since  then  the  amounts  required  for 
interest  and  for  the  due  maintenance  of  the  sinking  fund 
have  been  bon-owed  and  added  to  the  principal  of  the 
loan.  Under  existing  laws  the  apportionment  will  be 
made  during  the  year  1900,  and  will  constitute  a  consid- 
erable addition  to  tho  bm'den  of  taxation  already  imposed 
in  the  district.  In  my  opinion  the  magnitude  of  the 
amount  alread}^  expended,  as  well  as  of  the  amount  which 
will  be  necessary  for  the  future  gradual  development  of 
the  extensive  territory  thus  reserved,  and  for  the  costly 
maintenance  of  the  parkways  already  authorized,  forcibly 
suggests  the  need  of  extreme  caution  in  adding  materi- 
ally to  the  initial  expenditure  of  the  district  under  this 
head. 

The  great  work  committed  to  the  metropolitan  water 
board  has  been  advanced  in  an  important  degree  during 
the  past  year.  On  the  first  day  of  January,  1898,  the 
board  took  from  the  city  of  Boston  the  Chestnut  Hill 
reservoir  and  pumping  station  and  all  the  other  works 
held  by  the  city  westward  of  this  reservoir,  including 
Lake  Cochituate,  the  Sudbury  basins,  the  Sudbury  and 
Cochituate  aqueducts,  and  the  Mystic  Lake  and  water 
works.  The  use  of  the  Mystic  system  as  a  source  of 
water  supply  was  forthwith  abandoned  on  account  of  the 
unfitness  of  its  'water,  which  for  many  years  had  been 
fully  recognized,  but  for  which  until  then  a  remedy  could 
not  be  applied.  At  about  the  same  time  Spot  Pond,  with, 
the  adjacent  pumping  stations,  was  taken  from  the  cities 
of  Maiden  and  Medford  and  the  town  of  Melrose.  In  the 
following  month  a  formal  taking  was  made  of  the  waters 
of  the  south  branch  of  the  Nashua  river,  above  the  site 
of  the  proposed  dam  in  Clinton,  and  in  March  the  water 
so  taken  was  diverted  through  the  twelve-mile  aqueduct, 
then  finished,  into  the  Sudbury  reservoir  at  Southborough, 
and  became  available  for  the  supply  of  the  metropolitaa 
district.  This  has  already  resulted  in  a  considerable  im- 
provement in  quality  as  compared  with  the  water  hereto- 
fore supplied  from  the  Boston  sources.  The  metropolitan 
water  district  now  comprises  eight  cities  and  seven  towns, 
not  including  the  town  of  Swampscott,  which  is  without 
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the  proscribed  ten-mile  circle  but  which  by  special  arrange- 
ment will  be  supplied  with  water  from  the  same  source. 
The  po})ulation  of  the  district  is  about  850,000  inhabi- 
tants, and  is  increasing  rapidly.  By  united  action,  through 
the  agency  of  the  Conunonwealth,  this  large  and  growing 
population  will  have  secured  for  itself,  when  the  great 
work  is  completed,  the  priceless  possession  of  a  supply 
of  Avater  excellent  in  quality,  ample  for  the  needs  of  the 
district  for  many  years  to  come,  and  at  a  cost  far  less 
than  would  have  been  necessary  without  such  concert  of 
action,  and  which  in  proportion  to  the  population  will 
decrease  from  year  to  yeav. 

During  the  past  year  the  subway  in  the  city  of  Boston, 
which  had  previously  been  in  operation  from  the  Public 
Garden  and  the  Shawmut  avenue  entrances  as  far  as  Park 
street,  has  been  extended  to  the  vicinity  of  the  Union  Sta- 
tion on  Causeway  street ;  and,  in  accordance  with  the  re- 
quirements of  the  act  providing  for  its  construction,  the 
surface  tracks  upon  those  portions  of  Boylston  and  Tremont 
.streets  which  adjoin  the  Common  have  been  removed.  The 
work  thus  accomplished,  together  with  the  construction 
of  a  bridge  to  Charlestown,  which  will  be  open  to  ti-avel 
during  the  coming  sunmier,  complete  the  operations  con- 
templated by  the  act  of  1894  creating  the  Boston  transit 
commission  and  defining  its  authority  and  duties.  Under 
this  act  the  board  was  appointed  on  the  2d  of  July,  1894, 
for  a  period  of  five  years,  and  will  thus  have  accomplished 
the  work  originally  committed  to  it  within  the  time  then 
allowed,  and  at  a  cost  materially  below  the  estimates 
originally  submitted.  In  the  mean  time  however  new 
and  important  duties  have  been  imposed  upon  the  com- 
mission, contemplating  the  construction  of  a  tunnel  to 
East  Boston  as  well  as  of  an  additional  subway  under  Cam- 
bridge street,  and  the  making  of  such  alterations  in  the 
subway  already  constructed  as  may  be  found  necessary  to 
adapt  it  to  the  use  of  the  Boston  Elevated  Kailway  Com- 
pany, a  corporation  the  duties  and  powers  of  which  were 
carefully  defined  by  the  legislature  of  1897.  To  enable 
the  conunission  to  perform  the  additional  duties  thus  im- 
posed provision  should  be  made  for  its  continuance  beyond 
the  second  day  of  July  next,  at  which  date,  in  the  absence 
of  such  provision,  its  powers  lapse  by  limitation.  The 
benefit  already  resulting  from  this  gi-eat  work,  Avhich  at  its 
inception  was  regarded  with  misgiving  by  many,  in  pro- 
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moting  the  rapid  transit  of  passengers  and  in  removing  the 
burden  of  street  ear  trallie  from  eertain  of  our  jirineipal 
streets,  is  now  almost  universally  admitted. 


STATE    INSTITITIONS. 

One  of  the  most  importtmt  pieees  of  legislation  enacted 
by  your  predecessors  was  the  establishment  of  a  state 
board  of  insanity,  to  which  were  transfeiTed  all  the  duties 
and  ])owers  relating  to  the  insane  heretofore  })ossessed  by 
and  incumbent  upon  the  state  board  of  lunacy  and  charity, 
as  well  as  certain  additional  powers  and  duties  specified  in 
the  act  creating  the  new  board.  Owing  to  certain  un- 
avoidable delavs  encountered  in  oro^anizino^  the  board 
little  more  than  preliminary  work  has  yet  been  done. 
"When  however  the  new  board  is  in  full  control  of  the 
])owers  thus  delegated  to  it  I  confidently  expect  to  see  the 
wisdom  of  this  act  vindicated  in  the  more  thorough  classi- 
fication and  more  scientific  treatment  of  this  increasing 
class  of  our  unfortunate  fellow-beings  than  have  heretofore 
been  possible. 

Under  the  division  above  referred  to  of  the  func-tions  of 
the  former  board  of  lunacy  and  charity  the  newly  consti- 
tuted board  of  charity  retains  all  the  duties  and  powers 
rehiting  to  paupers  and  other  dependent  wards  of  the  state, 
and  to  it  is  thus  entrusted  the  important  charge  of  })ro- 
viding  for  these  helpless  classes  the  most  humane  and 
enlightened  treatment. 

One  of  the  crucial  tests  of  the  degree  of  civilization  and 
enlightenment  attained  by  a  state  or  community  is  its  suc- 
cess in  dealing  with  the  })oor,  the  unfortunate,  and  the 
vicious.  Judged  by  this  test  the  CommouAvealth  has  ever 
held  a  position  Avhich  has  been  creditable  alike  to  the 
humanity  and  to  the  wisdom  of  her  people.  But  that  this 
position  may  be  maintained  it  is  necessary  that  those 
charged  with  the  grave  responsibility  f)f  legislation  or 
administration  in  this  important  department  of  the  state's 
duty  to  its  citizens  shall  not  be  content  with  results  already 
obtained,  so  long  as  study  and  experience  shall  point  the 
way  to  better  methods  of  reformation  and  relief. 

In  my  inaugural  message  of  flanuarv  last  I  stated  that 
from  information  then  available  I  had  been  "  led  to  believe 
that  the  weight  of  opinion  among  those  most  fully  ac- 
quainted with  the  subject  is  in  favor  of  final  state  control 
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of  all  the  pauper  insane  and  of  all  offenders  against  the 
laws  of  the  Commonwealth."  Further  considei-ation  has 
served  to  strengthen  the  opinion  thus  expressed,  especially 
in  regard  to  the  latter  class.  It  may  be  expected  that  at 
some  early  day  tlie  new  board  of  insanity  will  embody  in 
its  report  to  the  legislature  the  results  of  its  study  of  this 
important  subject,  so  far  as  it  concerns  the  insane,  and 
until  such  report  is  received  it  will  probably  be  wise  to 
defer  legislative  action  in  their  behalf.  But  as  regards  the 
inmates  of  prisons,  reformatories,  jails,  and  houses  of  cor- 
rection, there  appears  no  sufficient  explanation  in  theory 
of  the  fact  that  the  state  controls  certain  institutions  in 
which  is  confined  a  portion  of  the  criminal  population, 
while  the  remaining  portion  is  in  institutions  controlled 
wholly  by  the  several  counties.  Nor  is  there  any  clear 
line  of  division  between  prisoners  convicted  of  minor 
offences  who  are  supported  by  the  state  and  those  sup- 
ported b>^  the  counties.  For  many  offences  prisoners  are 
committed  either  to  a  state  or  county  institution,  at  the 
discretion  of  the  judge  before  whom  the  case  is  tried.  All 
offences  however,  of  whatever  nature,  are  committed  both 
in  fact  and  in  contemplation  of  laAV  "against  the  peace  of 
the  Commonwealth,"  and  not  of  any  particular  locality, 
and  are  heard  and  detemiined  before  magistrates  holding 
the  commission  of  the  Commonwealth.  This  divided  con- 
trol of  penal  institutions,  not  justifiable  on  any  easily 
comprehensible  theory,  results  in  practice,  as  might  l>e 
expected,  in  lack  of  unifonnity  of  discipline,  diet  and 
employment,  in  imperfect  classification  of  the  inmates  as 
regards  sex,  age,  and  degi'ce  of  criminality  and  degradation, 
and  in  consecjuent  unnecessary  difhculty  in  the  a])i)lication 
of  reformatory  treatment.  It  is  not  contended  that  the 
condition  of  the  county  prisons  is  on  the  whole  unsatis- 
factory, —  on  the  conti-ary  the  condition  of  many  of  them 
is  excellent ;  but  it  is  believed,  and  I  think  Avith  reason, 
that  even  better  results  would  be  reached  under  a  system 
which  would  permit  unifonnity  of  control  and  adminis- 
tration, which  is  not  now  possible. 

For  reasons  ^vith  many  of  which  I  am  in  sympathy  the 
Commonwealth  appears  to  have  definitively  abandoned  the 
policy  of  striving  to  render  the  labor  of  its  prisoners  in 
the  highest  degree  pecuniarily  productive,  with  the  view 
of  making  these  institutions  as  nearly  as  possible  self- 
supporting,  and  has  restricted  the  employments  in  which 
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this  labor  can  be  ntilizod.  This  fact  appears  to  furnish 
an  added  ar<]:unient  in  favor  of  uniformity  of  control,  to 
the  end  that  all  prisoners  within  the  Commonwealth  may 
be  spared  the  curse  of  enforced  idleness. 

MUNICIPAL    LEGISLATION. 

There  appears  to  be  among  many  of  our  citizens  a  grow- 
ing t^^'ndency,  without  sufficicjit  grounds  of  public  neces- 
sity, to  invoke  the  paramount  power  of  th(!  legislature 
in  the  enactment  of  laws  relating  to  the  affairs  or  gov- 
ernment of  cities,  and  especially  of  the  city  of  Boston. 
This  results  in  the  annual  consideration  by  the  legislature 
of  a  great  number  of  measures,  many  of  them  honestly 
intended  by  their  promoters  to  cure  serious  evils  whi(;h 
are  admitted  by  all  to  exist  in  the  operation  of  our  mu- 
nicipal governments,  but  which  may  have  their  source  in 
causes  far  too  deep  to  be  permanently  affected  by  such 
legislation  ;  while  others  spring  from  a  desire  to  meet 
some  temporary  exigency  of  persons  or  politics  which, 
Avithout  such  legislation,  time  is  likely  speedily  to  re- 
move. In  the  case  of  the  city  of  Boston  a  great  mass 
of  legislation  has  been  thus  enacted,  and  the  legislature 
is  asked  year  after  year  to  add  to  or  make  alterations  in 
that  already  existing.  I  think  there  is  danger  of  this 
tendency  constantly  to  seek  new  legislation  being  carried 
too  far.  It  would  often  be  better  in  my  opinion  to  refuse 
such  legislation,  at  least  until  a  longer  period  of  trial  has 
afforded  fuller  opportunity  to  study  the  operation  of  ex- 
isting .statutes,  and  to  determine  what  changes,  if  any,  a 
riper  experience  might  show  to  be  necessar3^  Too  frequent 
change  in  the  system  under  which  a  municipal  government 
is  conducted  tends  to  confuse  the  minds  of  the  voters,  and 
to  weaken  their  self-reliance  and  determination  to  attain 
the  best  possible  results  under  an  existing  system,  while 
holding  out  to  them  the  hope,  not  always  realized,  of 
improvement  through  legislative  enactment  mther  than 
through  their  own  continued  and  earnest  efforts.  When 
special  laws  of  importance  have  been  enacted  for  a  single 
city,  especially  such  laws  as  are  designed  to  effect  changes 
in  its  form  of  government,  it  has  been  the  frequent  cus- 
tem  of  the  legislature  to  require  that  they  receive  the 
approval  of  the  voters  of  such  city,  or  of  their  elected 
representatives.     Such  action  is  in  my  opinion  wise  and 
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salutary,  and  miofht  with  advantage  be  made  a  customary 
condition  })recodent  to  the  enactment  of  all  .special  laws 
atic'cting  in  an  important  degree  the  charter,  indebtedness 
or  other  interests  of  a  single  city.  The  pammount  au- 
thority of  the  legislature  to  grant  to  cities  such  charters 
as  it  may  determine,  and  to  make  changes  therein,  even 
without  the  consent  of  their  inhal)itants,  cannot  be  cjues- 
tioned  from  a  legal  or  historic  point  of  view.  But  in 
my  judgment  this  authority  should  not  be  lightly  invoked 
to  impose  important  legislation  upon  cities  without  such 
consent,  and  should  be  exercised  only  with  the  utmost  de- 
gree of  deliberation  and  in  cases  where  the  public  good 
renders  such  exercise  clearly  and  imperatively  necessary. 

TUBERCULOSIS    IN    CATTLE. 

The  duties  and  powers  of  the  board  of  cattle  commis- 
sioners Avere  left  in  an  unsettled  and  unsatisfactory  con- 
dition by  the  legislature  of  1898,  and  will  demand  the 
intelligent  and  patient  consideration  of  the  present  legis- 
lature. Beyond  a  small  sum  for  temporary  ]^urposes  your 
predecessors  declined  to  make  any  appropriation  for  the 
uses  of  this  commission,  and  yet  declined  also  to  repeal 
or  make  any  important  changes  in  existing  statutes,  many 
of  them  mandatory  in  their  character,  which  define  the 
duties  of  the  commission,  and,  if  duly  executed,  call  for 
the  expenditure  of  large  sums  of  money  by  the  Common- 
wealth. Under  these  anomalous  circumstances  the  com- 
missioners sought  the  advice  of  the  attorney-general,  and 
were  instructed  by  him  that  they  had  no  authority  to  incur 
expense  not  })rovided  for  by  the  legislature,  even  in  the 
execution  of  duties  made  obligator}'"  upon  them  by  exist- 
ino-  lesfislation.  The  work  of  the  commission  has  there- 
fore  been  limited  to  the  performance  of  such  part  of  their 
statutory  duties  as  does  not  entail  expense  on  the  part  of 
the  Commonwealth,  and  the  compensation  of  the  com- 
missioners provided  for  by  statute  remains  uni:)aid.  I 
confidently  believe  that  it  will  be  the  wish  of  the  present 
legislature  to  deal  with  this  somcAvhat  perplexing  matter 
in  such  a  way  as  to  define^  Avith  clearness  Avhat  is  to  be  the 
policy  of  the  Connnon wealth  regarding  it. 

The  researches  of  individuals  as  Avell  as  of  official  bodies 
in  this  country  and  in  Europe  are  constantly  adding  to 
the   sum   of  accurate   knowledge   upon   the  subject.      It 
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may  bo  conceded  that  when  scientific  iiivostiijation  first 
revealed  the  suljstaiitial  identity  of  the  tubereki-bacillus 
in  man  and  in  the  domestic  animals  tlie  danger  of  its 
transmission  to  man  throiia'h  eatinjj;  the  flesh  of  such 
animals  in  the  early  or  localized  staires  of  the  disease 
was  exaiTire rated,  and  that  lea'islation  enacted  under  the 
first  realization  of  this  danger  was  unnecessarily  drastic. 
The  danger  from  the  use  of  the  milk  of  diseased  animals 
is  nt)w  known  to  be  for  greater  than  from  the  use  of  the 
meat.  This  is  no  doubt  due  in  a  large  measure  to  the 
fact  that  in  this  comuninit}'  the  flesh  as  a  rule  is  sutii- 
ciently  well  cooked  to  destroy  the  vitality  of  the  germ, 
Avliile  on  the  other  hand  the  milk  is  usually  consumed 
without  the  safeguard  which  boiling  or  sterilization  attbrds. 
This  danger  is  one  to  which  the  young  are  especially  ex- 
posed. We  may  well  rejoice  that,  with  the  more  general 
difl'usion  of  sanitary  knowdedge  and  the  increasing  im- 
provement in  sanitary  conditions  during  the  past  fifty 
years,  the  rate  of  mortality  from  the  terrible  scourge  of 
phthisis  has  in  this  Conunonwealth  fallen  in  a  very  re- 
markable degree  ;  but  this  reduction  is  by  no  means  so 
marked  among  children  as  among  adults.  The  latter  fact 
would  ap})ear  to  emphasize  the  danger  that  lurks  in  the 
])rinci|)al  food  supply  of  the  very  young.  I  do  not  believe 
that  the  Commonwealth  wdll  be  willing  permanently  to 
abandon  all  eflfort  to  reduce  to  the  minimum  this  hidden 
peril  to  its  citizens.  Of  the  existence  and  grave  nature 
of  this  peril,  especially  when  the  disease  has  reached  the 
mammary  glands  of  the  animal  yielding  the  milk,  there 
is  i^ractical  unanimity  of  opinion  among  scientific  ex- 
perts ;  and  the  value  and  accuracy,  as  a  diagnostic  test, 
of  tuberculin,  when  applied  by  a  qualified  veterinary 
surgeon,  are  more  universally  admitted  year  by  3'ear. 
With  the  knowledge  Avhich  we  now  possess  it  does  not 
seem  safe  that  cows  with  tuberculous  udders  should  be 
used  for  dairy  purposes,  or  that  the  flesh  or  milk  of 
animals  in  an  advanced  stage  of  the  disease  should  be 
permitted  to  be  sold  as  food.  It  would  ai)pear  proper 
also  that  cattle  entering  this  Conunonwealth  from  other 
states  or  from  foreign  countries  should  be  subjected  to 
a  careful  inspection.  In  my  address  to  the  legislature  in 
IHitl  I  devoted  a  portion  to  the  discussion  of  the  present 
topic,  and  have  as  yet  seen  no  reasoti  t(j  withdraw  trom 
the  position  I  then  assumed.     I  therein  asked  the  legis- 
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lature  to  consider  whctlior  it  was  riglit  or  wise  that  the 
.state  should  pa>^  full  vahu;  for  aiiinials  that  have  rea(;hed 
the  most  advanced  sta_<^e  of  <>-eMeral  tuberculosis  and  udder 
tuberculosis  ;  and  recommended  that  such  animals  should 
be  sought  out  by  means  of  a  thorough  periodic  inspec- 
tion, and  slaughtered  as  being  not  only  worthless  but  a 
.source  of  danger  to  the  rest  of  the  herd  as  W(dl  as  to  th(^ 
oonnnunity.  I  stated  it  as  my  opinion  that  if  compensa- 
tion were  oi-aded  accordinic  to  the  condition  of  the  animal 
as  revealed  by  autopsy  the  owner  would  have  a  direct  in- 
terest, which  does  not  exist  under  the  system  of  full  com- 
pensation, in  purging  his  herd  of  infected  animals  before 
they  become  worthless.  I  also  expressed  the  opinion  that 
the  commissioners  should  have  sufficient  means  at  their 
disposal  to  enable  them  to  test  with  tuberculin  all  cattle 
the  owners  of  which  re(|uest  mwh  inspection. 

In  considering  this  subject  you  will  not  fail  to  remem- 
ber that  while  of  late  years  the  attempted  restriction  or 
eradication  of  tuberculosis  has  constituted  the  principal 
work  of  the  conmiissioners,  and  by  far  the  largest  source 
of  expenditure,  it  is  by  no  means  the  only  duty  imposed 
upon  them.  The}^  are  recpured  in  like  manner  to  contend 
with  all  contagious  diseases  among  domestic  animals,  such 
as  Texas  fever,  glanders,  hog  cholera,  rabies,  etc.  ;  and  it 
can  hardly  have  been  the  intent  of  the  last  legislature  that 
all  effort  to  protect  the  connnunity  from  the  danger  and 
loss  consequent  upon  the  unrestricted  spread  of  these  and 
other  similar  diseases  should  cease.  I  have  no  doubt  that, 
if  the  consideration  of  this  subject  is  entered  upon  early 
in  the  session,  and  with  a  determination  to  utilize  fnjm  all 
.sources  the  best  information  regarding  it,  you  will  be  able 
to  arrive  at  conclusions  which,  if  embodied  in  legislation, 
will  determine  for  many  years  to  come  the  general  })olicy 
of  the  Commonwealth  in  dealing  with  an  important  soui'ce 
of  danofer  to  the  health  of  our  citizens. 


ASSESSMENT    INSURANCE. 

In  my  message  to  your  i)redecessors  reference  was  made 
to  the  recent  collapse  of  two  of  the  largest  assessment  in- 
surance companies,  under  circumstances  which  made  their 
failure  a  severe  blow  to  the  feeling  of  security  on  the  part 
of  holders  of  life  insurance  policies,  and  to  the  good  nann^ 
of  the  Connnon wealth  as  well.  With  a  view  of  preventing 
a  repetition  of  such  disasters,  fraught  with  loss  and  suffer- 
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inof  to  so  many  of  our  citizen.^  of  a  clas.^  ospooially  noodino- 
th(^  protot'tino-  caro  oi'  the  Cominonwralth,  the  Ic^^islaturc 
was  invited  to  I'oiisidcr  the  propriety  of  eiuutino;  siu-h 
legishition  as  might  eorreet  whatever  is  h)ose  and  ineli'ective 
in  existing  statutes  on  this  important  subject.  Several 
measures  were  later  presented  for  the  consideration  of  the 
h'gishiture,  but  no  h'gi^hition  of  the  natun^  proposed  was 
enacted.  The  statutes  which  iierniitted  the  formation  and 
oj)eration  of  the  conn)anies  above  referred  to  therefore  re- 
main in  full  force  at  the  present  time,  and  continue  to  hold 
out  the  authority  and  invitation  of  the  Commonwealth  for 
the  org-anization  of  like  companies  in  thi'  future.  During 
the  past  year  other  similar  organizations,  fortunately  en- 
tailing a  less  loss  to  the  })ublic,  have  come  within  the  juris- 
diction of  the  courts  and  have  passed  out  of  existence  ; 
and  accumulated  experience  seems  to  have  demonstrated 
the  utter  fallacy  of  their  methods  and  the  consequent  in- 
security of  the  promises  they  hold  out  to  the  public.  It 
may  be  claimed  that,  owing  to  the  exposure  of  the  inherent 
weakness  of  this  form  of  life  insurance,  the  peril  to  the 
public  is  past.  This  is  perhaps  true  for  the  immediate 
present ;  but  the  memory  of  the  public  is  brief,  and  the 
lesson  thus  taught  may  be  lost  through  the  illusive  change 
of  name  or  specious  allurement  of  })rospectus  of  companies 
desiring  so  to  opei*ate.  If  I  am  right  in  believing  that 
this  kind  of  insurance  is  radically  unsound  I  think  it 
should  not  be  longer  permitted  by  the  statutes  of  the 
Commonwealth. 


THE  SUPREME  JUDICIAL  COURT  AND  THE  SUPERIOR  COURT. 

No  questions  are  more  important  to  the  Commonwealth 
than  those  relating  to  the  judiciary,  jNIassachusetfcs  has 
always  been  distinguished  for  the  ability,  uprightness  and 
learniniT  of  those  who  have  administered  the  law  in  her 
courts.  No  stain  of  corruption  has  ever  rested  upon  any 
of  her  judges,  and  the  decisions  of  her  courts  have  from 
the  beginning  taken  first  rank  in  weight  of  authority. 
The  growth  ot  the  state  in  population,  the  development 
of  manufacturing  and  other  industries,  and  the  complex 
character  of  modern  life,  have  gi'eatly  increased  the  volume 
of  business  in  the  courts,  and  have  from  time  to  time  ren- 
dered necessary  modifications  of  our  judicial  system.  The 
su|)rcni('  jiulicial  coiu't  has  I)ecome  to  a  gi'eater  extent  than 
formerly  a  court  in  l)anc,  and  to  the  superior  court   have 
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been  transferred  exclusive  jurisdiction  in  eases  of  murdcir, 
divorce  and  tort,  eoruurrcnt  Jurisdiction  in  e(iuity,  and 
increased  jurisdiction  in  other  departments  of  law,  so  that 
it  is  now  the  princi})al  trial  court  of  the  state, 

Notwithstiinding  the  diii'nity  of  the  office  and  the  great 
importance  of  the  work  th(>re  seems  to  be  a  growing  dis- 
inclination on  the  })art  of  members  of  the  bar,  possessing 
the  nece*?ary  qualification.s  in  character  and  learning,  to 
enter  upon  judicial  life.  This  is  especially  true  in  coni- 
merciiil  centres,  where  professional  competition  is  most 
intense  and  })rofessional  experience  most  valuable.  The 
greater  remuneration  attending  the  practice  of  the  law  is 
doubtle«*s  the  main  cause  of  this  disinclination  to  accept 
a{)pointments  to  the  bench.  While  the  Commonwealth 
has  been  fortunate  so  far  in  maintaining  the  high  standard 
of  the  judiciary,  and  Avhile  it  would  not  be  proper  in  my 
(jpinion  to  make  judicial  salaries  equal  to  large  private 
incomes,  or  so  high  as  to  attract  from  a  merely  pecuniary 
point  of  view,  I  suggest  as  a  proper  inquiry,  in  view  of 
the  vitjil  importance  of  securing  the  first  order  of  ability 
and  character  for  the  judicial  office,  and  as  a  measure  <^f 
justice  to  those  who  till  it,  whether  the  salaries  of  the 
justices  of  the  two  highest  courts  should  not  be  increased 
to  a  nearer  correspondence  with  the  returns  of  the  same 
degi'ee  of  abilit}'  and  learning  in  private  life. 

I  offer  this  suggestion  because  I  believe  it  is  warranted 
by  a  due  regard  to  the  best  and  most  lasting  interests  of 
the  public  service,  but  am  still  of  the  opinion  that  no 
general  increase  in  the  scale  of  salaries  paid  by  the  ('om- 
monwealth  would  at  the  present  time  be  justified  by  ])ul)lic 
opinion,  and  that  all  applications  for  such  increase  in  in- 
dividual cases  should  be  subject  to  searching  scrutiny. 

STATE    HOUSE. 

Modern  methods  of  construction  have  made  possible  and 
profitable  the  erection  of  buildings  of  great  height,  which 
tend  to  render  adjoining  streets  and  neighboring  estates 
sunless  and  gloomy,  and  in  case  of  fire  to  increase  the 
danger  to  life.  The  necessity  of  restricting  the  luMght 
of  buildings  and  regulating  their  construction  as  a  pro- 
tection to  life  and  property,  and  as  a  measure  to  promote 
the  public  welfare,  has  been  re})eatedly  recognized  in  this 
Commonwealth  and  in  other  states. 

By  statutes  enacted  in  li>96  and  1897  Massachusetts  has 
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authorized  the  park  commi^^^jionors  of  any  city  or  town 
uccoi)t.iiig  the  provisions  of  tlic  act  to  restrict  the  (erection 
of  hiiikliiiirs  witliin  tMenty-live  feet  of  anv  parl<wav,  boule- 
vard or  public  way  on  Avhich  a  park  borders,  to  the  height 
of  seventy  feet.  On  the  petition  of  the  trustees  of  the 
Bo.st<jn  Pu])lic  Library  and  of  the  Museum  of  Fine;  Arts, 
as  Wi'll  as  of  many  otlier  citi/ens,  the  last  le<>islature  made 
special  })rovision  for  a  limitation  upon  the  hei^'ht  of  l)uild- 
ings  bordering  upon  Copley  Scjuare. 

The  expedienc}'  of  similar  ijrotection  for  the  state  house 
and  adjoinino;  grounds  is  Avorthy  of  consideration.  Our 
beautiful  and  historic  state  house,  crowning  Beacon  Hill, 
has  for  a  century  been  one  of  the  chief  distinctions  of 
Boston,  and  one  of  the  most  precious  possessions  of  the 
Oommonwealth.  The  people  of  the  entire  state  would 
regret  to  see  it  overshadowed  and  its  neighborhood  dis- 
figured. I  invite  you  to  consider  the  advisability  of  pro- 
viding for  the  state  house  of  this  Commonwealth  such 
protection  as  has  already  been  accorded  to  other  public 
buildings  and  to  public  })arks. 

PARIS    EXPOSITION    OF    1900. 

I  believe  that  the  time  is  especially  opportune  for  pre- 
senting to  the  aroused  attention  of  the  commercial  nations 
of  the  world  a  full  exhibit  of  the  agricultural  and  mineral 
resources  of  this  country,  its  works  of  art,  the  products 
of  its  manufactures,  its  attainments  in  science,  and  its 
achievements  in  promoting  the  education,  healtli  and  wel- 
fare of  its  peoi)le.  This  is  owing  to  the  present  unpar- 
alleled volume  of  our  national  exports  of  manufactured 
goods  as  well  as  of  raw  products,  to  the  opening  of  new 
markets  to  the  commerce  of  the  world,  in  which  this  coun- 
try nnist  win  its  share,  and  to  tlu?  great  increase  in  our 
national  prestige  consecjuent  upon  recent  events  which 
have  directed  to  us  the  ej'es  of  the  world.  Massachu- 
setts will  not  fail  to  avail  herself  of  the  opportunity  thus 
otfcred.  Through  an  enlightened  self-interest  as  well  as 
through  state  i)ride  her  maiuifacturers,  her  inventors  and 
all  other  classes  of  her  citizens,  should  unite  to  present 
an  exhibit  conmiensurate  with  the  intelligence,  industry 
and  enterprise  of  the  Commonwealth.  I  trust  too  that 
pr(jvision  may  be  made  for  such  exhibits  of  the  sevei-al 
state  departments  as  may  be  deemed  of  sufficient  impor- 
tance and  interest. 
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Gentlemen  of  the  senate  and  house  of  representatives  : 
You  have  been  selected  by  your  fellow  citizens  to  perfonn 
in  their  behalf  a  high  and  responsible  service.  Each  one 
of  you  is  the  chosen  representative  of  a  constituency  of 
many  thousand  ;  but  your  duty  and  responsibility  arc 
bounded  by  no  narrow  lines  of  locality  or  of  time,  but 
embrace  the  entire  Commonwealth  and  the  distant  future. 
What  you  do  here  may  have  consequences,  whether  of 
good  or  ill,  far  beyond  the  vision  of  the  present  genera- 
tion. In  all  their  deliberations  and  in  all  their  official 
acts  the  executive  and  the  legislature  alike  will  do  well 
to  remember  that  they  are  adding  to  the  history  of  a  state 
which  for  more  than  two  and  three  quarters  centuries  has 
written  her  name  large  and  fair  on  the  record  which  tells 
of  lofty  aspiration  and  honorable  citizenship.  During 
this  lengthening  period  the  Commonwealth  has  main- 
tained a  pure  and  learned  judiciary,  which  has  admin- 
istered justice  without  discrimination  between  the  rich 
and  poor,  the  powerful  and  the  humble  ;  as  she  was  the 
first  to  acknowledge  the  duty  of  the  state  freely  to  edu- 
cate all  her  children  so  she  has  ever  with  wise  liberality 
promoted  the  general  diffusion  of  knowledge  ;  to  all  she 
has  extended  freedom  of  religious  belief  and  the  equal 
protection  of  her  laws  in  the  public  worship  of  God  ;  in 
war  her  sons  have  never  failed  to  show  resolute  purpose 
and  unflinching  courage  ;  in  peace  her  statesmen  have 
possessed  the  clear  vision  which  reads  the  coming  future, 
and  her  citizens,  through  industry  and  enterprise,  have 
attained  a  degree  of  general  pros[)erity  scarcely  ecjualled 
among  the  peoples  of  the  earth  ;  her  homes  have  been 
virtuous,  her  people  contented  ;  her  poets  and  historians 
have  made  honorable  the  fame  of  American  letters  ;  her 
inventions  and  discoveries  have  aided  to  revolutionize 
industry  and  to  make  comfortable  the  lives  of  those  who 
toil ;  from  generation  to  generation  she  has  kept  aflame 
a  beacon  light  of  intelligence  and  high  purpose,  which  has 
can-ied  into  many  dark  places  the  illumination  of  humanity 
and  civilization. 

Such  is  the  Commonwealth  whose  public  and  trusted 
servants  we  are.  Such  is  the  lustre  of  her  fame,  which 
it  is  in  our  power  to  tarnish  or  to  transmit  with  its  full 
radiance  undimmed.  In  serving  the  common  weal  we 
serve  the  Commonwealth.  May  our  service  be  worthy 
of  her  great  past  and  of  her  greater  future.

[To  the  senate  and  house  of  representatives,  January  9,  1899.] 

I  have  the  honor  to  transmit,  in  compliance  with  chap-  Pardons. 
ter  50  of  the  resolves  of  1860,  a  report  of  the  thirty-eight 
pardons  issued  by  the  governor  and  council  during  the 
year  just  closed. 

Of  the  number  thus  released  two  were  in  the  state 
prison,  nineteen  in  houses  of  correction,  twelve  in  the 
Massachusetts  reformatory,  and  five  in  the  reformatory 
prison  for  women.  Sickness  was  the  controlling  reason 
for  the  discharge  of  fourteen,  three  of  whom  have  since 
died.

No.  1.  Peter  Germaen.  Convicted  of  breaking  and 
entering,  Superior  Court,  Middlesex  county,  June  18, 
1897.  Sentenced  to  the  jSlassachusetts  reformatory  on  an 
indeterminate  sentence.  Pardoned  Jan.  13,  1898,  upon 
the  recommendation  of  the  commissioners  of  prisons.  In 
February,  1897,  Germain,  a  boy  16  years  of  age,  was 
arrested  and  phieed  on  probation.  In  June  following  he 
with  another  boy  started  from  Lowell  to  walk  to  Boston, 
looking  for  work.  While  in  North  Caml^ridge,  with  appar- 
ently no  occupation,  they  were  arrested.  He  was  sentenced 
for  the  original  offence.  The  Lowell  officers  were  of  the 
opinion  that  he  had  conniiitted  no  crime  for  which  he  should 
have  forfeited  his  probation. 
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Pardons.  Xo.  2.     FREDERICK  G.  Weber.     Convicted  of  uttorlno; 

forged  instruments,  Superior  Court,  P^ssex  county,  eJuno  4, 
1897.  Sentenced  to  the  house  of  correction  for  one  year. 
Pardoned  Jan.  20,  1898.  Weber  was  critically  ill  with 
consumption.  In  the  opinion  of  the  prison  physician  "  his 
continued  confinement  would  hasten  the  progress  of  the 
disease." 

Xo.  3.  William  Fisher.  Convicted  of  being  idle  and 
disorderly,  Police  Court,  Lawrence,  Aug.  11,  1897. 
Sentenced  to  the  Massachusetts  reformatory  on  an  inde- 
terminate sentence.  Pardoned  March  2,  1898,  upon  the 
recommendation  of  the  commissioners  of  prisons,  who 
were  of  the  opinion  that  it  was  a  proper  case  for  proba- 
tion. 

Xo.  4.  William  L.  Goodwin".  Convicted  of  adultery, 
Superior  Court,  P^ssex  county,  June  8,  1897.  Sentenced 
to  the  house  of  correction  for  twelve  months.  Pardoned 
March  2,  1898,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  justice 
who  imposed  the  sentence  and  the  district  attorney,  on  the 
ground  of  newly  discovered  evidence  prejudicial  to  the 
complainant. 

Xo.  5.  George  Sharron^.  Convicted  of  breaking  and 
entering,  Superior  Court,  Worcester  county,  Oct.  22, 
1897.  Sentenced  to  the  house  of  correction  for  one  year. 
Pardoned  March  9,  1898,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the 
district  attorney  who  prosecuted  the  case.  The  prisoner 
was  without  counsel  at  the  trial.  He  pleaded  guilty  and 
would  without  doubt  have  been  placed  on  probation  if  his 
case  had  been  properly  presented  to  the  court.  He  was 
but  eighteen  years  of  age  and  had  never  before  been 
arrested  for  any  offence.  His  companion  in  the  crime, 
who  was  equally  guilty,  employed  counsel  and  was  placed 
on  probation. 

Xo.  6.  William  Landfear.  Convicted  of  breaking 
and  entering,  Superior  Court,  Sutfolk  county,  Dec.  10, 
189<)  Sentenced  to  the  house  of  correction  for  two  years. 
Pardoned  March  23,  1898,  upon  the  recommendation  of 
the  district  attorney,  who  was  of  the  opinion  that  he  had 
been  sufficiently  punished  and  it  might  be  well  to  give  him 
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some  encourairemcnt  to  try  and  do  l)ettcr  in  the  future.  Pardons. 
The   crime  was   counnittcd  when  under  the  influence  of 
liquor  and  was  his  tirst  oftence. 

No.  7.  Walstox  M.  Smith.  Convicted  of  stubborn- 
ness, Municipal  Court,  Dorchester,  Dec.  28,  181*7.  Sen- 
tenced to  the  Massachusetts  reformatory  on  an  indeterminate 
sentence.  Pardoned  March  23,  1898,  upon  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  commissioners  of  prisons,  on  the  ground 
that  the  i)risoner  was  ill  with  consumption. 

No.  8.  Ellex  Lynch.  Convicted  of  drunkenness, 
East  Boston  District  Court,  Sept.  17,  1897.  Sentenced 
to  the  reformatory  prison  for  women  for  one  year.  Par- 
doned March  23,  1898,  upon  the  petition  of  the  husband, 
who  made  the  complaint,  and  prominent  citizens  of  East 
Boston,  on  the  ground  that  she  had  reformed  and  would 
hereafter  abstain  from  the  use  of  intoxicating  liquor. 

No.  9.  E.  Edward  Ends.  Convicted  of  felonious 
assault,  Superior  Court,  Bristol  county,  Feb.  12,  1896. 
Sentenced  to  the  house  of  correction  for  four  years.  Par- 
doned March  80,  1898,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the 
entire  senatorial  and  representative  delegation,  the  mayor 
of  New  Bedford  and  the  county  commissioners.  The  dis- 
trict attorney  concurred  in  the  recommendation,  on  the 
ground  that  the  prisoner  had  been  sufficiently  punished. 
There  were  mitigating  circumstances  connected  with  the 
case,  which,  if  presented  at  the  trial,  w^ould  undoubtedly 
have  lessened  the  sentence. 

No.  10.  Ada  Thompson.  Convicted  of  larceny, 
Brighton  Municipal  Court,  Nov.  15,  1897.  Sentenced  to 
the  house  of  correction  for  one  year.  The  prisoner  was 
suffering  from  ])uhuonary  tuberculosis.  She  was  pardoned 
to  be  taken  to  her  home  in  Virginia. 

No.  11.  George  C.  Knox.  Convicted  of  l)reaking 
and  entering,  Somerville  Police  Court,  March  6,  1894. 
Sentenced  to  the  Massachusetts  reformatory  on  an  inde- 
terminate sentence.  Pardoned  April  6,  1898,  upon  the 
recommendation  of  the  commissioners  of  prisons,  on  the 
ground  that  he  had  been  sufficiently  punished. 
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PardoDe.  ^q    12.     JoTiN  W.  Fraser.     Coiivictcd  of  stubborn- 

ness, Second  District  Court,  Bristol  county.  Sentenced 
to  the  Massachusetts  reformatory,  Jan.  4,  1898,  on  an 
indeterminate  sentence.  Pardoned  April  20,  1898.  This 
was  a  case  that  was  somewhat  hastily  brought  into  court. 
It  was  evidently  a  family  difficulty  which  should  have  been 
settled  outside  the  courts.  The  commissioners  of  prisons 
recommended  a  pardon. 

No.  13.  William  Britton.  Convicted  of  robber}', 
Superior  Court,  Bristol  county,  Nov.  13,  1895.  Sen- 
tenced to  the  state  prison  for  eight  years.  Pardoned 
April  27,  1898.  Britton  was  ill  with  pulmonary  phthisis 
and  heart  disease,  with  no  hope  of  recovery.  He  died 
May  6,  1898. 

No.  14.  Samuel  K.  Clark.  Convicted  of  breaking 
and  entering  and  larceny,  Superior  Court,  Berkshire 
county,  Jan.  26,  1898.  Sentenced  to  the  house  of  cor- 
rection for  two  years.  Pardoned  April  27,  1898.  This 
prisoner  was  in  the  last  stages  of  consumption.  He  died 
about  one  month  after  his  release. 

No.  15.  William  Devine.  Convicted  of  larceny, 
Municipal  Court,  Boston,  July  24,  1895.  Sentenced  to 
the  Massachusetts  reformatory  on  an  indeterminate  sen- 
tence. Pardoned  May  4,  1898.  Devine  was  under  treat- 
ment for  consumption  with  little  prospect  of  his  ever 
being  any  better.  He  had  a  good  home  where  he  could 
be  properly  cared  for. 

No.  16.  Lizzie  Wetherell.  Convicted  of  burglary 
and  assault,  Superior  Court,  Middlesex  county,  June  8, 
1891.  Sentenced  to  the  house  of  correction  for  ten  years. 
Pardoned  May  11,  1898,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the 
district  attorney  who  tried  the  case,  the  prison  physician 
and  the  master  of  the  house  of  correction.  The  prisoner 
was  suffering  from  pulmonary  phthisis,  with  but  little 
prospect  of  recovery. 

No.  17.  George  H.  Hall.  Convicted  of  stubborn- 
ness, Third  District  Court  of  Eastern  Middlesex,  Feb. 
25,  1898.  Sentenced  to  the  Massachusetts  reformatory 
on  an  indeterminate  sentence.     Pardoned  May  25,  1898. 
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The  commissioners  of  prisons  recommended  that  a  pardon  r».rdone. 
be  gi-anted  on  the  ground  that  the  prisoner  should  have 
been  phiced  on  })robation  at  the  time  ot"  sentence,  instead 
of  l:>eing  sent  to  the  reformatory,  and  in  their  opinion 
the  complainant  acted  too  hastily  in  the  matter. 

No.  18.  Gus  W.  SoLKEY.  Convicted  of  forgery, 
Superior  Court,  Suffolk  county,  May  term,  1897.  Sen- 
tenced to  the  house  of  correction  for  two  years.  Par- 
doned June  1,  1898,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the 
comj)lainant  and  the  superintendent  and  chief  inspector 
of  police  of  the  city  of  Boston,  on  the  ground  that  he 
had  l>een  sufficiently  punished.  The  amount  forged  was 
$75,  and  the  proceeds  were  used  for  the  necessaries  of 
life. 


No.  19.  MiXNiE  G.  NoRWELL.  Convicted  of  being 
a  stubborn  child.  Municipal  Court,  lloxbury,  June  16, 
1897.  Sentenced  to  the  reformatory  prison  for  women 
for  two  years.  Pardoned  June  IG,  1898,  upon  the  rec- 
ommendation of  the  commissioners  of  prisons.  She  was 
but  15  years  old  when  sentenced,  and  had  a  good  reputa- 
tion aside  from  the  fact  that  her  mother  was  unable  to 
control  her.  The  commissioners  were  of  the  opinion  that 
she  had  been  sufficiently  punished. 

No.  20.  Jacob  Brothers.  Convicted  of  breaking 
and  entering,  Superior  Court,  Essex  county,  Jan.  18, 
1897.  Sentenced  to  the  house  of  correction  for  two 
years.  Pardoned  June  22,  1898,  upon  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  mayor,  city  marshal,  probation  officer,  and 
justice  of  the  police  court  of  Lynn,  on  the  ground  that 
he  had  been  sufficiently  punished. 

No.  21.  Herman  Michaelson.  Convicted  of  break- 
ing and  entering  and  larceny,  Superior  Court,  Essex 
county,  June  14,  1897.  Sentenced  to  the  house  of  cor- 
rection for  two  years.  Pardoned  June  22,  1898.  The 
prisoner  since  his  sentence  had  developed  tubercular 
disease  of  right  lung,  and,  in  the  opinion  of  the  prison 
physician,  would  "not  live  to  complete  his  sentence  if 
continued  in  confinement." 
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Pardons.  ^-^   22.     Anthony  Willgoose.     Convicted  of  assault 

and  battery,  Superior  Court,  Norfolk  county,  April  22, 
1898.  Sentenced  to  the  Massachusetts  reformatorj-  on 
an  indeterminate  sentence.  Pardoned  July  7,  1898,  upon 
the  recommendation  of  the  commissioners  of  prisons. 
Willofoose  had  previously  borne  a  good  reputation,  and 
it  was  believed  that  he  was  a  victim  of  circumstances, 
rather  than  doing  an  intentional  wrong. 

No.  23.  William  J.  Hellissey.  Convicted  of  break- 
ing and  entering  and  larceny,  Superior  Court,  Middlesex 
county,  June  1,  1897.  Sentenced  to  the  house  of  cor- 
rection for  four  years.  Pardoned  July  19,  1898.  The 
prisoner  was  in  an  advanced  stage  of  pulmonary  tuber- 
culosis, with  no  hope  of  recovery.    He  died  in  Septeml)er. 

No.  24.  Gideon  F.  Haynes.  Convicted  of  forgery 
and  uttering,  Superior  Court,  Suffolk  county,  Sept.  28, 
1896.  Sentenced  to  the  house  of  correction  for  three 
years.  Pardoned  July  21,  1898,  upon  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  district  attorney,  and  prominent  citizens  of 
Charlestown.  Up  to  a  short  time  before  his  arrest  his 
reputation  had  been  irreproachal^le,  but  he  suddenly  con- 
tracted the  liquor  habit  and  his  downfall  was  sudden. 
He  forged  the  name  of  his  brother-in-law,  but  no  one 
lost  by  his  acts,  as  the  forged  notes  were  paid. 

No.  25.  Allen  Pugsley.  Convicted  of  breaking 
and  entering,  Superior  Court,  Worcester  county,  Aug. 
26,  1897.  Sentenced  to  the  house  of  correction  for  three 
years.  Pardoned  July  29,  1898.  The  district  attorney, 
who  prosecuted  the  case,  certified  that  he  believed  the 
officers  and  the  court  to  have  been  misinformed  with 
regard  to  the  defendant's  record  when  the  sentence  was 
imposed.  It  was  stated  that  the  defendant  had  previously 
served  terms  of  imprisonment.  He  has  since  become  sat- 
isfied that  the  defendant  had  not  served  previous  sentences, 
and  was  of  the  opinion  that,  had  the  actual  tacts  been 
known  to  the  court,  no  sentence  exceeding  one  year  would 
have  been  imposed.  Prisoner's  conduct  had  been  exem- 
plary during  confinement. 

No.  26.  John  F.  Reilly.  Convicted  of  adultery, 
Superior  Court,  Plymouth  county,  March  1,  1898.     Sen- 
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tenced  to  the  house  of  correction  for  eight  months.     Par-  P^fdons. 
doned  Aug.  31,   189<^,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the 
district  attorney,  the  county  commissioners  and  probation 
officer  of  Plymouth   county,   on  the  ground   of  serious 
illness. 

No.  27.  Carrie  M.  Sessions.  Convicted  of  obtain- 
ing money  under  false  pretences,  Superior  Court,  Worces- 
ter county,  Nov.  5,  18H7.  Sentenced  to  the  house  of 
correction  for  four  years.  Pardoned  Sept.  15,  1898, 
upon  the  recommendation  of  the  district  attorney  and  jail 
ph^'sician.  The  prisoner  had  been  ill  most  of  the  time 
since  her  imprisonment,  and  had  lost  over  fifty  pounds  in 
weight.  It  was  believed  that  further  imprisonment  would 
certainly  cause  her  death. 

No.  28.  Thomas  F.  McKenn  A.  Convicted  of  drunken- 
ness. Police  Court,  Holyoke,  May  18,  1898.  Sentenced 
to  the  Massachusetts  reformatory  on  an  indeterminate  sen- 
tence. Pardoned  Sept.  15,  1898.  McKenna  up  to  three 
months  before  his  sentence  had  led  a  very  respectable  life. 
At  that  time,  owing  to  illness,  a  physician  prescribed  wine 
for  him,  and  from  this  he  acquired  an  appetite  for  liquor 
which  he  could  not  control.  The  commissioners  of  prisons 
were  of  the  opinion  that  the  punishment  already  received 
was  sufficient. 

No.  29.  Daniel  Smith.  Convicted  of  being  a  tramp, 
Central  District  Court,  Berkshire  county,  July  1,  1897. 
Sentenced  to  the  Massachusetts  reformatory  on  an  indeter- 
minate sentence.  Pardoned  Sept.  19,  1898,  to  be  sent  to 
his  home  in  Buffalo,  N.  Y.  He  was  sixteen  years  of  age 
when  arrested,  and  as  he  had  committed  no  crime  it  was 
thought  that  he  had  been  sufficiently  punished  for  running 
away  from  home  and  becoming  a  tramp. 

No.  30.  Nellie  Williams.  Convicted  of  drunken- 
ness, Municipal  Court,  Boston,  May  31,  1898.  Sentenced 
to  the  reformatory  prison  for  women  for  one  year.  Par- 
doned Sept.  29,  1898.  The  commissioners  of  prisons 
recommended  the  pardon  on  the  ground  that  she  had  been 
sufficiently  punished. 

No.  31.  Mary  Cotter.  Convicted  of  stubbornness, 
Lynn  Police  Court,  Feb.  11,  1898.     Sentenced  to  the  re- 
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Pardong.  formatory  prison  for  women  for  one  year.     Pardoned  Sept. 

29,  1898.  The  girl's  mother,  who  caused  her  arrest,  prayed 
for  her  release.  The  prisoner's  conduct  had  been  good  since 
her  commitment.  The  pardon  was  recommended  by  the 
commissioners  of  prisons. 

No.  32.  GuiSEPPE  Cristoforo.  Convicted  of  assault 
with  a  dangerous  weapon,  Superior  Court,  Suffolk  county, 
May  term,  1895.  Sentenced  to  the  state  prison  for  five 
years.  Pardoned  Oct.  15,  1898.  He  was  ill  with  pulmo- 
nary tuberculosis  and  was  gradually  failing,  with  no  hope 
of  recovery. 

No.  33.  Cornelius  J.  Driscoll.  Convicted  of  drunk- 
enness, Municipal  Court,  Boston,  Aug.  25,  1897.  Sen- 
tenced to  the  Massachusetts  reformatory  on  an  indeter- 
minate sentence.  Pardoned  Oct.  24,  1898,  upon  the 
recommendation  of  the  commissioners  of  prisons,  on  the 
ground  that  he  had  had  a  perfect  record  in  the  reformatory 
and  that  the  ends  of  justice  had  been  answered. 

No.  34.  John  F.  McKay.  Convicted  of  forgery, 
Superior  Court,  Suffolk  count}^  April  22,  1897.  Sen- 
tenced to  the  house  of  correction  for  four  3^ears,  Pardoned 
Oct.  26,  1898,  solely  on  account  of  his  physical  condition. 
The  prisoner  was  a  cripple,  having  lost  his  leg  and  half 
the  thigh.  He  was  a  sufferer  from  rheumatism  and  disease 
of  the  heart,  and  had  been  confined  to  the  hospital  ever 
since  his  commitment  to  the  prison.  He  was  obliged  to 
sit  in  a  reclining  chair  night  and  day.  The  prison  physician 
was  of  the  opinion  that  further  imprisonment  would  aggra- 
vate the  trouble. 

No.  35.  Daniel  J.  Scanlan.  Convicted  of  assault 
and  battery.  Municipal  Court,  Boston,  May  28,  1898. 
Sentenced  to  the  Massachusetts  reformatory  on  an  inde- 
terminate sentence.  Pardoned  Nov.  9,  1898.  Scanlan, 
"who  was  but  seventeen  years  of  age,  desired  to  enter  the 
army  and  procured  papers  for  his  parents  t«»  sign,  but  they 
refused  to  do  so.  A  dispute  arose  in  which  all  lost  their 
temper,  the  lather  ejected  the  l)oy  from  the  house  at  the 
same  time  striking  him  ;  the  boy  returned  the  blow  with 
interest.     The  father  then  had  him  arrested  with  the  idea 
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that  he  would  be  placed  on  probation.     The  punishment  Pardons. 
already  suflered  seemed  sufficient. 

No.  36.  Martha  Welsh.  Convicted  of  vagrancy, 
Municipal  Court,  Boston,  Aug.  16,  1898.  Sentenced  to 
the  reformatory  prison  for  women  for  one  year.  Pardoned 
iS'ov.  16,  1898.  This  woman  was  married  and  had  three 
small  children  and  was  so(m  to  become  the  mother  of 
another,  was  in  such  reduced  circumstances  that  she  solicited 
food,  infant's  clothing  and  various  other  articles  which  she 
very  much  needed.  For  this  offence  she  was  arrested  and 
sentenced.  The  commissioners  of  prisons  recommended 
her  release. 

No.  37.  Edward  H.  Davis.  Convicted  of  lewd  and 
lascivious  cohabitation,  Superior  Court,  Suffolk  county, 
Sept.  14,  1896.  Sentenced  to  the  house  of  correction  for 
three  years.  Pardoned  Dec.  7,  1898.  Davis  was  suffer- 
ing from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  with  the  probability  that 
he  would  die  before  the  expiration  of  his  sentence. 

No.  38.  Thomas  J.  Haney.  Convicted  of  man- 
slaughter, Superior  Court,  Suffolk  county,  July  14,  1897. 
Sentenced  for  three  years  to  the  house  of  correction.  Par- 
doned Dec.  22,  1898,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the 
district  attorney.  Cahill,  the  man  who  was  killed,  assaulted 
Haney,  thereupon  Haney  struck  Cahill  with  his  fist,  Cahill 
then  turned  and  ran,  Haney  followed  him,  struck  him 
another  blow  with  his  fist  which  knocked  him  down,  his 
head  struck  a  railroad  rail  which  was  lying  where  he  fell 
and  his  neck  was  broken.  The  district  attorney  reported 
"that  his  only  fault  was  in  striking  Cahill  when  he  had 
turned  and  fled.  The  need  of  his  family,  the  circumstances 
of  the  case,  the  sincere  contrition  of  the  prisoner,  want  of 
intention  to  injure,  and  the  provocation  received,  well 
merit  mitigation  of  sentence." 

[To  the  honorable  senate  and  house  of  representatives,  Feb.  1,  1899.] 

I  transmit  herewith  for  the  consideration  of  your  hon- 
orable bodies  a  ' '  Report  of  the  commissioners  appointed 
under  chapter  85  of  the  resolves  of  the  legislature  of  1897 
to  investigate  and  report  upon  a  plan  for  the  simplification 
of  criminal  pleadings,  and  to  prepare  a  schedule  of  forms 
to  be  used  in  criminal  cases." 
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[To  the  honorable  senate  and  house  of  representatives,  Feb.  23,  1899.] 

I  return  herewith  to  the  house,  in  which  it  originated,  a 
bill  entitled  *'  An  Act  relative  to  Days  of  Grace  on  Sight 
Drafts,"  with  my  objections  thereto  in  writing. 

Under  our  federal  system  of  government,  the  laws  of  the 
several  states  vary  widely,  and  in  many  departments  of 
legislation  no  serious  inconvenience  arises  from  the  diifer- 
ences  that  exist.  In  other  departments  however  it  has 
long  been  felt  that  a  greater  degree  of  uniformity  is  both 
possible  and  desirable. 

To  this  end  the  legislature  of  1891  authorized  the  ap- 
pointment of  a  board  of  commissioners  on  uniformity  of 
legislation,  who  since  then  have  labored  diligently  in  co- 
operation with  commissioners  appointed  for  a  like  purpose 
in  a  large  number  of  other  states. 

As  a  result  of  their  labors  and  with  the  concurrence  of 
the  commissioners  representing  other  states  a  bill  was  pre- 
sented to  the  consideration  of  your  immediate  predecessors, 
and  was  enacted  as  chapter  533  of  the  acts  of  1898,  entitled 
*' An  Act  relative  to  Negotiable  Instruments.''  This  act, 
approved  June  15,  1898,  took  eflect  on  the  tirst  day  of 
January  of  the  present  year. 

It  would  appear  to  require  no  argument  to  sustain  the 
proposition  that  if  there  be  any  department  of  law  in  which 
uniformity  among  the  several  states  is  greatly  desirable, 
and  in  which  diversity  is  certain  to  create  confusion  and  un- 
certainty, it  is  that  which  regulates  and  controls  the  custom- 
ary business  dealings  between  citizens  of  different  states 
and  jurisdictions,  and  which  defines  the  rights  of  parties  to 
the  commercial  paper  or  negotiable  instruments  through 
the  agency  of  which  these  dealings  are  transacted. 

The  legislatures  of  seven  states,  and  the  congress  of 
the  United  States  acting  for  the  district  of  Columbia,  have 
enacted  statutes  in  the  })recise  words  of  the  act  of  1898, 
and  it  is  expected  that  other  states  will  adopt  this  act 
during  the  present  year. 

Two  thirds  of  the  states  of  the  Union  have  enacted 
statutes  abolishing  days  of  grace  on  negotiable  paper,  in- 
cluding sight  drafts,  and  it  is  believed  that  no  state  that 
has  once  abolished  days  of  grace  has  ever  restored  them. 
Nearly  all  the  great  commercial  cities  of  the  country  are  at 
the  present  time  conducting  business  under  laws  which 
have  expressly  done  away  with  days  of  grace  on  sight 
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drafts.  That  these  laws  have  in  many  states  existed  for 
five,  ten  or  more  years  would  appear  to  be  conclusive  evi- 
dence that  no  serious  inconvenience  has  been  caused  to 
business  by  their  o})cration. 

The  only  justification  for  reading  into  certain  commercial 
papers  terms  which  do  not  appear  thereon,  to  wit,  days  of 
grace,  is  that  it  is  a  well  established  and  universally  recog- 
nized custom.  When  it  ceases  to  be  a  custom  l)y  the  posi- 
tive enactment  of  a  large  majority  of  the  states  its  retention 
by  a  small  number  of  states  tends  to  create  unnecessary 
confusion. 

If  uniformity  of  legislation  on  the  law  merchant  is 
desirable  and  is  to  be  maintained  it  should  be  maintained 
in  toto.  Where  laws  are  known  to  vary  in  different  states 
there  may  be  much  inconvenience  but  little  danger ;  but 
where  there  purports  to  be  uniformity,  differences  in  details 
are  not  only  inconvenient  but  dangerous. 

I  have  given  my  most  careful  consideration  to  the  state- 
ments that  have  been  made  to  me  that  the  act  of  last  year, 
in  the  section  which  it  is  now  sought  to  annul,  is  likel}^  to 
work  hardship  or  injury  to  certain  classes  of  business  in 
this  Commonwealth,  but  I  believe  these  fears  to  be  exagforer- 
ated.  I  am  unwilling  to  believe  that  the  merchants  of 
Massachusetts  are  less  able  than  those  of  other  states  to 
adapt  their  methods  of  conducting  business  to  a  system 
which  is  already  in  operation  in  two  thirds  of  the  states, 
and  which  it  is  probable  will  soon  be  of  almost  universal 
acceptance. 

The  simple  expedient,  which  I  am  informed  has  been 
adopted  in  other  states,  of  requiring  that  drafts  be  made 
payable  three  days  after  sight,  would  appear  to  be  sufficient 
to  obviate  much  of  the  inconvenience  which  may  have  arisen 
from  the  legislation  of  last  year. 

If  your  honorable  bodies  are  of  opinion  that  a  longer 
period  should  be  allowed  to  enable  certain  classes  of  busi- 
ness to  prepare  for  the  change  incident  to  the  al)olition  of 
days  of  grace  on  sight  drafts,  the  operation  of  this  section 
in  the  act  of  1808  might  be  suspended  for  a  definite  period, 
as,  for  instance,  until  July  1st. 

To  repeal  it  altogether,  and  thus  to  restore  in  this  Com- 
monwealth a  custom  which  seems  to  be  in  process  of  almost 
universal  abandonment,  would  in  my  opinion  in  large 
measure  render  nugatory  what  has  already  l)een  accom- 
i)lished  in  makinir  uniform  throujjhout  the  several  states 
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the  law  concerning  commercial  transactions,  and  tend  to 
discourage  further  etforts  in  the  same  direction. 
For  these  reasons  I  am  unable  to  approve  the  bill,

I  transmit  herewith  for  the  information  and  consid- 
eration of  your  honorable  bodies  a  report  of  the  state  di- 
rectors of  the  Fitchburg  liailroad  Company. 

[To  the  honorable  senate  and  house  of  representatives,  April  17,  1899.] 
I  submit  herewith  for  the  information  and  consideration 
of  your  honorable  bodies  a  communication  addressed  to 
me  by  his  excellency  the  governor  of  the  state  of  New 
York,  extending  in  the  name  of  the  state  of  New  York  a 
respectful  and  cordial  invitation  to  the  people  of  this  Com- 
monwealth to  be  represented  at  the  Pan-American  Expo- 
sition to  be  held  on  the  Niagara  Frontier  in  1901,  with 
other  papers  relating  thereto. 

[To  the  honorable  senate  and  house  of  representatives,  May  29,  1899.] 

I  return  herewith  to  the  house,  in  which  it  originated, 
a  bill  entitled  "  An  Act  to  exempt  Certain  Trades  Unions 
from  the  Laws  relative  to  Fraternal  Beneficiary  Organi- 
zations "  with  my  objections  thereto  in  writing. 

It  has  long  been  the  policy  of  this  Commonwealth  care- 
fully to  guard  the  business  of  insurance  which  it  permits 
to  be  conducted  within  its  limits.  The  various  statutes 
relating  to  the  methods  of  conducting  this  important  busi- 
ness are  not  intended  unnecessarily  to  hamper  or  control 
it,  but  solely  to  protect  the  rights  of  the  insured  who,  as 
experience  has  shown,  without  such  protection  would 
often  be  subjected  to  serious  loss.  I  see  no  good  reason 
why  wage-workers  should  be  deprived  of  the  benefits  or 
denied  the  protection  of  these  salutary  laws.  If  the  bill 
now  under  consideration  should  become  a  law  it  would 
remove  all  statutory  restrictions  whatsoever  from  the  class 
of  associations  described  therein,  and  would  consequently 
deprive  the  members  of  such  associations  of  every  safe- 
guard which  the  wisdom  of  the  legislature  has  imposed 
upon  all  other  persons  conducting  a  similar  business. 

There  have  been  cases  in  the  history  of  the  Common- 
wealth in  which  the  statutes  then  enacted  have  failed  suf- 
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ficicntly  to  protect  the  rights  of  the  insured,  and  more 
than  once  widespread  and  disastrous  loss  has  been  the 
result.  Experience  has  shown  that  over  sanguine  or  un- 
scrupulous men  have  been  quick  to  avail  themselves  of 
the  opportunities  thus  aftbrded.  Whenever,  however, 
such  failures  have  been  discovered  legislation  has  been 
enacted  to  supply  the  defect ;  and  it  is  believed  that  the 
Coumionwealth  now  has  upon  the  statute  book  a  consis- 
tent and  reasonably  safe  system  of  insurance  supervision, 
which  affords  adequate  protection  to  the  insured.  All 
recent  legislation  has  been  in  the  direction  of  correcting 
ascertained  evils,  and  rendering  impossible  their  recur- 
rence. This  is  the  first  attempt,  so  far  as  I  am  informed, 
to  relax  precautions  and  restrictions  which  have  been 
proved  necessary,  and  to  permit  unregulated  and  irre- 
sponsible insurance  business  to  be  carried  on.  I  cannot 
believe  that  such  a  law  is  for  the  interests  of  those  affected 
by  its  provisions.  On  the  contrary,  I  am  convinced  that 
it  will  operate  ultimately  to  their  detriment,  and  is  likely 
to  expose  them  to  the  possibility  of  loss,  from  which  it  is 
the  duty  of  the  Commonwealth  to  protect  them. 

For  the  above  reasons  I  am  unable  to  approve  the  bill. 

[To  the  honorable  senate  and  house  of  representatives,  May  29,  1899.] 

I  return  with  my  objections  thereto  a  bill  entitled  "  An 
Act  to  Extend  Civil  Service  Exemption  to  Veterans  of 
the  AVar  with  Spain." 

This  is  an  act  making  certain  amendments  in  chapter 
517  of  the  acts  of  the  year  1896,  the  purpose  being  to 
extend  to  those  who  served  in  the  army  or  navy  of  the 
United  States  in  the  Spanish  war  the  same  preference,  as 
compared  with  civilians,  therein  accorded  to  veterans  of 
the  war  of  the  rebellion,  although  making  such  preference 
secondary  to  that  already  granted  to  the  latter  class. 

This  preference  is  two-fold  :  — 

First,  a  veteran  who  applies  for  and  passes  the  required 
examination  for  appointment  is  to  be  preferred  to  all  per- 
sons not  veterans,  without  regard  to  the  relative  rank 
attained; — second,  appointing  oflicers  may  in  their  dis- 
cretion appoint  without  examination  veterans  applying 
therefor. 

The  question  presented  by  the  bill  under  consideration 
is  whether  it  is  wise  at  the  present  time  to  extend  this 
preference  to  the  veterans  of  the  Spanish  war. 
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Except  in  the  spirit  of  ready  loyalty  which  prompted 
enlistment,  and  of  courage  and  endurance  which  character- 
ised the  service,  the  conditions  attending  the  two  wars 
were  not  closely  similar.  In  the  war  of  the  re1:)ellion  the 
very  existence  of  the  nation  was  at  stake.  The  light- 
ing was  long  continued  and  was  tierce  and  constant.  The 
losses  were  enormous.  Either  by  the  terms  of  original 
enlistment  or  of  re-enlistment,  the  service  performed  con- 
tinued, in  most  cases,  for  years.  The  result  was  a  country 
saved  from  disunion  and  cleansed  from  the  curse  of  slavery. 
By  successive  calls  of  the  national  government  for  addi- 
tional troops,  the  Commonwealth  was  well-nigh  drained 
of  its  brave  young  men.  For  years  they  were  not  only 
taken  from  the  ranks  of  steady  industry,  but  were  debarred 
from  those  educational  influences  which  might  tit  them  for 
lucrative  employment.  And  yet  the  veterans  of  this  war 
neither  asked  nor  received  statutory  preference  over 
civilians  in  the  public  employ  until  the  lapse  of  nineteen 
years  from  the  close  of  the  strife,  and  the  preference  then 
accorded  was  only  to  be  given  "  other  qualitications  being 
equal."  Eleven  years  later  these  words  were  stricken 
out,  and  the  absolute  preference  above  described  was  tirst 
enacted. 

The  inception  of  the  late  war  with  Spain  made  a  like 
demand  upon  the  patriotic  youth  of  the  country,  and  it 
was  answered  with  a  zeal  and  readiness  which  have  not 
been  exceeded  at  any  previous  time  when  the  nation  needed 
a  soldier's  service.  The  young  men  of  this  generation 
showed  that  they  were  quick,  as  were  their  fathers,  to 
respond  to  the  call  of  duty,  and  were  ready  to  dare  and  to 
endure  in  their  country's  service.  But  the  war  was  of 
short  duration,  and  but  a  small  proportion  of  the  many 
thousands  who  were  eager  to  enlist  were  vouchsafed  the 
privilege.  The  actual  fighting  was  brief,  and  the  losses 
in  battle  to  Massachusetts  troops  were  fortunately  slight. 
A  part  of  the  land  forces  furnished  by  the  Connuonwealth 
were  called  upon  to  endure  hardships  which  were  the  cause 
of  death  and  disease,  but  the  ©conditions  attending  the 
naval  service  were  not  severe. 

The  Commonwealth  has  been  wisely  generous  in  her 
treatment  of  these  her  brave  sons.  She  provided  that  any 
person  leaving  a  position  of  public  employment  in  order 
to  enlist  might  be  restored  to  such  employment  within  a 
year  after  his  honorable  discharge,  without  further  appli- 
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cation  or  examination.  She  has  liberally  added  to  the 
amount  paid  l)v  the  national  government  so  long  as  they 
were  in  the  national  service.  She  has  paid  for  the  care 
of  sick  in  hospitals  and  for  the  honorable  burial  of  the 
dead.  By  recent  legislation,  which  was  recommended  in 
my  inaugural  address  to  your  honorable  bodies,  she  has 
rendered  them  eligible  to  state  aid  and  military  aid.  She 
has  been  behind  no  other  state  in  her  provision  for  their 
comfort  and  relief.  I  have  yet  to  learn  that  any  consider- 
able number  of  the  soldiers  of  this  war  have  expected  or 
asked  for  more.  I  should  feel  that  I  were  doinji;  them 
dishonor  if  I  believed  that  the  expectation  of  such  prefer- 
ment to  public  office  as  is  provided  in  this  bill  entered 
into  the  motive  which  prompted  their  enlistment,  or  that 
the  desire  for  it  was  general  so  soon  after  the  close  of  their 
honorable  service. 

The  effect  of  this  act  upon  the  public  service  of  the 
Commonwealth  I  think  would  be  serious.  The  total  num- 
ber of  men  who  entered  the  service  of  the  United  States 
from  this  Commonwealth  during  the  recent  war  is  about 
12,000,  but  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  the  preference 
is  not  limited  to  Massachusetts  soldiers,  but  would  include 
all  those  entering  the  service  of  the  national  government 
from  other  states.  These  are  all  young  men,  and  for  the 
life-time  of  a  generation  at  least  would  be  able  to  avail 
themselves  of  the  provisions  of  the  bill.  In  case  of  any 
future  war  within  that  period,  however  protracted  or 
severe,  those  who  served  therein  might  thus  find  them- 
selves almost  precluded  from  public  employment. 

I  do  not  believe  that  the  act  under  consideration  is  at 
the  present  time  either  necessary  or  wise,  or  that  there  has 
been  shown  in  its  support  any  general  desire  on  the  part 
of  those  who  have  served  in  the  late  war  to  their  own 
credit  and  to  the  honor  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Appointments  to  the  so-called  classified  positions  in  the 
public  service  should  be  made  on  the  ascertained  fitness  of 
the  applicants,  and  not  as  bounties  or  rewards.  The  sys- 
tem of  civil  service  reform  which  Massachusetts  was  early 
in  adopting,  and  which  has  now  been  in  operation  for  fif- 
teen years,  has  in  my  o})inion  been  of  proved  value  in  im- 
proving the  puljlic  service  of  state  and  city,  in  aftbrding 
to  merit  the  same  opportunity  for  employment  that  was 
formerly  given  to  personal  or  political  influence,  and  in  re- 
lieving from  pressure  those  who  have  the  duty  of  appoint- 
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ment.  Of  this  there  is  in  my  mind  absolutely  no  doubt. 
The  eftect  of  this  act  would  be  seriously  to  hamper  and 
impair  the  administration  of  this  system,  and  to  diminish 
greatly  for  many  years  to  come  the  opportunities  for  em- 
ployment in  the  public  service  not  only  of  civilians,  many 
thousands  of  whom  were  as  eager  to  offer  their  services  to 
the  national  government  as  were  those  whose  services 
were  accepted,  but  also  of  the  men  who  in  any  future  war 
may  show  themselves  worthy  of  equal  honor  and  grati- 
tude. 

After  serious  deliberation  of  what  my  duty  to  the  pub- 
lic service  requires,  I  am  constrained  to  withhold  my  ap- 
proval of  this  bill,  of  which  I  respectfully  urge  your  careful 
reconsideration.
